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1-percent flood Refers to a flood of a magnitude that has an 
estimated probability of 1 in 100 of occurring in any given year. It is 
a technically more precise way of referring to the “100-year flood.” 
Generally, 1-percent, 2-percent, and 10-percent events refer to levels 
of flood flows with an expected recurrence of 100, 50, and 10 years 
respectively. Synonymous with 100-year flood. 


100-year flood Flood of a magnitude with an expected recurrence of 
once in 100 years. Synonymous with 1-percent flood. 


accuracy The correctness of the data; the closeness of the measure 
or computed value to its true value. Measures how close results are 
to a true or expected value and can be determined by comparing 
analysis of a standard or reference sample to its actual value. 


adaptive management A systematic process for continually 
improving management policies and practices by learning from 
the outcomes of operational programs. The stewardship plans 
provide a baseline (existing conditions), implementation guidance, 
and measures of success as the basis for the stewardship adaptive 
management process for the Santa Clara Valley Water District and 
partners. 


alluvial Material deposited by running water. 


alluvial fan Fan-shaped deposit formed by a stream where its 
velocity decreases abruptly, as at the mouth of a ravine or at the 
foot of a mountain, allowing suspended sediment to settle out. 


alluvial plain Level or gently sloping surface of sediments laid 
down by streams. 


anadromous Indicates migration from salt water to fresh water, as in 
fish. 


aquatic habitats Areas characterized by the presence of standing 
or flowing water in which a variety of marine or freshwater flora 
and fauna occur for long periods throughout the year. The aquatic 
habitat indicator measures the quantity and quality of habitat 
available to support aquatic biological assemblages such as fishes 
and macroinvertebrates. 


aquifer A geological formation that holds or conducts 
groundwater. 


assessment A process for evaluating how well a watershed is 
functioning and the condition of its resources; an assessment 
identifies the existing functional capacities of watershed features 
and processes relative to a benchmark and may identify the 
potential functional capacities as well. 
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augmented summer flow Summer flows supplemented by 
reservoir or pipeline releases. An example of an augmented flow 
system is the Guadalupe River. 


basin A management area encompassing a number of individual 
watersheds that share a common receiving water or large 
drainage basin. Designations are based upon the U.S. Geological 
Survey classification system. Santa Clara Basin is designated as 


Hydrologic Cataloging Unit No. 18050003. 


Basin Plan In accordance with the California Water Code, water 
quality control plans are adopted by the individual Regional 
Water Quality Control Boards (Regional Boards) for their 
respective region. The Basin Plan serves as the primary guidance 
and policy document to establish designated uses for waterbodies 
in the region. It contains descriptions of the legal, technical, and 
programmatic basis for regulation. The plan includes an inventory 
of beneficial uses of the waters and water quality objectives to 
ensure reasonable protection of beneficial uses and prevention 

of nuisance. Basin Plans are generally updated every three years 
and are approved by the State Water Resources Control Board 
Board (State Board), California Office of Administrative Law, and 
ultimately the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA). 


baylands Tidal wetlands bordering the San Francisco Bay that 
lie between mean low water and the highest observed tide. The 
Wetlands Advisory Group considers baylands to be the shallow 
water habitats around the San Francisco Bay between the 
maximum and minimum elevations of the tides. They are the 
lands that are touched by the tides, plus the lands that would be 
tidal in the absence of any levees, seawalls, or other human-made 
structures that block the tides. 


Beneficial Use A waterbody’s beneficial uses are the resources, 
services, and qualities of aquatic systems that are the ultimate 
goals of protecting and achieving high water quality. The Regional 
Board is charged with protecting all these uses from pollution 

and nuisance that may occur as a result of waste discharges in 

the region. The beneficial uses of surface waters, groundwaters, 
marshes, and mudflats listed below serve as a basis for establishing 
water quality objectives and the discharge prohibitions or 
conditions necessary to attain them. 


e ricultural Supply (AGR): Uses of water for farming, 
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irrigation, stock watering, or support of vegetation for 
range grazing. 


¢ Areas of Special Biological Significance (ASBS): Areas 
designated by the State Board. These include marine life 
refuges, ecological reserves, and designated areas where 
the preservation and enhancement of natural resources 
requires special protection. In these areas, alteration of 
natural water quality is undesirable. 


¢ Cold Freshwater Habitat (COLD): Uses of water that 
support coldwater ecosystems, including, but not 
limited to preservation or enhancement of aquatic 
habitats, vegetation, fish, or wildlife, including 
invertebrates. 


¢ Estuarine Habitat (EST): Uses of water that support 
estuarine ecosystems, including but not limited to, 
preservation or enhancement of estuarine habitats, 
vegetation, fish, shellfish, or wildlife (e.g., estuarine 
mammals, waterfowl, shorebirds), and the propagation, 
sustenance, and migration of estuarine organisms. 


¢ Fish Migration (MIGR): Uses of water that support 
habitats necessary for migration, acclimatization 
between freshwater and saltwater, and protection of 
aquatic organisms that are temporary inhabitants of 
waters within the region. 


¢ Fish Spawning (SPWN): Uses of water that support 
high quality habitats suitable for reproduction and early 
development of fish. 


¢ Freshwater Replenishment (FRSH): Uses of water 
for natural or artificial maintenance of surface-water 


quantity or quality. 


* Groundwater Recharge (GWR): Uses of water for 
natural or artificial recharge of groundwater for 
purposes of future extraction, maintenance of water 
quality, or halting saltwater intrusion into freshwater 
aquifers. . 
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Industrial Process Supply (PRO): Uses of water for 


industrial activities that depend primarily on water 


quality. 


Industrial Service Supply (IND): Uses of water for 
industrial activities that do not depend primarily on 
water quality, including but not limited to, mining, 
cooling water supply, hydraulic conveyance, gravel 
washing, fire protection, and oil well repressurization. 


Marine Habitat (MAR): Uses of water that support 
marine ecosystems, including but not limited to, 
preservation or enhancement of marine habitats, such as 
kelp, fish, shellfish, or wildlife (e.g., marine mammals, 


shorebirds). 


Municipal and Domestic Supply (MUN): Uses of water 
for community, military, or individual water supply 
systems, including but not limited to, drinking water 


supply. 


Navigation (NAV): Uses of water for shipping, travel, or 
other transportation by private, military, or commercial 
vessels. 


Noncontact Water Recreation (REC-2): Uses of water 
for recreational activities involving proximity to water, 
but not normally involving contact with water where 
ingestion is reasonably possible. These uses include, 

but are not limited to, picnicking, sunbathing, hiking, 
beachcombing, camping, boating, tide pool and marine 
life study, hunting, sightseeing, or aesthetic enjoyment 
in conjunction with the above activities. 


Ocean, Commercial, and Sport Fishing (COMM): Uses 
of water for commercial or recreational collection of 
fish, shellfish, or other organisms intended for human 
consumption or bait purposes. 


Preservation of Rare and Endangered Species (RARE): 
Uses of water that support habitats necessary for the 
survival and successful maintenance of plant or animal 
species established under state and/or federal law as 
rare, threatened, or endangered. 
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¢ Shellfish Harvesting (SHELL): Uses of water that 
support habitats suitable for the collection of 
crustaceans and filter feeder shellfish (e.g., clams, 
oysters, and mussels) for human consumption, 
commercial, or sport purposes. 


e Warm Freshwater Habitat (WARM): Uses of water 
that support warmwater ecosystems, including but 
not limited to, preservation or enhancement of 
aquatic habitats, vegetation, fish, or wildlife, including 
invertebrates. 


¢ Water Contact Recreation (REC-1): Uses of water for 
recreational activities involving body contact with water 
where ingestion of water is reasonably possible. These 
uses include, but are not limited to, swimming, wading, 
waterskiing, skin and scuba diving, surfing, whitewater 
activities, fishing, and uses of natural hot springs. 


¢ Wildlife Habitat (WILD): Uses of waters that support 
wildlife habitat, including but not limited to, the 
preservation and enhancement of vegetation and prey 
species used by wildlife, such as waterfowl. 


biological assemblage The capacity of watersheds to support 
aquatic faunal communities such as fish and macroinvertebrates, 
as well as riparian faunal communities, including those species 
listed as threatened and endangered. 


biological index A method of measuring the aquatic health of 

a site (for fish or macro-invertebrates) by scoring each of several 
biological metrics and calculating the overall index number. 
Overall health is assigned based on comparison with similar index 
or indices as measured at reference station(s). 


California Water Code (CWC) California water laws and 
enforcement mechanisms are codified in the CWC. The CWC 
establishes general state powers over water, water quality 
requirements, and water distribution. The water quality portion 
of the CWC, also known as the Porter-Cologne Water Quality 
Control Act (Division 7 of the CWC), provides the regulatory 
framework for regulation of waste discharges to surface water and 
groundwater. The Porter-Cologne Act is implemented by the State 
Board and the nine Regional Boards. 


channelization General term for various modifications of a 
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stream channel (deepening, straightening, etc.) that are usually 
intended to increase the velocity of water flow, the volume of the 
channel, or both. 


coarse-scale assessment A process for evaluating how well a 
watershed is functioning and the condition of its resources based 
on existing information. This summary reflects conditions on a 
watershed management unit scale. The coarse-scale assessments 
rely primarily on a Geographic Information System (GIS) analysis 
that presents the results of geo-spatial indexed surveys or aerial 
photographic analysis as maps of indicator conditions. Units of 
analysis reflect major hydrologic differences and stream ecosystem 
processes such as sediment production, transport, and deposition. 


. The coarse-scale assessment is the basis for the watershed area 


summaries (e.g., Guadalupe) from which a broad-scale planning 
vision can be developed. 


comparability The extent to which data can be compared 
between sample locations or periods of time within a project or 
between projects. 


completeness The comparison between the amount of valid, or 
usable, data originally planned to be collected, versus how many 
were collected. 


correlated uses Basin Plan beneficial uses that are linked or 
dependent upon proper functioning of other beneficial uses. 
Spawning, migration, and cold-water fisheries habitat are 
examples of ecosystem features that are components of correlated 
beneficial uses. 


data gaps Missing data sets (e.g., water temperature for a stream) 
or missing data categories (e.g., water quality parameters for a 
stream). 


data quality objectives Quantifiable criteria for measurement 
sensitivity, bias, reproducibility, completeness, and representatives. 


design flow The flow of water from a drainage area that, on the 
average and over a long period of time, has a 1 percent chance 
(probability of 0.1) of being equaled or exceeded in any given year. 
It is sometimes referred to as the 100-year flood but should not be 
thought of as an event that occurs regularly every 100" year. 


Designated Uses The beneficial uses specified in state-adopted 
water quality standards for a waterbody or segment thereof. Such 
designated uses may or may not presently be attained. Each 
Regional Board in California designates or assigns beneficial uses 
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to waterbodies and then develops policies to protect those uses. 


effluent Outflow or discharge, as from a wastewater treatment 
plant. 


enhancement In the context of restoration ecology, any 
improvement of a structural or functional attribute. 


environmental indicators Measurements and indices used 

to assess existing environmental conditions, indicate general 
environmental trends over time, and measure the effectiveness of 
environmental management programs. Environmental indicators 
may be physical and hydrologic, chemical, and biological. 


estuary Semi-enclosed coastal body of water that has a free 
connection with the open sea and within which saltwater is 
measurably diluted with fresh water derived from land drainage. 


environmental context summary (ECS) Background 
information on a feature within a watershed management unit 
that supports the historical or existing condition assessment. 

An ECS provides information that cannot be expressed as an 
indicator but contributes to an enhanced understanding of factors 
potentially impacting Ends Policy objectives and informs the ~ 
selection of stewardship options. 


fine-scale assessment forms the transition zone between aquatic 
and upland habitats. These habitats are related to and influenced 
by surface or subsurface waters, especially the margins of 
streams, lakes, ponds, wetlands, seeps, and ditches. They exhibit 
vegetation, soil, and hydrologic mosaics along topographic 

and moisture gradients that are distinct from the predominant 
landscape surface types. Riparian areas supply food, cover, and 
water (especially important in the arid West) for abundant and 
diverse biological assemblages. The fine-scale component of the 
watershed stewardship planning process includes a higher level 
of data collection activities to address key data gaps identified in 
the coarse scale analysis. One watershed was selected from each 
watershed management area (WMA) due to project resource 
constraints. The data collection activities of the fine-scale 
assessment vary based on the assessment needs for the selected 
watershed management units. The fine-scale assessment data 
collection activities were developed by the project team for Stevens 
Creek, Alamitos Creek, and Calabazas Creek. Key external and 
internal stakeholders were consulted in the process. Fine-scale 
assessment is generally required to evaluate stream ecosystem 
health (e.g. aquatic fauna) and develop on-the-ground projects 
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for stream restoration, flood protection, evaluate maintenance 
practices, etc. The fine-scale assessment approach for each creek is 
described in the methodologies appendix. Fine-scale assessment is 
considered to be cyclical component of the watershed stewardship 
program, shifting focus on a regular basis to begin addressing data 
gaps over time. 


fish ladder Series of ascending pools that let fish swim upstream 
around or over a barrier. 


flood management Design, construction, and maintenance of 
flood control facilities to minimize damage from floods. 


flood protection Flood protection consists of activities, including 


homes, schools, businesses, transportation networks, and other 
public and private buildings and infrastructure, implemented in 
a practical, cost-effective, and environmentally sensitive manner. 
Flood protection activities include both corrective measures and 
preventive measures. Corrective measures include, but are not 
limited to, activities such as construction of levees, floodwalls, 
detention facilities, and flood proofing. Additionally, ongoing 
maintenance activities such as sediment removal, vegetation 
control, and erosion prevention and/or repairs are necessary on all ; 
facilities to keep them operating as intended. Preventive measures 
include, but are not limited to, activities such as floodplain 
zoning, subdivision ordinances, floodplain preservation, habitat 
and open-space preservation, and education. 


floodway (planned) Natural or modified watercourses consisting 
of a combination of stream channel and adjacent areas planned to 
convey flood flows. The Federal Emergency Management Agency 
defines Regulatory Floodways as the stream channels and adjacent 
areas within which encroachments are prohibited if they would 
raise calculated water surface elevations by 1.0 foot or more. A 
planned floodway would include the stream channel and adjacent 
areas planned to convey high flows but may also be used for other 
compatible uses. For example, these uses might include recreation 
and/or agriculture. 


floodplain A flat region or valley floor surrounding a stream 
channel into which the stream overflows during flooding. 


geomorphology The study of characteristics and development 
of landforms; as used in this volume, generally the landforms 
themselves. 
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geospatial data Data referenced to the earth’s surface by a 
mathematical coordinate system, enabling the location of data 
with known spatial accuracy. 


Goals (SCVWD Ends Policies) Policies that define desirable 
endpoints of Santa Clara Valley Water District management 
activities. 


groundwater Subsurface water that occurs beneath the water table 
in soils, and geologic formations that are fully saturated. 


habitat The area in which an organism or ecological community 
lives. 


impediment of concern An environmental condition (e.g., 
temperature) that is outside a suitable range that is generally 
required for the waterbody to support a primary use. 


imperviousness Surfaces, such as roads, sidewalks, rooftops, and 
parking lots, that prevent or inhibit rainfall from sinking into 
groundcover and groundwater. 


indicator A feature that may be evaluated in order to provide a 
measure of progress towards a stated objective. Indicators will 
provide information regarding trends on progress towards goals 
as impacted by projects and or activities that have been modified 
through the stewardship plans. 


levee Raised bank along a stream channel. Some streams form 
low, natural levees, but often they are artificial and constructed to 
protect the floodplain. 


Lower South Bay The portion of the San Francisco Bay ea 
located south of Dumbarton Bridge. 


main water mass The main water mass is defined conceptually as 
that area of the Lower South Bay that has physical, chemical, and 
biological characteristics that are generally different than slough 
areas. 


management issue/question/watershed problem Issues (positive 
or negative) that stakeholders want addressed in a watershed 
assessment and stewardship plans. Issues may range in terms of 
their spatial and temporal scale, e.g., issues may be reach specific 
and/or watershed-wide. 


metadata Information that describes the accuracy and/or 

precision, the format, units of measurement, etc. of a set of data. 
The information can also contain the methods or protocols used. 
to obtain the data and any other information that may limit the 
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applicability of a data set. 


metric A measurable physical, chemical, or biological attribute of 
a natural system. 


mitigation Actions taken to avoid, reduce, or compensate for the 
effects of environmental damage; among the broad spectrum of 
possible actions are those that restore, enhance, create, or replace 
damaged ecosystems. 


mixing zone A mixing zone is an area where an effluent discharge 
undergoes initial dilution and is extended to cover the secondary 
mixing in the ambient waterbody. A mixing zone is an allocated 
impact zone where water quality criteria can be exceeded as long 
as acutely toxic conditions are prevented. 


MTBE (methyl tert-butyl ether) A gasoline additive. 


Montgomery-Buffington analysis A classification system that 
focuses on channel gradient to estimate aquatic habitat in streams. 


National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) 
The NPDES is a federal program requiring permits for the 
discharge of pollutants from any point source into the waters 

of the U.S. The NPDES program is required by the CWA and 
regulations for the program are set forth in 40 Code of Federal 
Regulations (CFR) Part 122. EPA is the primary authority for 
the NPDES permit program. However, California has been 
delegated authority to implement the NPDES program through 
the Regional Boards. 


natural summer flow Low flow periods in absence of flow 
augmentation, often categorized as stream reaches that support 
steelhead and resident trout. Examples of natural summer flow 
stream systems are San Francisquito Creek and watersheds above 
most reservoirs. 


permeable As used here, soil or rock that can be permeated or 
penetrated by water. 


Porter-Cologne Act The California Porter-Cologne Water 
Quality Control Act was enacted by the state legislature in 1969 
to implement federal directives requiring classification of state 
waters by beneficial use, adopt water quality objectives, and 
formulate plans to achieve the objectives. 


primary use Basin Plan beneficial uses or other stakeholder uses 
that form the foundation for the watershed assessment. 


quality assurance The system of activities that gives assurance that 
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quality control is being carried out effectively to meet data quality 
objectives. A continuous evaluation of data and the performance 
of the production system form samples to finished data. 


quality control The system of activities that control the quality of 
data so they meet the needs of the user. Quality control operates 
to make sure that the data produced are satisfactory, adequate, and 
dependable and meet data quality objectives. 


Regional Water Quality Control Board (Regional Board) 
Nine Regional Boards were established in 1967, along with 

the State Board, to manage water quality in California and for 
administrating the state and federal water pollution control 
laws. California's governor appoints a nine member board for 
each region, whose members serve 4-year terms. Board members 
represent and act on the behalf of the region and must reside 

or have a principal place of business within the region. The 
Regional Board’s overall mission is to protect surface waters and 
groundwater of the state. The Regional Board’s responsibilities 
include implementing the NPDES permit program, addressing 
regional water quality concerns, and coordinating with other 
public agencies that are concerned with water quality control. 


The San Francisco Bay Regional Board regulates surface water and 
groundwater quality in the San Francisco Bay area. The area under 
the San Francisco Bay Regional Board’s jurisdiction comprises all 
of the San Francisco Bay watersheds, including portions of the 
San Mateo and Marin county coasts, extending to the mouth of 
the Sacramento-San Joaquin River Delta. 


restoration To return ecosystem function and condition using 
conditions prior to disturbance as a reference point for evaluating 
feasible targets. Restoration includes efforts to return an ecosystem 
or habitat to a designated level of its original community 
structure, natural complement of species, and natural functions. 
Implicit in this definition is that ecosystems are naturally dynamic 
and that societal uses may place constraints on future potential. 

It is therefore not possible to recreate a system exactly. The 
restoration process reestablishes the general structure, function, 
and dynamic but self-sustaining behavior of the ecosystem. 


riparian Pertaining to the banks and other adjacent, terrestrial (as 
opposed to aquatic) environs of freshwater bodies, watercourses, 
and surface-emergent aquifers (e.g., springs, seeps, oases), whose 
imported water provide soil moisture significantly in excess of that 
otherwise available through local precipitation — soil moisture to 
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potentially support a vegetation distinguishable from that of the 
adjacent drier uplands. 


riparian corridor Relating to a stream channel and particularly 
the vegetation along its banks. 


riparian habitats The spaces that maintain fish habitat. In a 
stream bounded by a healthy riparian forest, roots, shrubs, and 
vines bind the stream bank and resist erosion. Exposed, undercut 
roots and overhanging vegetation allow fish to rest and avoid 
predatory birds. The shade moderates water temperatures, and 
the overhanging trees contribute leaves, fruit, cones, insects, and 
other detritus to the aquatic food chain. Woody debris slows 
flood velocities and forms pools and storage for sediment that 
might otherwise reach spawning areas. Riparian corridors serve 
as migration routes and forest connectors between habitats for 

a variety of wildlife, particularly ungulates and birds, including 
endangered species, 50 percent of which require wetland habitat at 
some point in their lifecycle. 


Rosgen stream channel type classification A stream 
characterization technique based on entrenchment, gradient, 
width/depth ratio, and sinuosity. 


Santa Clara Basin The administrative unit used by the Regional 
Board to designate the beneficial uses of the waterbodies and 
watersheds that drain into the portion of the San Francisco Bay __ 
south of Dumbarton Bridge. The Basin includes portions of Santa 
Clara, San Mateo, and Alameda counties. 


Santa Clara Basin Watershed Management Initiative (WMI) 
‘The initiative was established in 1996 by the EPA, the State 
Board, and the San Francisco Bay Regional Board as a pilot 
project for a statewide effort to manage water resources at the 
watershed scale. The purpose is to develop and carry out a 
program that takes account of all human activities that influence 
water quality. 


slough areas Slough areas are conceptually defined as the tidally 
influenced tributary areas of the Lower South Bay. 


Special-Status Species Species identified as rare, threatened, 
endangered or other wise of concern based on California 
Environment Quality Act Guidance 15380, which includes 
federal status, California status, California Department of Fish 
and Game listing, or California Native Plant Society listing. 


stakeholder As used here, stakeholders are individuals and 
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organizations with a stake or interest in the outcome of the 
Watershed Stewardship Plans. 


State Water Resources Control Board (State Board) The State 
Board administers water rights, water pollution control, and 
water quality functions for the state as part of the California 
Environmental Protection Agency. It provides policy guidance 
and budgetary authority to the Regional Board, which conducts 
planning, permitting, and enforcement activities. The State Board 
shares authority for implementation of the federal CWA and the 
state Porter-Cologne Act with the Regional Boards. 


stream channel morphology Stream channel morphology refers 
to the shape, form, and composition of a channel, which are 
directly influenced by eight major variables including channel 
width and depth, flow velocity and discharge, bed slope, 
roughness of channel materials, sediment load, and sediment 
size. A change in any one of these variables can initiate a series of 
channel adjustments, which can cause changes in other variables, 
resulting in an alteration of channel pattern and aquatic habitat 
types. Significant changes in channel form occur when variables 
that influence channel morphology are outside of a normal or 
acceptable range of variation. 


stressor A feature on the landscape that impacts natural resources 
or valued attribute within the watershed management unit, which 
includes factors that threaten the well being or health and long- 
term viability of an ecosystem, species, or a population. 


stewardship To entrust the careful and responsible management 
of the environment and natural resources to one’s care for 

the benefit of the general community. Watershed stewardship 
approaches the issue of careful management on a watershed basis 
because many of the impacts have their effect and solution set 
within watershed boundaries. 


stewardship plan A program designed to retain and restore 
ecosystem functionality while continuing to meet the societally 
valued natural resource needs (i.e. water supply, flood protection) 
through the implementation of the following eight program areas: 
land use planning, land conservation, aquatic buffers, better site 
design, erosion and sediment control, storm water treatment 
practices, non-storm water discharges, and watershed stewardship 
programs. 


stewardship project(s) Stewardship projects, which are the 
outcome of the watershed stewardship process, include a wide 
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variety of activities that have been identified to promote the 
ongoing viability, enhancement, or restoration of a natural 
resource attribute that contributes to watershed health, water 
supply, flood protection, or open space and recreation. Projects 
within the context of the watershed stewardship program can 
include: 


¢ Activities leading to the refinement of stream 
maintenance policies; 


¢ Acquisition of open space for stream buffers and flood 
protection; 


e Erosion and sediment control practices / projects; 


¢ Implementation of stormwater Best Management 
Practices 


e Stream channel restoration; 


¢ Support for watershed stewardship / education 
initiatives such as watershed or creek councils and 
Natural Flood Protection; and 


* Development and implementation of site design 
ordinances; 


¢ Land use planning. 


subwatershed In a land area that drains to many ordered streams 
or channels, a subwatershed is the land area that drains to only 
one stream or channel within the system. 


surface waters Freshwater rivers, streams, and lakes (collectively 
described as inland surface waters), estuarine waters, and coastal 
waters. 


surface water quality A measurement of the condition of surface 
water by identifying the geographic extent of pollutants as well as 
potential sources of pollutants. The physical and chemical qualities 
of surface water influence both those biological organisms living 
in and those relying on these resources. 


sustainable population A population in dynamic equilibrium 
with various ecological relationships (predator/prey, competition, 
birth-death, recruitment, etc.) and resilient enough to withstand 
natural perturbations in environmental conditions such as climate 
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change and habitat modification. 


technical advisory panel A panel of outside professionals 
representing a variety of fields related to the project that meet 
regularly (e.g., quarterly) and give overall advice on the project 
design, execution, and conclusions. The panel would be comprised 
of people with sufficient scientific or technical background to 
provide guidance of general technical nature and to be at the 
interface of management or policy and science. They need to 
translate complex concepts coming from the experts in a particular 
field to policy makers. 


Total Maximum Daily Load (TMDL) The TMDL is an analysis 
used to calculate the maximum pollutant load a waterbody 

can receive (loading capacity) without violating water quality 
standards. States require establishing TMDLs for waterbodies 
where technology-based requirements alone are insufficient to 
attain water quality standards. TMDLs include allocations of 
pollutant loads among Waste Load Allocations/Load Allocations 
(see definition), background loadings from natural sources, and 


safety margins to ensure achievement of water quality goals. The 
CWA requires that EPA review and approve TMDLs. 


use/availability ration (UAR) A measure of the ratio of the 
quantity of water that is used for industrial, agricultural, or 
personal use to the amount of renewable water within the 
watershed. The greater the ratio, the greater the stress to the 
system. 


water quality criterion A limit on a particular pollutant or on 

a condition of a waterbody intended to protect and support a 

use. When criteria are properly selected and met, it is expected 
that water quality will protect the designated use. National water 
quality criteria are recommendations for standards, which are 

not enforceable unless adopted by states as part of water quality 
standards. In California, the numeric criteria established as part of 
water quality standards are known as “water quality objectives.” 


water quality objective Water quality objective means the limits 
or levels of water quality constituents or characteristics that are 
established for the reasonable protection of beneficial uses of 
water or the prevention of nuisance. Water quality objectives are 
defined by each Regional Board and are specified in the Basin 
Plan. Generally there are two types of objectives: narrative and 
numerical. Narrative objectives present general descriptions of 
water quality that must be attained through pollutant control 
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measures and watershed management. They also serve as the basis 
for the development of detailed numerical objectives. Numerical 
objectives typically describe pollutant concentrations, physical/ 
chemical conditions of the water itself, and the toxicity of the 
water to aquatic organisms (based on water quality criteria). These 
objectives are designed to represent the maximum amount of 
pollutants that can remain in the water column without causing 
an adverse effect on organisms or human health. 


water quality standard A law or regulation which consists of 

the beneficial designated use or uses of a waterbody, or segment 
thereof, and the water quality criteria that are necessary to 

protect the use or uses of that particular waterbody. Water quality 
standards also contain an antidegradation policy. Water quality 
standards are defined under the Clean Water Act. In California, 
water quality objectives are defined under the Porter-Cologne Act, 
and are the enforceable numeric or narrative portion of the water 
quality standard intended to protect (a) designated use(s). 


watershed The land area that drains into a single stream or system 
of streams, rivers, or channels. 


watershed assessment The analytical procedures used to 
determine the degree of “designated use” attainment or 
impairment based upon a thorough watershed inventory. Under 
CWA Section 305(b), assessment of an individual waterbody 
(e.g., a stream segment or lake) means analyzing biological/habitat 
and physical/chemical data and other information to determine: 


¢ The degree of designated use support of the waterbody 
(fully supporting, fully supporting but threatened, 
partially supporting, or not supporting); 


e The causes(pollutants or stressors) and sources of the 
problem if designated uses are impaired; 


¢ Biological integrity using state biological criteria or 
other measures; and 


e Descriptive information such as the type and level of 
data used in the assessment. 


watershed data Information that describes in numeric or 
geographically referenced format the past or present condition of 
some watershed characteristic. 


watershed inventory A compilation of watershed data necessary 
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to accurately describe an array of watershed characteristics. 


watershed management An integrated suite of activities designed 
to maximize beneficial use support within specific watershed 
management planning areas, taking into account all threats to 
human health and ecological integrity within the watershed. 


Watershed Management Area (WMA) Santa Clara Valley 
Water District management areas that consist of either groups 
of watersheds or individual, large watersheds. The coarse-scale 
assessment will identify the unique characteristics of the three 
watershed areas that must be considered in developing detailed 
watershed stewardship programs. 


Watershed Management Unit (WMU) Watershed Management 
Units are considered to be the functional geographic unit of the 
watershed stewardship program. Generally they are based on 
hydrologic boundaries of individual creeks such as Calabazas 
Creek. However, due to engineering changes in the landscape the 
WMU may include portions of more than one drainage area or 
may be an inclusion within a natural hydrologic unit. WMUs may 
be based on stream order and significant changes in hydrology 
(e.g., large dams) or other features. The idea is to provide some 
means of differentiating within a watershed without making so 
many divisions that the task of tabulating and describing issues 

in these areas becomes too onerous for the level of effort the 
project can support. In many cases these are watersheds that 
drain to the San Francisco Bay, but larger watersheds (Guadalupe, 
San Francisquito, and San Tomas) have been subdivided. The 
watershed issue worksheets have been organized on this basis. The 
stewardship program watershed management units recognize the 
connection between the uplands and the baylands and sloughs. 


watershed management goals A set of measurable standards 
based upon the watershed assessment that measure progress 
toward beneficial use attainment or impairment reduction. 


watershed monitoring Ongoing data collection and analysis 
programs used to determine the effectiveness of specific activities 
implemented to achieve watershed management goals. 


wetlands Definitions used by the EPA, the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers, and the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service vary, but all 
are based on three conditions: (1) a hydrologic regime typified by 
standing water, (2) hydric or saturated soils, and (3) the presence 
of plants adapted to waterlogged soils. The Fish and Wildlife 


Service definition also recognizes nonvegetated wetlands such as 
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mudflats, rocky shores, and sandbars. See Table 6-1 for further 
detail. 
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B.1 Data collection and 
organization 


Information referenced in the Watershed Stewardship Project 
was compiled from sources such as the Watershed Management 
Initiative (WMI), Santa Clara Valley Urban Runoff Pollution 
Prevention Program (SCVURPPP), Fisheries and Aquatic 
Habitat Collaborative Effort (FAHCE), Clean Safe Creeks, and 
others. Additionally, the Stewardship Project Manager (SPM) 
used information provided by stakeholders in Level 1 and Level 
2 meetings to solicit further information from District staff. 
Subsequently, the SPM transferred references to the project team. 


All sources were filtered through the project team data manager 
who then cataloged the information by topic and location. 
Information sources were then announced to the project team 
members and, if requested, distributed to project team members 
via hardcopy and electronic formats. 


B.2 Stakeholder Involvement/ 
Outreach 


The involvement of stakeholders is a crucial component in the 
development of the three Santa Clara Valley Water District 
Stewardship Plans, whose goals include the implementation of a 
“District-led, community-based approach” to watershed planning. 
The active involvement of stakeholders will be instrumental in 
fostering partnerships among the community, environmental 
groups, and local, state, and federal agencies. Through education 
and stakeholder involvement in the three watersheds, the project 
will encourage watershed-based planning and stewardship projects 
within the basin. The outreach and stakeholder involvement 
processes will build on the District’s involvement in and 
experiences with the Watershed Management Initiative and the 
Coyote Watershed Stream Stewardship Plan. The project will 

aim to involve interested stakeholders who took part in these 
previous efforts, as well as welcome new participants in the current 
stewardship planning process. The project team will involve three 
different levels of stakeholders in the project: 


© Level 1 will include internal stakeholders, such as District 
technical and management staff. 
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° Level 2 meetings will include external stakeholders, such as 
city and county staff, WMI staff, agency representatives, and 


members of watershed groups. 


® Level 3 will be public workshops. These will be accessible 
to all members of the public interested in watershed 
stewardship in the selected watersheds. 


Level 1 and 2 meetings will both be geared toward reaching 
consensus among stakeholders at the meetings in order to 

report that consensus to District management for final decision 
making. They will address various topics and seek to both get 
input regarding the group’s desires and opinions about different 
products and processes that will be part of the stewardship plans. 


B.2.1 Stakeholder Interviews 

Fifteen stakeholder interviews will be conducted with individuals 
who are knowledgeable about ongoing efforts in individual 
watersheds within the three watershed study areas. 


B.2.1.1 Interview Goals 
The project team will use the input from stakeholder interviews to 
achieve the following: 


¢ Establish trust and credibility for the stewardship planning 
process 


¢ Validate and update the preliminary list of management 
questions 


* Develop recommendations regarding individual watersheds 
to be studied 


® Guide data and information collection efforts 
* Refine assessment methodologies 
¢ Anticipate visioning and implementation issues 


¢ Provide background information for the development of a 
ranking protocol to assign stewardship priorities 


B.2.1.2 Interview Questions 

Questions to be asked during the interview will depend on the 
individual or group being interviewed. The interviewer will ask 
questions similar to those listed below: 
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Questions related to visioning 


1. Given your knowledge of stewardship issues in the three 
watersheds, what are the key issues of importance to you? 
What are your overall interests in this (these) WMU(‘s) ? 


2. Given the information we have provided (or discussed) , 


what would be a vision statement for this WMU/WMA? 


3. What are the main activities, projects, programs that 
supports the achievement of such a vision? 


4, What have been your priorities related to watershed 
stewardship? 


Process questions for continuous improvements 


1. Which criteria do think are most important in the creeks 
and watersheds you are most familiar with? 


2. Are you aware of any data sets available we should add to 
the list of data to be considered for future projects? 


3. Are there other groups or individuals that may not be 
involved in the stewardship planning process that should 
be contacted or involved? 


4. Do you have other comments or concerns about the 
process? 


B.3 Coarse-Scale Assessment 

The project is based on a methodology involving two different 
levels of information: a planning level assessment for all 

watershed units in each Watershed Management Area and an 
implementation level assessment for one Watershed Management 
Unit within each Watershed Management Area, using information 


from supplemental field data collection activities that will be 
described in Section B.4. 


The purpose of conducting coarse-scale assessments is to concisely 
synthesize the main physical and socioeconomic characteristics, 
historic conditions, watershed management problems, and 
stewardship opportunities of watersheds in each of the three 
Watershed Management Areas. The coarse-scale assessment 
methodology evaluates in-stream processes, near-stream processes 
(riparian), and watershed processes and identifies enhancements to 
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meet District Goals by restoring ecosystem functionality for water 
supply, flood protection, water quality, biological integrity, and 
open space and recreation. 


‘The coarse-scale assessment methodology employs a series of 
indicators that provide information on the status and trends of 
physical, chemical, and biological resources within watersheds and 
relate to specific objectives identified in the District’s Ends Policies 
and other programs such as the Clean Safe Creeks and Natural 
Flood Protection. Indicators are used because they summarize 
complex technical information in a manner that facilitates its use 
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Figure B-1 Coarse-scale assessment indicators 
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by decision makers and improves communication to the public. 
Coarse-scale indicators are illustrated in Figure B-1. 


The proposed indicator framework will be based on well- 
established methods, including the Hydrogeomorphic Model 
developed by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers (Brinson 
1995) and indices of biological integrity developed by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency (Barbour et al. 1999). These 
frameworks consist of nested hierarchies of indicators. 


In the context of this project, the highest level of indicators will 
be used to assess information at the coarse~scale level. Such 
indicators may include hydrogeomorphology (factors influencing 
streamflow and stream channel form and condition), aquatic 
habitat, riparian habitat, water quality, biological assemblages (fish 


and benthic macroinvertebrates), recreation, and land use. 


An indicator used often in coarse-scale assessment is the extent to 
which the channel has been modified and/or hardened. Different 
types of engineering can drastically alter the natural hydrology 
and habitat suitability of the stream. Table B-1 demonstrates 

the categories used to evaluate how much of the channel is 
suitable habitat for in-stream and riparian communities. Table 
B-2 shows the categorization of the channel types from a 
hydrologic perspective. In Montgomery-Buffington analysis, 

the determination was between hard and mixed/soft. In the

engineered channel analysis, the dividing line was between hard/ 
mixed and soft. 


B.3.1 Rosgen Analysis 

Rosgen analysis is a stream characterization technique based 

on entrenchment, gradient, width/depth ratio, and sinuosity. 
Each category is further described based on substrate type (sand, 
clay, gravel, etc.). In the FAHCE assessment, streams were also 
characterized by the degree to which they had been altered 

from their normal configuration. Figure B-2 is a graphical 
representation of some of the channel types described by Rosgen. 
(Rosgen, 1994) 


B.3.2 Regulatory Analysis 

In order to compile all information needed to evaluate the 
regulatory and jurisdictional issues relevant to the Santa Clara 
Basin watersheds, DC&E collected documents from Santa Clara 
County, and the cities and towns that are within the three Santa 
Clara Valley Water District watersheds. These jurisdictions 
included Santa Clara County, Campbell, Cupertino, Los Altos, 
Los Altos Hills, Los Gatos, Monte Sereno, Mountain View, Palo 
Alto, San Jose, Santa Clara, Saratoga and Sunnyvale, and excluded 
Gilroy, Morgan Hill and Milpitas. DDC&E accessed relevant 
documents by searching each city or town’s website and by

calling each Planning Department. The documents collected and 
reviewed included Municipal Codes, General Plans, Specific Plans 
and other planning documents for areas adjacent to creeks, as well 
as other Specific Plans for areas larger than 100 acres. Relevant 
planning documents included Creek Preservation Ordinances 

and other documents that address policies related to land use, 
run-off, water quality, parks, trails, and creeks. The Compare 
and Contrast Development Policies completed by SCVURPPP 
was the basis of the policy review. DC&E also reviewed and 
summarized regional, State and federal policies relevant to 
watershed stewardship for the Watershed Management Areas. 


B.4 Fine-Scale Assessment 


B.4.1 Approach to Selecting Watersheds 
for Fine-Scale Assessment 

‘The intensive data collection and analysis activities for the three 

selected Watershed Management Units have three purposes: 


¢ Provide an inventory of existing conditions data on the 
geomorphic, ecological, and recreational properties of its 
creeks that will serve as an indicator of creek health and 
provide data for other District studies. 
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*¢ Provide baseline cross-section and (in some cases) long 
profile data that will allow the District to assess the health 
and geomorphic behavior of its creeks in the future (e.g. 
incision or lateral erosion trends). 


e Fill specific data gaps identified in the coarse scale 
assessment or by other studies such as the Stevens Creek 
Limiting Factors Analysis. 


B.4.1.1 Preliminary Stewardship Project Watershed 
Selection Criteria 

The following is a list of criteria for selecting watersheds that 

may be included in the stewardship project. This list synthesizes 

project team input with work previously undertaken by the 

Santa Clara Basin Watershed Management Initiative to identify 

their assessment watersheds. (SCBWMI developed two technical 

memoranda that addressed watershed selection criteria. Tier 

1 criteria were presented in TM#11C (Workgroup C); Tier 2 

criteria were presented in TM29i (Workgroup D).) The criteria are 

organized in two groups: a prioritized group that includes criteria 

critical for selecting creeks and a secondary group that may be 

useful to implement as a tie-breaker in the case of creeks that score 

equally on the priority criteria. 


The priority criteria can be implemented equally in all three 
watershed-planning areas using existing, available information. 
These criteria can be measured qualitatively or quantitatively and 
assigned values (e.g. very high, high, medium, low, very low) in a 
matrix. If appropriate, weightings can be attached to the criteria, 
and rankings made accordingly. 


Priority Selection Criteria: 


1. Will the level of effort brought to bear by the Watershed 
Stewardship Initiative add significantly to what is known 
about existing conditions and stewardship opportunities 
in the watershed? In other words, does this watershed have 
enough data foundation to build something significant, 
and yet not so much that our effort doesn’t appreciably 
add value to what is already known? 


2. Based on our existing understanding of historical and 
current conditions, are there habitat protection and 
restoration opportunities in the watershed? In other words, 
are there areas of watershed that can be feasibly enhanced 
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or that are especially worthy of protection, or patches that 
can be connected to make a better functioning system? 
(assessed based on combination of local knowledge, 
percent development within the riparian corridor, 
availability of adjacent land within historical floodplain, 
quality of habitat/potential, relative degree of change from 
historical hydrology (i.e. dams, incision, etc.) 


Are there existing or proposed flood protection and storm 
water control projects in the watershed, and if so, how 
would an assessment help improve the design, operation, 
and maintenance of the projects, with consideration 

of water quality, land use, water supply, and habitat 
protection? 


Can multiple objectives be achieved? (e.g. improving 
creek ecosystem while reducing bank erosion, enhancing 
recreational needs while improving flood capacity) 


Would an assessment help address the number and 
complexity of regulatory issues in the watershed? 


Do the streams selected provide good geographic diversity, 
both in terms of historical and current watershed/stream 
characteristics and in covering appropriate regions of the 
District jurisdiction? 


Secondary Selection Criteria 
(may be used to select a representative suite of creeks or as tie 


breakers for creeks that score equally for the priority selection 


criteria)

Is there an existing organization to help carry out WMI 
watershed management and assessment goals? 


2. Are there good opportunities for successful “early action” 


projects that will build stakeholder support or remove 
limiting factors? Examples: by removing fish barriers or 
restoring a short reach could we open up access to a long 
reach of good quality habitat? Hot spots of local channel 
instability that contribute large amounts of fine sediment 
to the remaining system?

5. Would an assessment help address the number and 
complexity of land use issues (i.e., agricultural, 
recreational, urban) in the watershed that affect water 
supply, habitat, flood management and water quality? 


Tables B-3 through B-6 summarize the results of the fine-scale 
WMU selection process conducted by the project team at Level 1 
and Level 2 meetings. 


B.4.2 Alamitos Creek 


The fine-scale activities for Alamitos Creek focus on the creation 
of a conceptual model to assess the impacts of a potential Alamitos 
Creek bypass channel around Almaden Lake on fish habitat, 
migration and contaminated sediment transport (to address Hg 
TMDL issues), and the impacts of the removal of the Almaden 
Reservoir Dam related to potential downstream contamination 
with mercury rich sediments. This project was decided upon based 
on the previous work conducted to estimate the impacts of a 
bypass on Almaden Lake temperature. 


B.4.3 Calabazas Creek 


Fine-scale analysis of Calabazas Creek includes the biological and 
geomorphic characterization of the creek for the reaches between 
Miller Avenue and the Comer Debris Basin. These reaches were 
selected because the planning process for natural flood protection 
has been initiated by the District. The fine-scale data collection 
activities include both the T1 and T2 methodologies presented 
to the stakeholder goups. The fine-scale data collection will 
involve cross-section surveys approximately every 1,00 feet (T1) 
and the use of a modified Unified Stream Assessment Protocol 
(T2) adapted from the Center for Watershed Protection (2005). 
The Tl survey, which is described in greater detail below, is 
being conducted to obtain basic geomorphic data to support 
stewardship planning for the study area. The district to support 
project design and construction activities will conduct more 
detailed geomorphic surveys. The modified Unified Stream 
Assessment protocol will be used to evaluate existing and potential 
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future biological and recreational resources in the creek corridor 


(to meet SCVWD stewardship needs). 


The Unified Stream Assessment consists of nine stream-corridor 
assessments: eight impact assessments and a single overall reach 
assessment (Table B-7). Impact assessments collect specific 
information at individual problem sites along the stream corridor, 
such as a storm water outfall, a severely eroded stream bank, or 

a sewer overflow. Reach assessments collect overall information 
along the entire survey reach, where many impact sites may be 
located. Each survey reach represents a relatively uniform set of 
conditions along the stream corridor and is used to characterize 
average bank stability, in-stream habitat, and riparian vegetation. 


The Project Team performed the assessment over four field 

days in early March (Figure B-3). After the data was gathered, 
the Microsoft Acess database available through the CWP, was ___ 
populated with information from the Calabazas Creek T2 survey 
(Figure B-4). 


B.4.4 Stevens Creek 


Ten structures were assessed for fish barrier and passage on Stevens 
Creek in Santa Clara Valley, CA. The purpose of the assessment 
was to build upon previous qualitative assessments by quantifying 
boundary conditions and flow hydraulics identified as limiting to 
adult and juvenile salmonid species. Previous evaluation of these 
structures was based on field observations at low to moderate 
discharge conditions (e.g., 5 to 100 cfs) and the assignment of a 
0-5 ranking depending on the magnitude of the barrier. 


‘Thus, the primary objective of the field assessment was to 
characterize the bed step geometry and obtain calibration data 

for hydraulic modeling. With 41 structures identified as barriers 
in Stevens Creek, the selection of 10 was based on structures that 
were not District-maintained and structures previously recognized 
with a 1-3 ranking. Field measurements of step geometry 
included approach, brink, and exiting cross-sections and a thalweg 
profile. Baffles and tunnel geometries were also included. Field 
measurements of hydraulic conditions include the water surface 
elevation of the approach flow above the structure, the brink, 

as well as the tailwater. Several documentary photographs were 
also taken at each structure, with additional notes on sediment 
deposition and damaged structures such as rip-rap. 


The field data was subsequently imported into AutoCAD Land 
Desktop and used for hydraulic modeling for two discharge

conditions: (i) a baseline condition at the time of the survey and 


(ii) a spring flow window identified by district biologists. The 
hydraulic modeling allowed for an improved estimation of velocity 
and depth characteristics as a function of discharge at each barrier. 


B.4.5 Additional Fine-Scale Analysis 


techniques 
Tier 1 geomorphic assessment was performed on Calabazas and 
Stevens Creek in Santa Clara Valley, CA. Tier 1 assessments 
consisted of a number of quantitative and qualitative assessments 
of the stream channels at point locations, or cross sections, at 
approximately 1000- 1500 foot intervals. At each section, we 
performed a pebble count; qualified the channel according to 
Rosgen, Schumm, and Montgomery and Buffington classification 
schemes; measured width and depth at the approximate height 
of bankfull (where possible); described bank material; estimated 
erosion on each bank; and collected photo documentation. 


For the pebble count, we measured the size of 100 randomly 
selected particles from the channel bed. Wherever applicable, the 
embeddedness of the sample was estimated prior to dislodging 

it from the bed. Samples were measured along the intermediate 
axis in the range of 1-150 mm. Samples below 1 mm were labeled 
“fine sand,” and samples above 150 mm were labeled as boulder. 


Width and depth measurements were taken perpendicular to 

the channel and parallel to the line between monuments that we 
established with rebar and labeled caps at each cross section. We 
measured the width/depth ratio at an approximate bankfull level 
(wherever possible), and then estimated entrenchment ratio for 
Rosgen classification. Schumm classifications were estimated using 
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indicators of incision or widening, such as a low width/depth 
ration for an incised channel or bank toe erosion for a widening 
channel. Montgomery-Buffington classifications were based on 
geomorphic interpretations of the channel morphology, and bed 


Channel bank material was estimated by making a rough grain 
size approximation. We made visual approximations of bank 
erosion by estimating the percent of material lost relative to banks 
immediately upstream and downstream. We documented bank 
material and erosion by taking photos of the left and right bank 
at each cross section. We also documented the channel by taking 


The GIS database was complied from the existing data 

provided by different sources including SCVWD, USGS, SFEI, 
SCVURPPP and other agencies. Additionally, data collected and 
analyzed from water and sediment samples were processed and 
brought into the GIS database. All the GIS data are stored in 
ESRI shapefiles or geo-referenced images, which can be opened 
and analyzed using ArcGIS 8.2. Each shapefile or image file is 
projected using the California State Plane Coordinate System, 
Zone 3, NAD 83, in feet. Finally, the results of spatial analyses 
were presented on maps, and interpreted/explained by the 


B.5.1 Existing Land Use and Impervious 


Exiting land use maps are based on city and county zoning and 
parcel information and maps created by the (Association of Bay 
Area Governments (ABAG), 2002). (Mattern and Associates 

and William Lettis and Associates, 2003) analyzed the extent 

of impervious surface in the WMA. This analysis was based on 
stormwater catchments defined as areas draining via an outfall up 
to 18 inches in diameter. Once defined, these study areas were 
evaluated for impervious coverage based on satellite imagery and 
aerial photography.

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B.5.2 Future Land Use and Impervious 


Coverage 
To develop maps representative of the future development 
intensity the Project Team first evaluated the land use information 
provided in the cities’ and county's general plans. Areas of public 
land ownership, open space protections, and those that are 
nearly built out were assumed to not be likely to change in the 
future and were excluded. Remaining in the dataset were areas 
classified primarily as residential, commercial, industrial, and 
transportation. The general plans’ offered guidance for what is 
envisioned in these areas in the future. 


B.5.3 Longitudinal Profile Analysis 
Longitudinal profiles of the streams in the project area were 
extracted from 10-meter Digital Elevation Models (DEMs). For 
the purposes of the coarse-scale assessment, only the profiles of 
streams of third order and greater were analyzed. Longitudinal 
profiles provide information about stream-channel slope, which 
is an important input to the next step of analyzing Geomorphic 
Process Domains. 


B.5.4 Geomorphic Process Domains 

Data layers that are likely to affect and control watershed 
processes (e.g. erosion and sediment transport) were overlaid to 
identify distinct geomorphic process domains. Such data layers 
include slope as an indication of the potential energy available to 
drive erosion processes, geology and soils as a guide to indicate 
the erosion-prone nature of the domains, and land use as an 
indication of the degree of human disturbance of the watershed 
and its consequences for sediment production. The individual 
data layers were classified based on their potential to contribute to 
erosion processes and will be superimposed in a GIS environment 
to produce a combination map. The combination map identified 
all the areas with distinct geomorphic processes and will reveal 
areas that are prone to erosion for given hydrologic characteristics 
(i.e. the contribution of water movement to erosion processes will 
not be included). This allows comparison between watersheds. 
This method was developed and applied in the Upper Penitencia 
Creek Watershed Assessment carried out by PWA for the US 
Army Corps of Engineers. 
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B.5.5 Erosion Potential 

These classifications were generated by analyzing four different 
input values: land use, slope, geology, and soil-type erodibility. 
The erosion potential analysis refers to surface erosion and does 
not include the risk of erosion from the channel bed and banks, 
nor does it include erosion from potential mass wasting processes 
such as debris flows, landslides, etc. 


B.5.6 Landslide susceptibility 

‘The existing landslide layer was used to classify landslide-prone 
areas. Simple statistical analyses was carried out to identify 
differences between distinct watersheds. The landslide layer 

was also compared to the geomorphic process domains map to 
ascertain their consistency. The following summarize the landslide 
susceptibility categories presented in the WMU chapters. 


Mostly Landslide consists of mapped landslides, intervening 
areas typically narrower than 1500 feet, and narrow borders 
around landslides; defined by drawing envelopes around groups of 
mapped landslides. 


Many Landslides consists of mapped landslides and more 
extensive intervening areas than in ‘Mostly Landslide’; defined by 
excluding areas free of mapped landslides; outer boundaries are 
quadrangle and county limits to the areas in which this unit was 


defined. 


Few Landslides contains few, if any, large mapped landslides, 

but locally contains scattered small landslides and questionably 
identified larger landslides; defined in most of the region by 
excluding groups of mapped landslides but defined directly 

in areas containing the ‘Many Landslides’ unit by drawing 
envelopes around areas free of mapped landslides. Simply, the “few 
landslides” is the setting that does not contain a landslide within 
1,000-1,500 feet of another. 


Flat Land describes areas of gentle slope at low elevation 

that have little or no potential for the formation of slumps, 
translational slides, or earth flow except along stream banks and 
terrace margins; defined by the distribution of surficial deposits 


(Wentworth, et al., 1997). 


“Although generally consistent, in detail the content of each 
category depends on the type of landslide mapping represented 
by each compilation source. Where the landslide mapping was 
thorough, for example, the non-landslide category contains few if 
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any mappable landslides, whereas in the areas for which geologic 
maps were used as sources, the non-landslide category may 
contain numerous landslides not deemed important in depicting 
the areal geology. (Wentworth, et al., 1997)” 


B.6 Historical Data Collection 

The methods used in this project build upon approaches 
developed by SFEI through a number of projects on Bay Area 
watersheds. These approaches have been described by (Grossinger, 
2001), with implementation and expansion in a number of recent 
reports (Grossinger, et al., 2004a, 2004b, Pearce and Grossinger, 
2004, Striplen, et al., 2004) . 


Archival research was carried out at many local and regional 
institutions. Some of the most important areas of archival research 
were the records of the Mexican Land Grant Cases and other 
historical accounts, at Bancroft Library; historical texts, newspaper 
archives, and early photographs, at the California History Center, 
Sunnyvale Historical Society, Cupertino Historical Society, 
Martin Luther King Jr. Library, History San Jose, and other local 
archives; United States Coast Survey maps, from the National 
Ocean Survey (Rockville, MD) and National Archives II (College 
Park, MD). Several other archives provided fewer, but important, 
sources. Data was also acquired from several institutions on line, 
including the Bancroft Library, the Online Archive of California, 
The David Rumsey Historical Map Collection, and the Silicon 
Valley History archive. Information was also acquired with the 
assistance of District staff (including Sarah Young, Alice Ringer, 
Eric Olson, Tom Mohr, Jill Bernhard). NRCS Soil Scientist 
William Reed provided a copy of the 1903 USDA soil survey. 


It was possible to acquire the quantity of historical data required 
for this analysis because of coordination with the Coyote Creek 
Historical Ecology Study as part of the Santa Clara Valley 
Historical Ecology Project. Valuable data collection assistance 
was also provided by the Santa Clara University Environmental 
Studies Institute. 


B.6.1 Interpretation and Analysis 

We used a multifaceted approach to analyze key questions about 
historical watershed characteristics, land use, and landscape 
change in the stewardship project watersheds. Interpretation 
benefited from input from stewardship project team members. 
Key components to this approach included the following. 
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B.6.1.1 Use of different types of historical data 

Since each historical data source provides only a selective view 
of environmental conditions, overlapping materials of different 
scale and purpose are required to create a relatively unbiased 
picture (Collins and Montgomery, 2001). Historical geomorphic 
or ecological assessments are commonly limited to either aerial 
photography circa 1940, standard local histories, or historical 
USGS quadrangles, producing findings which can be largely 
shaped by the choice of data source. This study provides a more 
realistic picture of baseline watershed condition by incorporating 
information from many other and earlier sources, including 
official 19th-century surveys of the General Land Office and USS. 
Surveyor General, Mexican Land Grant materials, and extensive 
historical maps and texts. 


B.6.1.2 Accuracy of historical documents 

Historical documents were tested for accuracy, rather than 
assumed to be correct. Key interpretations of a given historical 
map feature, for example, were based upon intercalibration with 
contemporary sources, understanding of landscape processes, and 
knowledge of the technical strengths and limitations of the map 
type, its author, and intended use. 


B.6.1.3 Determination of the actual land use history 
The Project Team determined the actual land use history of the 
watershed, rather than made assumptions of generalized regional 
land use patterns. This element turns out to be particularly 
important for this project since even neighboring watersheds 
display substantially different histories. To minimize the problem 
of basing interpretation of trends or change on just one historical 
data point, information from different decades was developed 
along with a supporting history of human settlement and cultural 
change. 


B.6.2 Watershed timelines 

Population trends are based upon the Historical Census Populations 
of California State, Counties, Cities, Places, and Towns, 1850-2000 
(California State Department of Finance, Demographic Research 
Unit, 915 L Street, Sacramento, CA 95814) 


The patterns of agricultural relative timing and extent represent a 
generalized picture intended to assist assessment of potential land 
use effects, rather than presenting precise information about crop 
extent or production (information which is generally not available 
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at the watershed scale). Similarly, the history of changes in creek 
name is, by definition, imprecise with regard to exact timing. 


Engineered crossings were counted as the number of bridges 

on the valley floor reach of the creek. The specific extent is 
reported individually in the notes for each timeline. Data sources 
were Thompson and West (1876), USGS/Army topographic 
quadrangles, and recent AAA maps. Where available, 1850s 
crossings were estimated based upon Mexican-era maps. 


Numerous other sources of information were used, which are 
reported in the text. 


B.6.3 Data status and future development 
The information presented in the historical watershed 
characteristics sections will continue to be developed through the 
coordinated fine-scale assessments/Santa Clara Valley Historical 
Ecology Project efforts during 2005/06. In some cases, these 
preliminary interpretations will thus be subject to revision and 
expansion in subsequent products. Areas of less uncertainty have 
been noted in the text. 


B.7 Visioning 

B.7.1 Overall Visioning Process 

This section describes the visioning process for developing 
Watershed Stewardship Plans for the SCVWD. As part of this 
process, DC&E will develop written vision statements for the 
Watershed Management Units (WMU’s). The visions for the 

three pilot WMU’s, Stevens Creek, Calabazas Creek and Alamitos 
Creek, will be developed through public visioning workshops or 
the stakeholder interviews. For the 16 remaining WMU’s, DC&E 
will complete draft vision statements, based on synthesis of coarse- 


scale information and on stakeholder interviews. These vision 
statements will be included in the Watershed Stewardship Plans. 


B.7.2 Visioning Workshops 

Two workshops will be held as part of the visioning. For the 
workshops, DC&E will work with the District to prepare the 
workshop presentation materials. We will also coordinate with the 
District SPM to ensure that District leadership staff and Board 
member input is appropriately included in the visioning process. 


DC&E will attend a scheduled meeting of SPCWC to discuss 
issues and visioning for the Steven Creek WMU. The SPCWC

will conduct the majority of the outreach for this meeting. DC&E 
will work with the District to prepare the meeting presentation 
materials. At the workshop, District staff will make a presentation 
regarding issues in the watershed and will be available to answer 
questions. David Early of DC&E will present the Stewardship 
Plans and offer participants the opportunity to ask questions 
about the planning process. Mr. Early will then lead a visioning 
exercise with meeting participants, resulting in a draft vision 
statement for Stevens Creek that will be incorporated into the 
Stewardship Plans. Following the workshop, DC&E will deliver a 
draft vision statement to the Senior Project Manager. 


DC&E will organize and facilitate a visioning workshop regarding 
Calabazas Creek and for the West Valley WMA. This workshop 
will be held as part of a meeting of the Stewardship Plan 
Workgroup. 


B.8 Ranking 


The project ranking includes two categories of projects and 
evaluation processes. Category A describes the ranking for 
stakeholder-nominated, potential stewardship projects. Category 
B describes the process undertaken by the project team in making 
recommendations regarding several existing or planned District 
projects. 


B.8.1 Ranking of Potential Stewardship 
Projects. 

The project team assembled a list of projects that were nominated 

by stakeholders, including District staff. The list represented 

projects that are not currently listed within any planning 

documents or on an existing funding track. These projects 

were derived from stakeholder meetings, interviews and other 

communications made to the project team. Projects could include 

collaborative processes, data collection and capital improvements. 


Projects added to the list were then taken through the following 
steps: 


B.8.1.1 Degree of Benefit 
Projects were evaluated for the degree of benefit (High, Medium, 
Low or not applicable) they provide to the four Ends Policy areas. 


When a project had no relationship to an Ends Policy area, it was 
ranked N/A for that category. 


Watershed Stewardship Plan 


In order to meet stewardship objectives, projects are must be 
neutral or positive in regard to all four Ends Policies. Only 
projects meeting this requirement were listed in the spreadsheet. 
Projects with a negative impact on any of the Ends would be sent 
back to engineering for further design. Projects with only neutral 
or positive impacts would move through the remaining steps. 


B.8.1.2 Projects are divided into short/medium/long 
term 

For ease of comparison and future planning, projects were divided 

into short, medium and long term: 


Short Term: 3 years 
Medium Term: 3-10 years 
Long term: 10 years or more 


B.8.1.3 Projects are ranked (H, M, L or n/a) for the 
following areas: 

Feasibility 

Projects were ranked on their feasibility given available technology 

and current political environment. This category does not reflect 

the cost of a project, but rather whether there are any physical, 

operational or political constraints that would prohibit a project’s 

implementation. 


Funding Potential 

This category reflects the relative potential for acquiring funding 
for the project. It takes into account the availability of types of 
funds at the District as well as through external funding sources. 
It also takes into account the likelihood that the proposed project 
would be successful in receiving funding through grants. 


Cost Effectiveness. 

‘The cost effectiveness category indicates the relative cost 
effectiveness of implementing the project. A highly cost effective 
project would provide economic benefits. (An example of highly 
cost effective project would be a natural flood protection project 
that results in great reductions in flood damage.) 


Precedent/Model 

This category indicates the degree to which the project creates a 
precedent or model for similar projects. Projects ranking high in 
this category are ones that are less common but highly desired, 
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and would create a precedent in the region and possibly in other 
regions. 


Multiple Objectives and/or Pariners 
Projects were ranked for their potential to accomplish multiple 
objectives and/or involve multiple partners. 


B.8.2 Project sent to other evaluations 


processes for further development 
There are seven existing evaluation processes used to develop 
priority ranking and implementation recommendations. This 
does not include the EIS / EIR process or the RWQCB Watershed 
Management Initiative Watershed Planning Chapter. The 
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evaluation objectives and establish the context and rationale

The 
proposed sequence of evaluations would begin with the watershed 
stewardship planning level ranking with recommendations for 
forwarding projects that have been assessed to respective areas for 
evaluation according to each program's criteria. The final column 
in the matrix indicates which of the following District evaluation 
processes the project would likely fall under: 


B.8.2.1 Description of District Evaluation Programs 
Prioritization for Flood Protection Projects (FP). The flood 
protection prioritization has ten criteria, including prevention of 
the greatest potential flood damage, and emphasizes protection 
of developed areas before the protection of undeveloped areas. 
‘The criteria also favor rehabilitation of recently constructed areas, 
provision of flood capacity, increased stability, reduced flood 
insurance costs and the protection of historically flooded areas. 


Natural Flood Protection Program (NFP). The District’s Natural 
Flood Protect Program provides contains criteria and scoring 
guidance in order to meet the multiple objectives of the Natural 
Flood Protection Program. The objectives include: provide 
protection for from flood damage; support ecological functions 
and processes; integrate physical stream function and processes; 
minimize maintenance; protect quality and availability of water; 
cooperate with local agencies; maximize community benefits 
beyond flood protection and minimize life-cycle costs. Though it 
is not a prioritization system, the program provides a framework 
for comparing alternatives and helps specify success for a broad 
range of objectives. 
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IWRP for water supply IWRP). The Integrated Water 

Resources Plan (TWRP) is the District’s main water supply 
planning document. The District evaluates both planning 

and implementation projects for their consistency with several 
criteria, including: status of funding, permits and environmental 
compliance; multiple benefits; conflict reduction; consistency with 
management priorities; support for collaboration; and previous 
experience in the project area and with the proposed partner. 


Environmental Enhancement Program (EE). The Environmental 
Enhancement Program entails the evaluation and selection of 
projects for funding by the Clean, Safe Creeks special tax. The 
first cycle of the Enhancement Program shall be implemented in 
2005 with following cycles to be held biennially, to alternate with 
the Clean, Safe Creeks’ Trails, Parks and Open Space Program. 
Evaluation criteria for project proposals include the following: 
project objectives, status of proposed project, likelihood of project 
success, cost effectiveness, geographic distribution, environmental 
desirability, and community involvement. 


Trails program prioritization process (T). The trails program 
prioritization process is applied to projects requesting funding 
from the Clean, Safe Creeks’ Trails, Parks and Open Space 
Program., on alternating years with the Environmental 
Enhancement Program. Evaluation criteria is divided into several 
categories including: status of the project development (including 
funding), whether the project advances the District’s mission, cost 
effectiveness, geographic desirability, accessibility and community 
involvement. 


IRWMP prioritization for watershed projects (IRWMP). The 
District is taking part in an IRWMP working group as part 

of Bay Area agencies’ plans for an Integrated Regional Water 
Management Plan. The planning criteria are in development 

and will likely be consistent with criteria used for the IWRP, 

but will be applied at a regional level rather than just within the 
District. It is also likely that the criteria will address the following 
theme areas: Environmental Restoration & Fisheries Protection; 
Watershed Protection & Planning; Clean Water / Water 
Reliability; and Water Supply Reliability. 


Upcoming Watershed Monitoring Program (WM). This program 
evaluation will be used to determine monitoring priorities within 
the District 
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B.8.3 Role of Watershed Stewardship. 


Project Evaluation Criteria 
The role of the Watershed Stewardship Project Evaluation 
Criteria is to provide an objective framework for evaluating 
the stewardship potential (and potential liabilities) early in 
the planning process to ensure that the maximum stewardship 
potential is captured by every proposed project. Part of the value 
of the stewardship ranking approach is to place each project into 
the perspective of historical ecology, existing conditions, watershed 
vision, complementary objectives from multiple jurisdictions 
and other interests, and competing objectives from multiple 
jurisdictions and other interests. 


‘The stewardship evaluation is perhaps more comprehensive 

than the other evaluation processes described above. It is an 
opportunity for the District and other potential collaborators to 
evaluate a broad spectrum of resource management objectives as 
defined by the Ends Policy and other stakeholder recommended 
objectives. The ranking criteria add structure to this process. The 
ranking process provides an opportunity to explicitly balance all 
the proposed activities that are being planned to further District 
Ends Policies and planning objectives of other collaborators 

and stakeholders. The outcome is not regulatory. The desired 
outcome is more holistic projects that leverage the resources of all 


participants. 
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C.1 3 City of Campbell 

In the City of Campbell, the General Plan (adopted November 6, 
2001) and Municipal Code are the primary guiding documents 
with regard to water resources and watershed protection issues. 

In addition, the City of Campbell Interim Guidance: Selecting 
BMP: for Development Projects document, which is given to all 
contractors, provides pollution prevention and water quality 
protection guidance. Additional policy guidance is contained 

in the San Tomas Neighborhood Plan (2000) and the Campbell 
Downtown Development Plan (1996). 


C.1.1 Flood Protection 

Flooding The City’s Zoning Code includes provisions for 
development within flood hazard areas. The Health and Safety 
Element of the General Plan calls for enforcement of these 
regulations during the development review process. General 

Plan strategies related to flooding include implementing FEMA 
requirements for construction in flood hazard areas and evaluating 
potential flood hazards prior to approval of development projects. 


Erosion and Sediment Control Regulation regarding erosion and 
sediment control in Campbell is provided in the City’s Municipal 
Code. The Code requires that project approval be conditioned 

on compliance with grading and erosion control requirements 
(including the California Storm Water BMP Handbook), 
including the prevention of sedimentation or damage to offsite 
property. Erosion control plans must be submitted to the City as 
part of the Conditions of Approval. The Code also requires that 
building applicants for major development or redevelopment 
projects identify the potential for stormwater to be discharged 
from the project site after construction, and identify practices 
and measures to mitigate potential stormwater impacts. Erosion 
control and grading requirements in the wet season or in sensitive 
areas are not specified in the current Code. 


The City’s General Plan includes two strategies regarding erosion 
and sediment control. The strategy in the Open Space, Parks 

and Public Facilities Element directs the City to require that new 
construction use designs that provide erosion control. The strategy 
in the Conservation and Natural Resources Element directs the 
City to develop and implement a Grading Ordinance. The City is 


currently in the process of preparing this ordinance. 


Imperviousness Streets, sidewalks, and cul-de-sacs, if not 
constructed of pervious materials, can be a primary contributor 
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to a city’s overall impervious surface area. The Municipal Code 
specifies minimum rights-of-way for streets, but not minimum 

or maximum street pavement widths. However, the General Plan 
supports narrow streets. The San Tomas Neighborhood Plan 
allows for narrower rights-of-way in the Plan area. Cul-de-sacs are 
not specifically prohibited, but the City prefers through streets 
over cul-de-sacs. 


The Code does not specify for the whole city whether there should 
be sidewalks on only one side of the road. However, the Code 
incorporates, by reference, the San Tomas Neighborhood Plan, 
which requires that most streets not have sidewalks and which 
designates many streets to have sidewalks on only one side of 

the street. The Code also does not make a statement regarding 
landscaped islands in cul-de-sacs. 


Parking areas can also be a major contributor to overall impervious 
surface area. The parking requirements in the Zoning Code set 
minimum requirements but do not set maximum requirements. 
The Code also sets only minimum requirements for residential 
driveway dimensions. 


The 2004 Zoning Code update included improvements with 
regard to limiting site imperviousness and improving pollution 
prevention. For example, Chapter 21.28: Parking and Loading 
was updated (Ord. 2043 §1 (part), 2004) to include a section on 
drainage that requires that surface water from parking lots not 
drain over sidewalks or adjacent parcels. Furthermore, it requires 
that parking lots be designed in compliance with the storm 
water quality and quantity standards of the City’s BMPs, and be 
approved by the city engineer. Parking lot designs are required 

to reduce the amount of storm water flow and pollutants, to the 
extent feasible, from entering the storm drain system. Chapter 
21.28 was also updated to require that pervious paving materials 
be used for overflow parking areas to the extent possible, to allow 
Hollywood drives for one- and two-family residential driveways, 
and to require shared driveways, where possible, for nonresidential 
and mixed-use projects. 


The Code identifies the maximum building coverage for a 
residential building and its accessory buildings and garages, but 
does not set limits for the amount of impervious surface area. The 
City’s Interim Guidance document promotes minimizing directly 
connected impervious areas. 
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C.1.2 Water Supply 

The City of Campbell has a comprehensive set of strategies to 
support the policy in the Conservation and Natural Resources 
Element of the General Plan to encourage water conservation. 
Strategies include encouraging residential and commercial/ 
industrial/institutional water use reductions through programs 
offered by the San Jose Water Company and SCVWD; providing 
public information about water conservation; following the 
City’s Water Efficient Landscaping Guidelines; and adopting and 
implementing a water conservation program for City facilities. 
The Land Use and Transportation Element also supports water 
conservation through strategies to encourage the use of drought- 
tolerant plants. The San Tomas Neighborhood Plan requires that 
new development comply with the Water Efficient Landscape 
Guidelines. 


‘The Campbell General Plan also has a goal and policy to support 
increased water recycling, and several policies and strategies to 
support surface and groundwater quality enhancement. Policies 
and strategies in the Open Space, Parks and Public Facilities 
Element focus on stormwater quality while policies and strategies 
in the Conservation and Natural Resources Element focus more 
on drinking water, surface water in general and groundwater. The 
Campbell General Plan lacks policies regarding the reliability of 
the water supply. Examples of policies found in other jurisdictions 
but absent in the Campbell General Plan include supporting 
water resource use in a manner that does not deplete the water 
supply, encouraging interagency coordination for regional water 
supply problem solving, and supporting efforts to meet water 
supply requirements. 


C.1.3 Watershed Health 

Riparian Corridor Protection Support for riparian corridor 
protection is contained in the Conservation and Natural 
Resources Element of Campbell’s General Plan. Strategies in the 
Plan include restricting access of domesticated animals, removing 
invasive species, and ensuring that development does not adversely 
impact riparian corridors. Several policies also address working 
with the SCVWD on activities within channels. 


The Municipal Code prohibits the removal of bank vegetation 
along watercourses beyond that necessary for maintenance, and 
that which would increase the vulnerability of the watercourse to 
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erosion. The Code also outlines the acts that require permits in 
watercourse areas. 


Neither the General Plan nor Municipal Code specify the 
minimum width of riparian setbacks. However, the Interim 
Guidance document provides guidance for setback and buffer 
strips to protect slopes and riparian areas. 


Natural Vegetation and Tree Protection Support for maintaining 
natural vegetation and trees is expressed through several General 
Plan policies and in the City’s Municipal Code. Trees are provided 
a measure of protection in the Tree Protection Regulations in 

the Code, in the general landscaping requirements and in the 
Open Space, Parks and Public Facilities Element. Native species 
planting is encouraged in the Conservation and Natural Resources 
Element. Support for site design that incorporates or retains 
natural vegetation is provided in the Land Use and Transportation 
Element. 


Cluster Development Cluster development is not specifically 
called out in either the Campbell General Plan or Municipal 
Code. Examples of policies or regulations that exist in other 
jurisdictions but do not exist in Campbell include policies that 
promote cluster development, cluster zoning and planned unit 
development zoning that is flexible enough to permit cluster and 
open space designs. 


Toxic Chemical Pollution Toxic storm water pollutants are 
discouraged to various levels of degree in Campbell’s General Plan, 
Municipal Code and guidance documents. The Conservation 

and Natural Resources Element has several policies that support 
minimizing the use of, and maximizing the proper disposal of, 
chemical substances such as pesticides. The City does not have 

an Integrated Pest Management policy, but the Conservation and 
Natural Resources Element does include a strategy to institute 

a program to remove invasive plant species and harmful insects 
using means other than pesticides and herbicides. Policies or 
programs specific to mercury are not identified in the City’s policy 
documents. However, the City is working on developing a policy 
or ordinance for eliminating mercury from controllable sources. 
City residents may dispose of household hazardous wastes through 
the countywide drop-off program. 


Polluted Runoff Campbell receives guidance regarding polluted 
runoff from several City and outside documents. The City uses 
the BASMAA document Start at the Source, which includes 
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guidance for design criteria and measures to improve storm water 
quality. The City also plans to meet the SCVURPPP NPDES C.3 
requirements. The City’s General Plan provides general policy 
guidance to ensure that drainage facilities convey stormwater 
runoff without polluting local watercourses. Specific General 

Plan strategies include implementing a Stormwater Pollution 
Prevention Plan and requiring new construction projects to 
include post-construction pollution control measures in site 
designs. 


Stormwater can become polluted as a result of commercial, 
industrial and institutional activities and storage practices. Thus, 
Title 14 of the Municipal Code codifies the proper management 
of materials stored outdoors such that the discharge of pollutants 
to storm water are minimized. Title 14 also regulates against 

the accidental discharge of harmful materials to the storm drain 
system or watercourses. 


Runoff from rooftops also has the potential to be polluted because 
of roofing materials and drainage practices. The Code and General 
Plan do not address several issues related to rooftop runoff. 

For example, neither document requires the use of benign roof 
materials or permits roof gardens. However, the City’s Interim 
Guidance document includes suggestions such as avoiding copper 
roofing materials and directing new roof drains to unpaved areas. 


Alternative Transportation Campbell’s Land Use/Transportation 
Element includes several policies that aim to limit automobile 
reliance and promote alternative transportation. These policies 
support a bicycle and pedestrian network, multi-use trails, more 
efficient mass transit opportunities, cooperation with regards to 
regional transportation and transit planning, transit-oriented 
developments, home occupations and telecommuting, and 
employee shuttle services. Additionally, there are policies that 
regulate truck movement through the city, encourage the street 
network to provide a variety of alternate routes, and encourage 
TDM programs for new development. 


Watershed Planning Policies in the General Plan are supportive 
of regional and watershed-based planning. Particular policies 
identify the City’s desire to support developing and implementing 
watershed management plans in the Santa Clara Valley and 
encourage partnerships with other jurisdictions and the SCVWD. 
‘The Plan also identifies the City’s support for regional open 

space planning efforts. The Planned Development District in the 
Zoning Code provides an option for watershed-based zoning. 
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C.1.4 Open Space 

Open space policy guidance in Campbell is contained primarily 
in the Open Space, Parks and Public Facilities Element of the 
General Plan. This element includes policies regarding regional 
open space, parks and trails, and acquisition of public lands for 
open space. Several policies support the goal of ensuring that new 
development provides and/or contributes toward additional open 
space. Strategies include exploring opportunities for Joint Use 
Agreements with private parties, providing density bonuses as an 
incentive to provide open space, and establishing standards or 
incentives for open space provision. The Zoning Code establishes 
private open space requirements for residential districts and 
defines the allowable uses in open space districts. The Code does 
not specify a minimum requirement for the amount of impervious 
surface in recreational open space areas, but in practice, the City 
encourages minimization of impervious surface area.

C.2 City of Cupertino 

Most policies guiding development in Cupertino are contained 
in the General Plan and Municipal Code. The City is currently 
updating its General Plan, the draft of which includes numerous 
new and revised policies that will strengthen the City’s policy 
position on watershed and water resource issues. A public hearing 
draft will be released in August 2004 and City Council is expected 
to consider the draft General Plan at its September 7, 2004 
meeting. The Municipal Code addresses watershed and water 
resource issues as well. Its Chapter 9.18 was updated in 2003 to 
contain some of the strongest stormwater pollution prevention 
and watershed protection regulations in Santa Clara County. 


Cupertino continues to use its key guidance document for 
contractors and developers, the Construction BMP Selection 
Matrix, which has been incorporated by reference into the 
updated Municipal Code. This document identifies post- 
construction structural and non-structural BMPs for residential 
projects, buildings, auto-related facilities, pavement/flatwork, and 
landscaping. 


C.2.1 Flood Protection 

Flooding Existing General Plan policies regarding flooding 

call for adopting land use and building code requirements to 
prevent new construction in already urbanized flood hazard areas 
recognized by the Federal Flood Insurance Administrator; and 
prohibit dwellings in the 100-year floodplain. The Draft General 
Plan Update includes these same policies, with minor variations 
in language. The Code requires review of all development to 
determine safety from flooding and impacts to floodways. 


Erosion and Sediment Control The City of Cupertino’s current 
General Plan has policies that discourage erosion and encourage 
sediment control by calling for minimal vegetation disturbance 
and restricted grading during the wet season and in sensitive areas, 
such as hillsides. The draft General Plan Update has stronger 
policies that further these goals. 


‘The City’s Residential Hillside Ordinance provides additional 
protection to sensitive hillside areas by requiring private hillside 
construction to install erosion control measures on all cut-and- 
fill slopes. Additionally, the Municipal Code requires that project 


applicants submit erosion and sediment control plans. 
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Imperviousness The existing General Plan has several policies 
that address storm water runoff and site imperviousness. ‘The draft 
General Plan update includes additional policies on these issues, 
providing the City with improved policy direction to minimize 
storm water flow and erosion impacts resulting from development. 
For example, the draft Plan directs the City to consider reducing 
the width of residential streets to reduce impervious surface area 
and to consider or require shared parking in several areas. 


Additionally, the Zoning Ordinance has regulations that affect site 
imperviousness. For example, the Ordinance sets the maximum 
lot coverage for nonaccessory buildings at 45 percent of the net 
lot area. The Municipal Code does not set maximum standards for 
impervious surfaces such as parking stalls or residential driveways. 


C.2.2 Water Supply 

Most of Cupertino’s General Plan policies regarding water 
supply, conservation and quality are contained in the General 
Plan Environmental Resources Element. Both the existing and 
draft plans include policies to provide public information about 
water conservation and efficiency, and to prohibit excessive water 
use. The draft General Plan proposes a new policy to maintain 
citywide efforts of water conservation similar to those being 
conducted regionally. The Municipal Code includes xeriscaping 
regulations and prohibitions on water use to help conserve water. 


With regard to water recycling and groundwater, the existing 
and proposed General Plans have only one policy for each topic. 
Water quality is addressed through various General Plan policies 
and in the Stormwater Pollution Prevention and Watershed 
Protection Ordinance. While the General Plan lacks a general 
policy statement about maintaining water quality, it promotes 
water quality protection through policies such as the watershed 
preservation policy. 


€.2.3 Watershed Health 

Riparian Corridor Protection Both the existing and proposed 
General Plans promote natural resource protection and 
restoration. Both plans encourage cluster development away 
from sensitive areas, such as riparian corridors and open space 
preserves. This policy is codified in the Municipal Code, which 
requires building sites in hillside subdivisions to be setback from 
watercourses and/or riparian vegetation. Both plans direct the 
City to retain watercourses and other hydrologic features in their 
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natural state to assist groundwater percolation. The draft General 
Plan directs the City to prepare a Riparian Corridor Protection 
Ordinance, which if implemented, would provide stronger 
protection for creeks. 


‘The existing General Plan also directs the City to consider riparian 
protection tools. The City has fulfilled this policy by incorporating 
by reference the Construction BMP Selection Matrix into Chapter 
9.18 of the Code. The matrix includes riparian protection tools, 
such as setbacks or buffer strips to protect slopes and riparian 
areas, and calls for revegetation and vegetation preservation. The 
matrix defines sensitive areas as those located in an area with an 
average slope of greater than 10% and/or within 200 feet of a 
creek. 


Natural Vegetation and Tree Protection The existing General 
Plan includes policies supporting the use of native vegetation and 
increasing street trees. The draft General Plan policies provide 
stronger support for maximizing street trees, tree planting 

and retention, and preserving existing natural vegetation at 
development sites, in general. The Municipal Code provides for 
protection of heritage and specimen trees. 


Cluster Development Both the existing and proposed General 
Plans encourage cluster development away from sensitive areas, 
such as riparian corridors and open space preserves. Lots in 
major subdivisions are required to be clustered and lots in minor 
subdivision are encouraged to be clustered so that development 

~ does not encroach on watercourses. The Zoning Code includes a 
Residential Single-Family Cluster zone, which aims to conserve 
natural features. 


Toxic Chemical Pollution Chapter 9.18 of Cupertino’s 
Municipal Code contains regulations prohibiting the discharge 

of toxic waste into storm drains or natural outlets or channels. 
‘The Environmental Resources Element of the draft General Plan 
contains a policy that echoes this requirement. The draft Element 
also contains policy language that emphasizes a move toward pest- 
resistant landscaping and design features, and commits the City to 
reducing runoff from the use of pesticides and chemical fertilizers 
from public and quasi-public land, by employing companion 
planting techniques, mulching, release of beneficial insects and 
other non-chemical techniques. Landscaping with native plants 
and non-invasive species is also emphasized in several draft 
policies. While the existing General Plan contains similar policies, 


the proposed draft plan does more to emphasize the City’s 
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Watershed Stewardship Plan 


position on moving away from a reliance on chemical herbicides 
and pesticides. 


Mercury and fluorescent lighting are not called out as materials 
of concern in the existing or draft General Plans. However, 
Cupertino residents and small businesses may participate in the 
countywide household hazardous waste program, which accepts 
mercury thermometers and fluorescent lights. 


Polluted Runoff The adoption of the Stormwater Pollution 
Prevention and Watershed Protection Ordinance has brought 
several important improvements to Cupertino’s efforts to reduce 
polluted runoff. These improvements include requirements 

for Stormwater Management Plans and Stormwater Pollution 


rohibiting pollutant dischare into w: 


Prevention Plans, prohibiting pollutant discharges into waterways 
and storm drains, prohibiting roof drains from connecting 
directly to the storm drain system, and requiring that roof 

runoff be directed to landscaped areas. The Ordinance also 
prohibits the use of copper metal roofing, copper granule- _ 
containing asphalt shingles and copper gutters, and requires 
covered areas for dumpsters of new buildings and designs that 
prevent water runon to the area and runoff from the area. Finally, 
the Ordinance incorporates, by reference, several documents 
containing stormwater quality BMPs, including the City’s 
Construction BMP Selection Matrix and the SCVURPPP 
Guidance for Implementing Stormwater Regulations for New 
and Redevelopment Projects. The City also promotes pollution 
prevention through its web site and encourages residents to report 
illegal dumping in or around storm drains. 


The General Plan also has policies that support reducing polluted 
runoff. An existing General Plan policy supports the reduction 
of nonpoint source pollution through participation in the Santa 
Clara Valley Nonpoint Source Pollution Control Program. The 
Draft General Plan Update does not include this policy. 


Alternative Transportation The existing and proposed 

General Plans include several policies that support alternative 
transportation and limited automobile use. Existing policies 
emphasize developing a network of pedestrian and bicycle trails 

in Cupertino, participating in regional transportation efforts, 
exploring the creation of a shuttle service, focusing higher 
development intensities along corridors, linking open space nodes 
in neighborhoods, and promoting neighborhood parks. The 
proposed General Plan carries these ideas forward and proposes an 
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extensive set of policies that would help meet the City’s alternative 
transportation goals. 


Watershed Planning The current General Plan and Zoning 
Ordinance have policies that promote regional and watershed- 
based planning and zoning. For example, the General Plan has 
water resource policies that recognize Cupertino’s 12 square 
miles of watershed and the Zoning Ordinance allows planned 
development zoning. The proposed General Plan positively 
expands the City’s policy direction with regard to regional 
watershed planning and inter-agency cooperation. 


C.2.4 Open Space 

Preservation and acquisition of high quality open space is a theme 
throughout the proposed Environmental Resources Element. 

As mentioned above, the General Plan and Municipal Code 

are highly supportive of cluster developments for the purpose 

of maximizing open space areas. The existing and draft General 
Plans also support keeping open space as contiguous as possible 
and encourage inter-agency cooperation in buying properties to 
complete a contiguous greenbelt.

In the City of Los Altos, policy direction regarding watershed 

and water resource issues comes primarily from the General 

Plan (adopted September 20, 2002), while the Municipal Code 
provides the regulatory framework. Additional guidance is 
provided by various publications from the SCVURPPP and by the 
City’s Residential Design Guidelines. These documents touch on 
many broad topics of concern to watershed planning, including 
flood protection, water quality issues and water conservation. 
Relative to the other cities within the three watershed areas, the 
City of Los Altos has strong regulatory guidance with regard to 
several topics of concern, but could benefit from additional policy 
and regulation in several areas. 


C.3.1 Flood Protection 

Flooding Flood protection regulations in Los Altos are codified 

in the Flood Hazards Area Regulations in the Municipal Code. 
These regulations include controlling the alteration of natural 
floodplains and stream channels, and controlling filling, grading 
and other development that may increase flooding. All subdivision 
proposals must be consistent with the need to minimize flood 
damage and provide adequate drainage to reduce exposure to 


flood hazards. 


The General Plan directs the City to continue implementing land 
use controls to minimize flooding impacts, including prohibiting 
development in floodways. The City does not specifically prohibit 
development in the 100-year floodplain. As stated in the General 
Plan’s Natural Environment & Hazards Element, the City’s policy 
position on development in flood-prone areas is to preserve the 
natural resources along creekbeds and use less intrusive methods 
than channelization, which was used in the past to minimize 


flooding hazards. 


Erosion and Sediment Control Los Altos’ General Plan provides 
general policy guidance with regard to erosion and sediment 
control. The City does not have an Erosion Control or Erosion 
and Grading Ordinance. The Municipal Code specifies erosion 
control regulations as part of the design review process, but they 
apply only to single-family residential districts.

s The City supports limiting impervious areas in 


several specific ways including requiring 50 percent pervious area 
for front yards in the Municipal Code, allowing for underground 
parking, discouraging circular driveways, encouraging pervious 
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paving materials, and infrequently requiring sidewalks. The 
General Plan calls for minimizing the amount of impervious 
surfaces and directing connected impervious surfaces in new 
developments. The City’s Landscape Guidelines for Water 
Conservation promote the use of porous paving materials and 
wood decking to improve the percolation of rainwater. 


The City has not set a maximum for parking space stall 
dimensions or set minimum requirements for the number of 
compact parking spaces. Both of these measures are used in other 
jurisdictions to minimize impervious surface area. 


C.3.2 Water Supply 

The City’s General Plan has policies and implementation 
programs that address water quality and water supply, and 
promote water conservation. For example, the General Plan 
includes actions to improve surface water quality by requiring new 
development to incorporate BMPs, to require studies to determine 
water requirements for proposed projects, and to incorporate 
water conservation devices in new development. The General Plan 
does not have any policies or implementation programs related to 


groundwater protection. 


C.3.3 Watershed Health 


Riparian Corridor Protection Four creeks flow through Los 
Altos. The City’s General Plan has policies that support the 
preservation and enhancement of creeks, floodplains, riparian 
corridors and buffer zones. Watercourse protection regulations 
are established in the Municipal Code. The regulations applying 
to all of the City’s creeks outline the responsibilities of persons 
owning or leasing property through which a watercourse passes. 
‘These responsibilities include keeping watercourses reasonably 
free of trash, debris, excessive vegetation, and other obstacles, and 
keeping healthy bank vegetation in place (some exceptions apply). 
The regulations also identify acts requiring a permit, including 
discharging into a watercourse. Additionally, the watercourse 
protection regulations establish requirements specific to Adobe 
Creek, including setbacks of between 40 to 80 feet and permitted 
and prohibited activities. 


Natural Vegetation and Tree Protection Los Altos’ Municipal 
Code includes tree protection regulations that specify prohibited 
actions, when tree removal permits are required, and construction 
requirements. The Code also outlines under what conditions 
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riparian vegetation may be removed from the Adobe Creek 

area. The City’s Residential Design Guidelines promote the 
retention of existing landscaping and encourage site designs to 
incorporate existing trees as much as possible. The Water Efficient 
Landscaping Regulations also encourage the protection and 
preservation of native species. 


Cluster Development Los Altos’ Municipal Code allows for 
cluster residential development through the Planned Unit 
Development/R1 Cluster zone. This development type encourages 
developers to use a more creative approach to development that 
conserves natural features and facilitates better use of open space. 


Toxic Chemical Pollution The City of Los Altos does not have 
a citywide policy or ordinance prohibiting the use or disposal of 
pesticides or herbicides on City or private property, although the 
watercourse protection regulations in the Municipal Code do 
prohibit the use of pesticides or herbicides within Adobe Creek 
and its setback areas. The City does not have an Integrated Pest 
Management policy. 


The City does not have a citywide policy to phase out the use of 
mercury in the municipality. However, residents can participate in 
the mercury thermometer exchange program. 


Polluted Runoff To reduce pollutants in urban runoff, the 
General Plan supports the incorporation of BMPs and compliance 
with applicable State and federal regulations. The General Plan 
also supports maximizing on-site infiltration of stormwater runoff. 
The Municipal Code helps reduce polluted runoff by requiring 
covered areas for dumpsters at all new facilities. It also requires 
that all development projects include permanent stormwater 
pollution prevention measures in order to reduce water quality 
impacts of stormwater runoff from the entire site for the life of the 
project. 


With regard to rooftop runoff, Los Altos’ Code language is not 
as strong as other jurisdictions’. For example, other jurisdictions 
specify that copper roofing materials are prohibited and that roof 
drainage must be directed to pervious areas, and they explicitly 
support green building efforts. 


All storm drains in Los Altos drain directly to local creeks and 
the Bay, and discharge from storm drains is not treated. The City 
of Los Altos plans to adopt an ordinance to require developers to 
comply with Provision C.3 of the NDPES permit, which would 
limit runoff to pre-development levels. 
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Alternative Transportation The Circulation Element has a 
strong set of policies that promote alternative transportation 

and seek to limit auto use. The policies seek to maximize use of 
existing facilities and services by increasing the availability and 
use of public transit and non-vehicular methods of travel. An 
improved bicycle and pedestrian circulation system is supported. 
The policies also serve as guides for coordinating with local and 
regional jurisdictions to provide regional transportation facilities. 


Watershed Planning Relative to the General Plans of other 
cities, Los Altos’s General Plan does not contain many policies 
supporting watershed-based planning or inter-jurisdictional 
cooperation regarding watershed issues. The only policies that 
relate to regional planning are policies supporting the City’s 
involvement in promoting the adoption of a regional stream 
management plan and encouraging the development of a 
regional open space policy. Examples of policies that exist in 
other jurisdictions focus on cooperating with agencies such 

as the SCVWD to set creek maintenance guidelines and 
participation through the Watershed Management Initiative to 
solve mutual water quality problems. Several other jurisdictions 
have general policy statements about supporting the protection 
and enhancement of watersheds. The City’s Planned Unit 
Development Ordinance allows flexibility from development 
standards and may be used for watershed-based planning. 


C.3.4 Open Space 

‘The open space remaining in Los Altos is primarily privately- 
owned and there are not many opportunities for the City to 
acquire new open space lands. Thus the General Plan includes 
direction for the City to pursue opportunities for additional 
open space land in the form of parkland dedication, public open 
space easements, leaseholds, land donations/dedications, and gift 
annuities. The General Plan also encourages the development 

of a regional open space policy. The City’s policy documents 

and Municipal Code lack any specific direction regarding the 
minimum percentage of open space near sensitive areas that must 
be managed in a natural condition. The City does not have any 
erosion and sediment control policies specific to off-road vehicles 
or trail use.

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€.4 Town of Los Altes Hills 

The General Plan and Municipal Code are the two key documents 
guiding land development and water resource issues in the Town 
of Los Altos Hills. Since the Town of Los Altos Hills is zoned for 
only one land use (residential-agricultural), its policies, regulations 
and guidance affecting watershed issues cover fewer topic areas 
than those found in other cities in the county. Most of the 
regulations affecting water resources relate to site development and 
are thus contained in the Site Development Ordinance. 


C.4.1 Flood Protection 


Flooding The storm drainage system of Los Altos Hills is 
designed to the greatest extent possible to maintain natural water 
drainage patterns. Thus the Housing Element directs the City to 
require stormwater drainage and erosion control systems that are 
designed to maintain existing water drainage patterns and protect 
downstream lands from flooding. The Open Space Element 
states that floodplains should be maintained as open space unless 
measures can assure public safety. 


Erosion and Sediment Control The Town’s Site Development 
Ordinance contains a comprehensive set of regulations requiring 
erosion and sediment controls during construction. The ordinance 
also specifies drainage and siting standards to minimize erosion, 
siltation and flooding. The General Plan does not specifically 
address erosion or sedimentation. It does have policies that 
support limited site imperviousness and the incorporation of post- 
construction BMPs, though these are fewer in number compared 
to other jurisdictions. Part of this is due to the unique nature of 
the town. For example, the town does not have sidewalks, large 
parking lots, or commercial or industrial uses, and none are 
anticipated, so no design regulations or standards are required for 
these features as they are in other jurisdictions. 


Imperviousness The Zoning Code includes a limit the 
impervious surface of off-street parking lots to no more than 
40 percent of the lot area. The Code does not set limits on the 
amount of impervious surface area on a parcel, however. The 
Town does not have residential design guidelines that promote 
such things as pervious paving materials, retaining natural 
vegetation, and minimizing paved areas.

C.4.2 Water Supply 

The Town of Los Altos Hills General Plan and Municipal Code 
lack any policies or regulations about water conservation, water 
supply and water recycling. The Town of Los Altos Hills does not 
have water efficient landscaping regulations or design guidelines 
in which water conservation and recycling are promoted. Only 
one General Plan policy touches on water quality, though several 
policies support water quality goals indirectly. Two General Plan 
policies address groundwater protection. Water supply regulations 
are included in the Municipal Code. Examples of policies and 
requirements that exist in other jurisdictions but do not exist in 
Los Altos Hills include those promoting water conservation and 
water recycling, requiring reclaimed water be used for such things 
as landscaping and fountains, ensuring adequate water supplies, 
supporting the reduction of non-point source pollution and 
participation in the SCVURPPP, and providing public education 


about water quality issues. 


€.4.3 Watershed Health 


Riparian Corridor Protection The Town's General Plan generally 
lacks policies specifically calling for the protection of creeks or 
riparian corridors. The only specific policies in this regard are in 
the Land Use Element: to leave the tributaries of the Adobe and 
Purissima Creeks “largely undisturbed when development occurs”; 
and to support the preservation of natural swales and drainage 
channels. Other land use policies recommend keeping water 
channels and flood plains as open space; however, the policies 
imply that the motivation is public safety, not water quality 

or habitat protection. A few policies in the Housing Element 

also support the protection of natural areas in general. The Site 
Development Ordinance requires a minimum setback of 25 feet 
from the top of back of all creeks and that creek banks remain in 
their natural state as much as possible. 


Natural Vegetation and Tree Protection Support for natural 
vegetation and tree protection is found in the Town’s land use and 
circulation element policies that promote minimizing the removal 
of vegetation from sites, retaining trees, and enhancing native 
vegetation along roads. The Site Development Ordinance includes 
several regulations in support of these policies. The Town does not 
have a tree protection ordinance, however. 


Cluster Development The Town of Los Altos Hills lacks 


regulations that support cluster development or open space 
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designs. Examples of policies or regulations that exist in other 
jurisdictions but do not exist in Los Altos Hills include policies 
that promote cluster development, cluster zoning and planned 
unit development zoning that is flexible enough to permit cluster 
and open space designs. 


Toxic Chemical Pollution The Town of Los Altos Hills lacks 
specific policies or regulations regarding pesticides, herbicides or 
mercury in its General Plan or Municipal Code. The only related 
regulation in this regard is that the Town favors the use of native 
vegetation, some of which would be more pest-resistant than 
non-natives. Examples of policies that exist in other jurisdictions 
but are lacking in Los Altos Hills include policies prohibiting 

or restricting the use of pesticides and herbicides in favor of less 
toxic alternatives and mercury elimination policies. With regard 
to reducing sources of mercury, Los Altos Hills residents may 
participate in the Mercury Thermometer Exchange Program in 
which several other county jurisdictions also participate. However, 
there is no policy in support of this program in the Town’s General 
Plan. 


Polluted Runoff The Town has not specified design criteria for 
stormwater BMPs in its policy documents or Municipal Code, 
though limited direction regarding the use of swales is provided 
in the Circulation and Scenic Highways Element. The Element 
also supports roadway drainage design that does not unnecessarily 
burden watercourses with road pollutants and silt. Neither the 
Code nor the General Plan require stormwater filtration before 
discharge; however, the Town plans to meet the requirements of 


C3. 
Rooftop runoff is not addressed in either the Municipal Code 


or the General Plan. Examples of requirements that exist in 
other jurisdictions but do not exist in Los Altos Hills include 
encouraging the use of benign roofing materials and prohibiting 
polluting materials such as copper, requiring that rooftop runoff 
be directed to landscaped areas to help filter out pollutants, and 
allowing and/or encouraging roof gardens. 


Commercial and industrial sources of polluted runoff are not 
applicable in Los Altos Hills since the Town is zoned only for 
residential-agricultural. 


Alternative Transportation Policies that promote alternative 
transportation are found in the Circulation and Scenic Roadways 
Element and the Pathway Element. The Town of Los Altos places 
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a high priority on developing and maintaining its pathway system. 
A key purpose of this system is to enhance non-motorized travel 
within the town. The Pathway Element has an ambitious goal 
of providing all residents of the Town with immediate access 
adjacent to or across the street from their residence. Policies in 
the Circulation and Scenic Roadways Element complement the 
Pathway Element by directing the Town to encourage regional 
bikeway connections. Since the town is not located in an areas 
with significant mass transit, the General Plan does not include 
any policies promoting linkages with mass transit opportunities 
or the location of mass transit with hicher density, mixed use 


or the | n of mass transit with higher density, mixed u: 
land uses. Its policies are focused more on trail and pathway 
development. Several policies also direct the Town to work with 
neighboring cities and other agencies on regional transportation 
issues. 

Watershed Planning The Town of Los Altos Hills does not 
include any policy language that promotes watershed-based 
planning or zoning. However, the Town is a participant in the 
Santa Clara Basin Watershed Management Initiative. Examples 
of policies that exist in other jurisdictions but do not exist in 

Los Altos Hills include allowing for Planned Unit Development 
zoning; working with other agencies to protect and enhance the 
quality of watersheds and creeks; working with other agencies to 
consolidate open space or support regional open space planning; 
and encouraging development projects to follow watershed-based 
planning and zoning by examining the project in the context of 
the entire watershed area. 


Although the Town participates in SCVURPPP and the Santa 
Clara Basin WMI, there is no policy language in the General Plan 
directing the City to continue this participation. 


€.4.4 Open Space 

The Town of Los Altos Hills has only two land use zones, one 

of which is the Open Space Reserve District. The General Plan 
has several policies that direct the use and management of these 
districts. Most of these policies are contained in the Open Space 
Element and focus on preservation of natural features and open 
space, including ridgelines. The Housing Element includes two 
policies that support the protection of open space areas through 
development prohibitions and other mechanisms. The Land Use 
Element classifies slopes, canyons and ravines in excess of 30 
percent slope as “open space conservation areas” and recommends 
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they remain in a natural condition free of structures. The 
Pathways Element also contains policies related to trails in open 
space areas, including support for pervious pathway materials and 
construction that minimizes environmental impacts.

The Town of Los Gatos is a small town that contains a mix of 


residential, commercial and industrial land uses. Policy direction 
regarding watershed and water resource issues in Los Gatos is 
provided primarily by the Town’s General Plan (adopted July 

17, 2000) and Municipal Code. Development guidance in the 
town is also provided by the Town's Landscaping Policies and 
development standards for all single family and two family 
dwelling. Development guidance in hillside areas is provided in 

the Standards for Review of Architecture and Site Application in the 
Los Gatos Hillside Areas and the Hillside Development Standards and 


Guidelines (adopted February, 2004). 


€.5.1 Flood Protection 

Flooding Los Gatos’ Municipal Code includes Floodplain 
Management Regulations that include standards of construction 
for development within special flood hazard areas, and 
requirements for development within flood-related erosion prone 
areas. Requirements include obtaining a development permit 
before any construction or other development begins within 

any area of special flood hazard. The regulations also outline the 
standards of construction in special flood hazards areas, including 
requirements for anchoring, elevation and floodproofing, and 
construction materials. 


Erosion and Sediment Control Chapter 12 of the Los Gatos 
Municipal Code contains the Town’s grading, erosion and sediment 
control regulations. These regulations guide land disturbance 
activities, landfill activities and soil storage in connection with 

the clearing and grading of land for construction. In addition to 
establishing administrative procedures, the Code sets minimum 
standards of review and implementation and establishes 
enforcement procedures for the protection and enhancement of 
the water quality of watercourses, water bodies and wetlands, by 
controlling erosion, sedimentation, increases in surface runoff 
and related environmental damage caused by construction-related 
activities. The regulations require erosion and sediment control 
plans and include more stringent requirements for construction 
activities in sensitive areas or which occur during the wet 

season. The Municipal Code also encourages the protection and 
preservation of vegetation and requires revegetation programs. 


Policy direction regarding erosion and sediment control is provided 
in the Town's Landscaping Policies and project review standards. 
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These documents support tree preservation during construction 
and minimizing exposed cuts and fills, respectively. The Town's 
General Plan also has policies encouraging tree preservation and 
emphasizing minimal grading during construction. 


Guidance regarding erosion and sediment control in hillside areas 
is provided in the Hillside Development Standards and Guidelines. 
Standards for hillside development establish that erosion/ 
sedimentation control plans be included with all site plans and/ 

or grading plans. Grading standards include cut and fill criteria, 
locating buildings to minimize the need for grading and to preserve 
natural features. 


Imperviousness Los Gatos’ has several policies, regulations and 
standards that help to minimize impervious surface areas. These 
include the following: 


¢ allowing exceptions to curb and gutter requirements in 
hillside areas 


* allowing for reduced pavement widths in hillside areas 


* allowing for higher structures in RM zones if underground 
parking is provided 


Land Use Element directs the Town to revise Town codes to 

limit the impervious surfaces in most zones. While maximum 
building lot coverages are specified in the Municipal Code, 
maximum impervious surface areas have not yet been established. 
Additionally, the Hillside Development Standards and Guidelines 
establish maximum allowed gross floor area standards for hillside 
development. ‘The hillside standards also includes a guideline 

that impervious surfaces should be minimized. and that parking 
areas, walkways, patios, and similar areas should be constructed 
with pervious surfaces, such as pavers set in sand, natural 

stone, decomposed granite, gravel, and similar materials. Other 
landscaping requirements for parking lots are specified in the 
Municipal Code, which also includes a requirement that at least 
five percent of the interior of all parking areas be landscaped. 


The Municipal Code and Standard Details set minimum 
requirements for sidewalks, street rights-of-way, cul-de-sacs and 
alternative turnarounds. ‘The hillside area standards for review 
specify minimum driveway widths, but allow for reductions. 
Support for alternative materials and designs for driveways, parking 
areas and parking lots is provided in the Land Use Element. 
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The Town of Los Gatos lacks some policies or regulations that 
would help to minimize impervious surface areas, including 
allowing for shared driveways in residential areas; providing 
incentives for structured parking over surface parking; allowing for 
compact car spaces; allowing for alternatives to curbs and gutters 
in all areas; encouraging landscaped islands in cul-de-sacs; and 
allowing for sidewalks on only one side of the street. 


C.5.2 Water Supply 

Policies regarding water supply, water conservation and recycling, 
and groundwater protection and water quality are contained in 
the Los Gatos Conservation Element of the General Plan. For 
each of these topics, with the exception of water recycling, the

are fairly comprehensive. The overal! 
policies is to insure adequate water supply resources, improve the 
quality of watersheds and water environments, and conserve water 
resources. Water supply policies focus on limiting land uses in 

areas with inadequate supplies, while water conservation policies 
address water-efficient landscaping and development. Water quality 
policies address overall watershed protection, improving the quality 
of stormwater runoff, reducing non-point source pollution, and 
considering water drainage and quality issues in environmental 


review. 


Water efficient landscaping regulations are codified in the Town's 
Municipal Code. These regulations seek to promote the values and 
benefits of landscapes while recognizing the need to invest water 
and other resources as efficiently as possible; establish a structure 
for designing, installing, and maintaining water efficient landscapes 
in new projects; and establish provisions for water management 
practices and water waste prevention for established landscapes. 
The Municipal Code also includes watercourse protection 
requirements and stormwater management requirements for major 
projects in the Stormwater Pollution Control Regulations. 


Additionally, the Hillside Development Standards and Guidelines 
promote water conservation by encouraging the use of drought- 
tolerant vegetation and by including a guideline that the design of 
each house should show evidence that a significant effort has been 
made towards incorporating water saving techniques above and 


beyond the minimum requirements of Title 24. 
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C.5.3 Watershed Health 


Riparian Corridor Protection One of the water resources goals of 
. the Conservation Element of Los Gatos’ General Plan is to protect 
riparian corridors including intermittent and ephemeral streams. 
‘The Plan includes a comprehensive set of policies to facilitate 
achieving this goal. These policies direct the Town to retain creek 
beds, riparian corridors, water courses and associated vegetation 
in their natural state and to protect riparian corridors through use 
of restrictive setbacks or other protective measures as appropriate 
to the site. The Conservation Element also includes plant resource 
goals and policies that seek to prevent damage to plant life in 
riparian corridors and support preservation of riparian corridors. 
Preserving existing creeks and riparian habitat in as natural a state 
as possible is emphasized in Land Use and Conservation Element 
policies. 


The Land Use Element also acknowledges the importance of 
maintaining tree cover, creeks, streams and riparian corridors. Of 
particular note among the Element’s creek-related policies is the 
requirement that the approval of projects adjacent to creeks include 
a condition that the creek be dedicated to the Town in fee with a 
maintenance easement granted to the SCVWD. 


Minimum stream buffer widths are not specified in the 

Municipal Code. However, the Code includes watercourse 
protection requirements that specify property owners’ or lessees 
responsibilities regarding watercourse protection and maintenance, 
including prohibitions on the removal of healthy bank vegetation. 
The regulations also prohibit several activities without a permit, 
including carrying out development within a setback. 


In hillside areas, the Hillside Development Standards and 
Guidelines provide additional guidance. For example, there is 

a guideline that natural drainage courses be preserved with any 
native vegetation intact, be enhanced to the extent possible, and be 
incorporated as an integral part of the site design. 


Natural Vegetation and Tree Protection Policies and regulations 
regarding natural vegetation and tree protection are contained 
primarily in the Town’s General Plan and Municipal Code. Policies 
in the Land Use Element establish the Town’s intent to preserve 
existing trees and natural vegetation, to require existing specimen 
tree preservation and protection as part of any development 
proposal, and to require landscape design standards that maximize 
the use of native and drought-tolerant species. Conservation 
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Element policies and implementation strategies reinforce this 
position by directing the Town to consider native plants in the 
site plan review process, to protect native plant species, and to use 
ordinances to preserve trees. 


The Town’s Tree Protection Ordinance regulates tree removal. 
Ordinance 1924, which provides regulations for landscape design 
plans, encourages tree planting the protection and preservation of 
native species. The Town's Landscaping Policies also preserves trees 
by requiring protective measures for existing trees during and after 
construction. 


Cluster Development Cluster development is not specifically 
encouraged or regulated in either Los Gatos Municipal Code or 
the General Plan. However, the hillside residential designation 
provides for cluster development. Cluster development is also 
indirectly supported through Plan policies to maximize usable 
open space in all new developments, and through the hillside area 
standards which require that planned developments in hillside areas 
maximize contiguous and usable open space. 


Toxic Chemical Pollution Los Gatos has minimal policy guidance 
with respect to reducing pesticide and herbicide use in the town. 
The General Plan Conservation Element contains one policy to 
support minimizing or eliminating the use of herbicides and slowly 


bio-degrading pesticides. 


The Town of Los Gatos does not have specific policy guidance or 
regulations to reduce or eliminate sources of mercury. However, the 
stormwater pollution control regulations in the Municipal Code 
apply to mercury. Proper disposal of mercury-containing products 
and pesticides/herbicides is made available through the County’s 
household hazardous waste program. 


Examples of policies or requirements that exist in other 
jurisdictions but do not exist in Los Gatos include integrated 
pest management policies; policies to reduce or restrict pesticide/ 
herbicide use on City properties; policies and programs to phase 
out the use of mercury; and regulations specifying the amount of 
mercury permitted in sewer discharges. 


Polluted Runoff One source of polluted runoff is commercial and 
industrial land uses. The Town of Los Gatos has regulations that 
help to minimize polluted runoff from these uses, including: 
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* requirements that outdoor storage of materials at commercial 
or industrial establishments be done in a manner that 
minimizes the discharge of pollutants in storm water. 


* requirements that commercial or industrial establishments 
provide reasonable protection from accidental discharge of 
applicable materials to the municipal storm drain system or 
watercourse. 


Runoff from rooftops also has the potential to be polluted because 
of roofing materials and drainage practices. Los Gatos’ Municipal 
Code and General Plan do not address rooftop runoff. Neither 
document requires the use of benign roof materials, requires that 
rooftop runoff be directed to pervious surfaces, or permits roof 
gardens. 


The Land Use Element calls for parking lot designs that drain 

to landscaped areas and for limited impervious surfaces. The 
Town relies on documents from other agencies, including the 
SCVURPPP and BASMAA, for guidance on stormwater BMPs 
and design criteria for swales, but does not have its own guidance 
documents. 


Alternative Transportation Overall goals of Los Gatos’ 
Transportation Element include reducing reliance on the 
automobile and promoting alternative modes of transportation. 
‘The set of policies to help achieve these goals is comprehensive 
and touches on several transportation modes. The policies require 
the consideration of all roadway users in transportation planning 
decisions, support bicycling and walking, encourage multi-use 
trails and shuttles, promote pedestrian connections, and support 
mass transit opportunities. Regional transportation efforts are 
encouraged by calling for improved transit connections and VTA 
services. Policies in the Land Use Element also promote walking by 
considering pedestrian needs in land use decisions. 


Los Gatos’ General Plan is unique in that it includes a Vasona 
Light Rail and Route 85 Element. This element is intended to 
help the Town take advantage of the opportunities and respond 
to the challenges created by Route 85 and the Vasona Light Rail. 
The guiding principle of the element is that development shall 

be community-, pedestrian-, and transit-oriented. The element 
thus emphasizes transportation alternatives, mass transit, and how 
development can take advantage of mass transit opportunities. 
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Watershed Planning Los Gatos’ General Plan and Municipal 
Code contain policies and regulations that encourage watershed- 
based planning. In the Conservation Element, the Town expresses 
its commitment to watershed protection primarily through its 
water resources goals and policies. A goal of the element is to 
protect and preserve watersheds. Specific policies to achieve this 
goal include a policy directing the Town to cooperate with the 
SCVWD and their agencies to protect watershed and riparian 
habitats from degradation. Additionally, the Conservation and 
Land Use elements contain several policies that support improving 
and protecting overall watershed health. 


Watershed-based zoning options are provided for via the Town's 
Municipal Code, which allows for Resource Conservation (RC) 
Zones and Planned Development (PD) Overlay Zones. A key 
purpose behind the RC zone is enhancement of the quality of life 
in the Town through the protection of open space, special land 
forms, scenic areas, watershed, wildlife and vegetation. The PD 
overlay zone provides for alternative uses and developments more 
consistent with site characteristics than are allowed in other zones, 
and encourages optimum quantity and use of open space and good 
design. 


C.5.4 Open Space 

Los Gatos’ policy guidance regarding open space protection and 
management is provided primarily in the Open Space Element of 
the General Plan. The Element identifies open space acquisition 
as a priority for the Town and proposes strategies for how the 
Town can achieve this. The Plan supports the use of Planned 
Developments to provide public and private open space areas and 
encourages acquisition of properties by the Midpeninsula Regional 
Open Space District. Access to open space areas and providing 
open space areas in the hillsides are other priorities of the Open 
Space Element. Hillside preservation is also emphasized in the 
Hillside Specific Plan. The General Plan Land Use Element also 
supports hillside preservation by calling for a limit on the size of 
houses in hillside areas. 


The Standards for the Review of Architecture and Site Applications 
in the Los Gatos Hillside Area includes standards that help to 
maximize open space areas. These standards include encouraging 
open space massing, discouraging open space fragmentation, 
maximizing contiguous and usable open space in Planned 
Developments, and requiring house design, location and 
orientation that harmonizes with the physical features of the land.

€.6 City of Monte Sereno 


Monte Sereno is a small city surrounded by the Santa Cruz 
mountains, Saratoga, Los Gatos and Campbell. Almost all of the 
city is residential. Thus, many of the policies, regulations and 
guidance affecting watershed issues that other cities have are not 
required or applicable in Monte Sereno. 


The General Plan and the Municipal Code are the two key 
documents guiding development and affecting watershed issues 
in Monte Sereno. The City also has Water Efficient Landscape 
Standards and uses SCVURPPP’s C.3 Handbook and BASMAA’s 


Start at the Source document for guidance. 


C.6.1 Flood Protection 

Flooding In Monte Sereno, regulations that influence flood 
protection issues are contained primarily in the Municipal Code’s 
erosion and sediment control regulations. The Code requires 
structures to be set back at least 32 feet from the 100 year flood 
influence line and requires that storm drain structures, systems 
and facilities be in compliance with state and federal NPDES 
standards. The Code also requires the dedication of easements for 
flood control or storm drainage purposes if a subdivision is or will 
be traversed by any watercourse or other means of drainage. 


Erosion and Sediment Control The regulations contained in 
the Code include grading plan requirements such as erosion and 
sediment control plans; tree removal regulations; and provisions 
for grading permits that attempt to minimize surface runoff and 
reduce flood risk. 


Imperviousness Restrictions on the amount of impervious 
coverage allowed on a parcel are contained in the Code as well. 
These limits range from 30 to 60 percent of the lot, depending on 
the type of residential district. 


Monte Sereno lacks some regulations that would help to 

minimize the quantity of runoff from development. Examples of 
requirements that exist in other jurisdictions but do no exist in 
Monte Sereno include requiring that rooftop runoff be directed to 
landscaped areas; allowing roof gardens; discouraging cul-de-sacs; 
promoting landscaped islands where cul-de-sacs are necessary; 
establishing maximum parking dimension requirements; 
promoting the use of pervious materials for residential driveways; 
and setting a minimum percentage for landscaping in parking lots,

C.6.2 Water Supply 

The General Plan contains policies that address water supply. 
These policies include support for infrastructure adequate to 
support the required water supply and direction for the City 

to participate in regional policy decision making affecting the 
quality of water service. The Plan also includes a policy to support 
pursuing water conservation standards. These standards have not 
yet been identified, but represent an opportunity for the City to 
strengthen its commitment to water conservation. 


The City’s Water Efficient Landscape Standards support water 
conservation by promoting native, drought-tolerant landscaping. 
However, the City does not have water recycling programs or 
policies supporting the protection of regional groundwater 
supplies. 


Monte Sereno’s Municipal Code encourages water quality 
protection by requiring that final erosion and sediment control 
plans be prepared in accordance with the latest editions of either 
the “Manual of Standards for Erosion and Sediment Control 
Measures” by ABAG or provisions of the “California Storm 
Water Best Management Practices Hand Books.” The City also 
relies on BASMAA and SCVURPPP documents for guidance on 
stormwater BMPs. The General Plan does not contain policies 
that directly support overall water quality protection for habitat 
and drinking water. 


€.6.3 Watershed Health 


Riparian Corridor Protection Monte Sereno addresses riparian 
corridor protection through the General Plan, Municipal Code 
and conditions of approval. The General Plan contains policies to 
support retaining creeks in their natural state and rehabilitating 
riparian habitat. However, Monte Sereno does not have any 
requirements prohibiting activities in riparian areas or streamside 
planting guidelines. 


Natural Vegetation and Tree Protection Support for natural 
vegetation and tree protection is contained primarily in the 
Monte Sereno General Plan, which has policies encouraging the 
retention of vegetation and trees, and supports the replanting of 
trees and native vegetation. However, the City has not codified 
these policies in a tree protection ordinance, which would ensure 


stronger protection. 


C-160 
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Cluster Development Monte Sereno’s General Plan and 
Municipal Code allow for and encourage cluster development and 
require that such developments protect environmentally sensitive 
areas. 


Toxic Chemical Pollution With regard to toxic chemicals such as 
pesticides, herbicides and mercury, Monte Sereno does not have 
specific policy direction or regulation. The only regulation in this 
regard in the City Code is a regulation prohibiting mercury vapor 
lights. For example, the City does not promote pest-resistant 
landscaping in its General Plan, nor does it restrict the use of 
pesticides and herbicides on City or private property. Monte 
Sereno does not have a city-wide integrated pest management 
policy or policies specifically addressing the elimination of 
mercury from controllable sources. 


Polluted Runoff Monte Sereno addresses polluted runoff through 
various policies in the General Plan and through requirements 

in the Municipal Code. However, the City lacks several policies 

or regulations that would help to decrease its contribution to 
polluted runoff, including requiring covers for waste dumpster 
and recycling collection areas; specifying that irrigation runoff not 
be allowed to cause erosion; encouraging the use of benign roofing 
materials and prohibiting polluting materials such as copper; and 
requiring that rooftop runoff be directed to landscaped areas to 
help filter out pollutants. 


Alternative Transportation Policies encouraging alternative 
transportation modes and supporting regional transportation 
efforts are included in the General Plan. However, the General 
Plan promotes the use of cul-de-sacs and prioritizes protecting 
residential neighborhoods from through traffic. These policies do 
not support street layouts that reduce overall impervious surface 
area or trip length. 


Watershed Planning The City’s General Plan has a policy 
directing the City to take an active role in coordinating land 

use decisions with federal, state and regional agencies, Santa 

Clara County, special districts and surrounding cities on issues 
including but not limited to: flood control, transportation, water 
supply, and resource protection. The General Plan does not have a 
watershed-based approach nor does the Municipal Code provide 
for watershed-based zoning options given the size of the city.

C.6.4 Open Space 

There are few opportunities to acquire public open space in 
Monte Sereno. Therefore, the City’s General Plan focuses less on 
City acquisition of open space and more on encouraging private 
open space owners to maintain their lands, and on encouraging 
other agencies to acquire more open space in the hillsides. General 
Plan policies also support the dedication of open space lands in 
new development areas with significant wildlife or vegetation 
habitat. Additionally, the Plan has several policies that support the 
consolidation of open spaces and coordination with neighboring 


jurisdictions to protect hillsides.

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C.7 8 City of Mountain View 

The City of Mountain View addresses water resource and 
watershed issues in various documents including the General Plan 
(adopted 1992), the City Code, Standard Environmental Safety 
Conditions, Design Standards and Design Guidelines for Small- 

Lot, Single-Family Development, and Plan Check Requirements. 
Various precise plans provide additional policy direction for their 
respective neighborhoods or areas. 


C.7.1 Flood Protection 

Flooding City policies and actions regarding flood protection 

are included in the Environmental Management chapter of 
Mountain View's General Plan. The actions seek to reduce the 
risks associated with floods and include continuing to enforce the 
City’s Drainage and Flood Control Ordinance, which is codified 
in Chapter 8, Article IX: Draining and Flood Control of the City 
Code. This article identifies methods of reducing flood losses, 
identifies standards of construction in special flood hazard areas, 
and requires that a flood development permit be obtained before 
any construction or other development begins within any area of 


special flood hazard. 


Erosion and Sediment Control Mountain View's City Code 
contains minimal regulations regarding erosion and sediment 
control. Code regulations require that high erosion areas be 
designed to prevent the run-on of stormwater and runoff of spills, 
protect against the removal of heritage trees, and require that 

all construction projects extending into the rainy season submit 
and implement an erosion control plan. Examples of regulations 
that exist in other jurisdictions but do not exist in Mountain 
View's City Code include requirements for grading permits, cut 
and fill, and conformance with NPDES stormwater permits. 
Other jurisdictions also have policies or regulations regarding the 
removal and retention of vegetation and trees, and more stringent 
requirements in sensitive areas. 


Imperviousness The City of Mountain View addresses 
imperviousness through its General Plan, Municipal Code, 
Standard Environmental Safety Conditions, and Design 
Standards and Design Guidelines for Small-Lot, Single-Family 
Development. With regards to limits on impervious areas, the 
City Code sets maximum percentages that buildings/structures 
can cover on a lot. Other Code regulations that affect the amount 


of impermeable area include allowances for shared nonresidential 
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parking, requirements for adequate drainage for cul-de-sacs, 
allowances for reduced parking spaces. 


With regard to impervious parking areas, streets and driveways, 
guidance is contained in the Standard Environmental Safety 
Conditions. Requirements of these standards include: designing 
low-use public access areas to increase storm water infiltration and 
decrease runoff; and draining parking lots exceeding 25 grouped 
uncovered spaces to treatment systems. 


The Design Standards and Guidelines for Small-Lot, Single- 
Family Development also includes guidance to minimize 
impervious surfaces, such as: 


* promoting minimal driveway cuts on public streets to 
preserve landscaping 


* setting a minimum that 45 percent of the total site area 
must be in open area, primarily landscaping 


* discouraging removal of existing vegetation 


¢ allowing for common driveways 


Mountain View lacks some policies that would help to minimize 
impervious surface areas. Examples of policies or guidance that 
exist in other jurisdictions but not in Mountain View include 
discouraging cul-de-sacs, allowing for alternatives to curbs and 
gutters, allowing for Hollywood drives or two-track driveway 
designs, and allowing sidewalks on only one side of the street. 


C.7.2 Water Supply 

Mountain View's General Plan has a fairly comprehensive set of 
water supply and management policies. Most of these policies 
exist in the Environmental Management chapter. Generally, 
they direct the City to maintain water supplies, prevent 
groundwater contamination, use reclaimed water and efficient 
irrigation, encourage activities that maintain and improve water 
quality, protect surface water resources from pollution, support 
water conservation, and limit non-point source pollution. The 
Municipal Code also includes a regulations regarding discharges 
to gutters, sewer, storm drains or natural outlets. Additionally, 
Mountain View participates in the Regional Water Quality 
Control Plant Water Reuse Program, which treats wastewater 

to make it suitable for landscape irrigation, commercial and 


industrial use and habitat restoration. 
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C.7.3 Watershed Health 


Riparian Corridor Protection Mountain View's General Plan 
contains limited policies that call for the protection of riparian 
corridors. The only policy that addresses riparian areas specifically 
is a policy to support the use of open space zoning to preserve and 
enhance creekside habitats. Other policies, such as those to protect 
natural resources and encourage compatible uses in open space 
areas, could apply to riparian areas as well. 


Neither the General Plan nor the City Code specify a city-wide 
minimum creek setback, preferring instead to identify creek 
setbacks in precise plans. For example, the North Bayshore Precise 
Plan requires buildings be set back a minimum 80 feet from 

the centerline of Permanent Creek, and parking be set back a 
minimum of 65 feet. The Evelyn Avenue Corridor Precise Plan 
prohibits development within 100 feet of the top of the bank of 
Stevens Creek. 


Natural Vegetation and Tree Protection Policies, regulations 
and guidance regarding natural vegetation and tree protection 

in Mountain View is provided in the City’s General Plan, City 
Code and Landscape Guidelines. The General Plan includes 
policies and actions that seek to protect and preserve existing plant 
communities, discourage mature tree and vegetation destruction, 
promote street trees, and promote native plants species. The 
City Code sets forth the City’s tree regulations and City policy 
to require the preservation of all healthy heritage trees (some 
exceptions apply). The Landscape Guidelines encourage use of 
native plant species and include a list of native, drought tolerant 
species. 


Cluster Development Mountain View's General Plan and 
guidance documents do not call out cluster development as 

a recommended land development pattern. However, cluster 
developments are permitted in the Planned Community districts. 


Toxic Chemical Pollution Mountain View's General Plan 
contains strong policy language directing the City to reduce 
pesticide and herbicide use on City-owned properties and to 
educate residents and businesses about ways minimize reliance 
on pesticides and herbicides. The General Plan also has a policy 
to prepare and distribute pamphlets that educate residents about 
reducing household wastes in general, which include pesticides 
and herbicides. The City does not have an Integrated Pest 
Management Policy. 
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Mountain View's General Plan does not have specific policies 
regarding the reduction or elimination of mercury. However, 

the City Code has a regulation requiring that laboratories 

storing or handling mercury install “see through” sewer traps 

to allow inspection and dictate frequency of cleaning. The City 

of Mountain View Plan Check Requirements for Storm Drain/ 
Sanitary Sewer Discharges, Residential, Commercial, 8¢ Industrial 
Facilities (Update 6/99) requires that dental facilities using 
amalgams containing silver install amalgam traps on all equipment 
that carries silver amalgam waste to the sanitary sewer. Mountain 
View residents may also participate in the Mercury Thermometer 
Exchange Program in which several other Santa Clara County 
jurisdictions participate. 


Polluted Runoff Most of the regulations affecting polluted 
stormwater runoff are contained in the City Code, Standard 
Environmental Safety Conditions, and Plan Check Requirements. 
The City Code has requirements for construction dewatering, off- 
street parking/ loading areas, and pollutant dischargers that help 
to control stormwater pollutants. 


The Standard Environmental Safety Conditions also provide 

some direction regarding polluted runoff. Requirements of these 
standards include: draining parking lots exceeding 25 grouped 
uncovered spaces to treatment systems; draining roofs exceeding 
5,000 square feet to vegetated filter strips or other types of filters; 
designing landscapes that minimize runoff and promote surface 
filtration; and designing commercial and industrial facility areas to 
prevent runoff of spills. 


The Plan Check Requirements include some guidance for 
commercial and industrial site design that helps to minimize 
polluted runoff. This includes requiring covered dumpster storage 
areas with no floor drains connecting to the storm sewer, and 
requiring spill prevention and clean up equipment be kept in 
stock at all times (the latter is also required in the City Code). 


‘The City’s General Plan also includes a few policies and action 
that support minimizing polluted runoff. Of particular note is the 
action directing the City to use BMPs in new projects to prevent 
stormwater from becoming contaminated. 


Mountain View lacks policies regarding minimization of polluted 
runoff. Examples of policies, regulations or guidance that exist in 
other jurisdictions but not in Mountain View include encouraging 
the use of benign roofing materials and prohibiting toxic roofing 
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materials such as copper. Though the Housing Element supports 
green building techniques in general, roof gardens are not 


specifically supported in the City’s policies. 


Alternative Transportation Mountain View's General Plan 
includes a comprehensive set of policies and actions that support 
alternative transportation. These policies and actions are contained 
in the Circulation and Community Development chapters of 

the General Plan, and in the Housing Element. Collectively, 

they promote the development of a comprehensive bicycle and 
pedestrian system, design standards that promote alternatives to 
the automobile, linkages between mass transit and employment 
centers, and locating mixed uses and public facilities near transit. 
Support for TDM measures and regional transportation planning 
efforts is also evidenced in the General Plan policies. Development 
criteria in the City Code requires that projects contain features 
that encourage or support transit use and reduce automobile 
reliance. 


Watershed Planning Mountain View’s General Plan does not 
include many policies supporting watershed-based planning or 
interagency coordination to address water resources issues. The 
Plan includes a policy to implement the Santa Clara Valley Non- 
Point Source Pollution Control Program, and another to work 
with the SCVWD to locate and seal abandoned wells. Examples 
of policies that exist in other jurisdictions focus on cooperating 
with agencies such as the SCVWD to set creek maintenance 
guidelines and on participation through the Watershed 
Management Initiative to solve mutual water quality problems. 
Several other jurisdictions have general policy statements about 
supporting the protection and enhancement of watersheds. 


Watershed-based zoning options, however, are provided for in 
the City Code. The Neighborhood Design overlay can be applied 
to areas with important characteristics that need protection or 
enhancement. The Planned Community District allows for open 
space preservation and protection of sensitive areas. 


C.7.4 Open Space 

‘The City of Mountain View addresses open space issues in 

its General Plan and City Code. General Plan policies and 
actions regarding open space preservation are not extensive, but 
nevertheless state the City’s desire to protect open spaces. The 
Plan supports zoning and General Plan designations as effective 
tools for open space preservation. Thus the City has adopted 
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four open space zoning districts and has established three open 
space designations in the General Plan. The City Code allows for 
incentives to developers to aggregate open space areas on project 
sites, and sets standards for building coverage, paving coverage and 
open areas in residential zones.

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€.8 City of Palo Alto 


The City of Palo Alto has an extensive set of policies, programs, 
codes and ordinances that guide development activities in the 
city. The City’s Comprehensive Plan: 1998-2010 (adopted 1998) 
is the key guiding document with regard to water resources and 
watershed protection issues. The Natural Environment Element 
addresses open space and riparian corridor issues, while the Land 
Use Element includes land use policies that direct growth to areas 
already developed. 


In addition, the City’s guide Planning Your Land Development 
Project: Designing for Stormwater Pollution Prevention provides 
stormwater quality protection guidance for development 
projects, from the design phase through construction. The 

guide summarizes the City’s permitting requirements, pollution 
prevention techniques and project design elements that can 
improve runoff quality after construction. Through the guide, 
the City encourages developers and permit applicants to use the 
BASMAA’s document Start at the Source, which includes more 
detailed design elements. 


The City’s Municipal Code also provides specific regulations 
regarding grading, erosion and sediment control, parking lots, 
spill control and other practices that could affect water quality, 
as described below. Finally, the City of Palo Alto makes available 
additional pollution prevention guidance documents and has 
recently adopted new ordinances to improve water quality and 
reduce heavy metals and other pollutants in the storm drain and 
sewer systems. The guidance documents, ordinances, policies and 
programs described above are discussed in more detail below. 
Discussion of additional documents, ordinance, policies and 
programs is also included, where appropriate. 


‘The City of Palo Alto has the most comprehensive web site of 
the cities in Santa Clara County. The web site includes numerous 
fact sheets, policies, program descriptions, regulations and public 
information about flooding, pollution prevention, residential 
development and other topics affecting water resources and 
watersheds. 


€.8.1 Flood Protection 

Flooding Palo Altos’ Municipal Code provides standards for 
construction in all areas of special food hazard, but does not 
prohibit development in these areas. The General Plan directs 
the City to review proposed development in flood prone 
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areas to minimize exposure to flood hazards. Additionally, the 
guidance document, Public Works Department Information For 
Residential Construction, explains plan requirements to prove 
that foundation walls will withstand the hydrostatic pressure 
experienced during the 100 year flood event. 


Erosion and Sediment Control The City of Palo Alto 
demonstrates its commitment to minimizing erosion and 
sedimentation through the Natural Resources Element of the 
City’s General Plan. Policies in the element include minimizing 
vegetation removal near creeks and reviewing and updating the 
Grading Ordinance to ensure that it adequately protects creeks. 


‘The City of Palo Alto codifies its requirements for grading and 
clearing activities in the Grading and Erosion and Sediment 
Control Ordinance (Chapter 16.28). The Ordinance requires both 
interim and final erosion and sediment control and stormwater 
pollution prevention plans be prepared. Interim plans must 
identify how sediment will be retained on site, surface runoff and 
erosion control measures to be implemented, vegetative measures 
to be used, and measures to be implemented to control potential 
storm water pollution during construction. Similar details must 
be provided in the final plans with respect to site conditions 

after final structures and improvements have been completed. 
The Municipal Code also includes more stringent erosion and 
sediment controls for wet season work. 


The City of Palo Alto provides guidance to contractors and 
developers to help them minimize erosion and sedimentation. 
Contractors are required to use the BMPs for erosion and 
sedimentation in the California Storm Water Best Management 
Practice Handbook - Construction Activity. Additionally, 
contractors are required to train all employees/subcontractors on 
the storm water pollution prevention requirements contained in 
the contract specifications. The City provides a list of BMPs for 
contractors called in a publication entitled “Pollution Prevention 
- It’s Part of the Plan” which is intended to help contractors 
comply with the City’s ordinance requirements. Additionally, the 
City has Grading and Drainage Plan Guidelines for New Single 
Family Residences, and requires a Grading and Drainage Plan be 
submitted with Building Permit applications. 


Imperviousness Policies in Palo Alto’s Comprehensive Plan 
support limiting the amount of impervious surface area in new 
developments and public improvement projects. The Plan does 
this by calling for a revision of parking requirements to encourage 
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creative solutions that minimize the use of open land for parking, 
by requiring trees and other landscaping within parking lots, and 
by encouraging shared parking areas. 


The Municipal Code does a number of things to minimize 
impervious areas including the following: 


° specifies that the maximum site coverage shall be 25 percent 
of the site area 


* specifies minimum standards for landscaping unenclosed 
and enclosed parking areas. 


* permits permeable parking and driveway surfaces 


Building Permit applications must include a completed 
“Impervious Area Worksheet for Land Developments”, which 
determines the new or adjusted impervious area on a project site. 


In Planning Your Land Development Project: Designing for 
Stormwater Pollution Prevention, the City provides site design 
guidance for maximizing permeability, including recommending 
permeable paving materials and discouraging directly connected 
impervious areas. 


C.8.2 Water Supply 

Palo Alto’s Comprehensive Plan contains the bulk of policy 
guidance with respect to water supply, conservation and quality. 
With regard to supply issues, the Comprehensive Plan includes 

a general policy to secure a reliable, long-term water supply for 
the city. In addition, the Annual Report for the City of Palo Alto 
Sustainability Program includes sustainability objectives related 
to water supply, including improving the reliability of the Hetch- 
Hetchy water supply system. The Municipal Code includes 
regulations regarding water supply in flood hazard areas as well. 


Water conservation is supported in several Comprehensive Plan 
policies and programs, including a program to incorporate federal, 
state and other agency policies and standards for water efficiency 
into City codes, regulations and procedures. Increasing the use of 
recycled water is not specifically called out in the Comprehensive 
Plan and the City does not have Water Efficient Landscape 
Guidelines like several other cities in the County. However, 

there is a Plan program that calls for implementing incentives 

to use recycled water for landscape irrigation. Additionally, the 
Regional Water Quality Control Plant has a water reuse program 
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that treats wastewater to make it suitable for landscape irrigation, 
commercial and industrial use and habitat restoration. 


‘The Comprehensive Plan has a series of policies and programs 
addressing water quality. The policies and programs focus more on 
stormwater quality than on drinking water quality, and on how to 


reduce stormwater pollution. 


C.8.3 Watershed Health 


Riparian Corridor Protection Policies in the Natural 
Environment Element seek to respect and manage Palo Alto’s 
natural resources in a sustainable manner. Several policies 
specifically support the protection of riparian corridors by calling 
for the adoption of a 100-foot setback along creeks, minimal 
vegetation removal in creek areas, preservation of native plants, 
and establishment of public education programs to promote creek 
protection. Additionally, there is a policy to review grading and 
drainage plans for development near creeks. 


The San Francisquito Creek Bank Stabilization and Revegetation 
Master Plan includes recommendations specific to the San 
Francisquito Creek. These recommendations include prioritizing 
the removal of invasive species and grading only during the dry 
season. 


Natural Vegetation and Tree Protection City regulations 
regarding trees and tree removal are contained in the Tree 
Preservation Ordinance and Tree Technical Manual. Title 8 of 
the Municipal Code protects specific trees on public or private 
property from removal or disfigurement. The Tree Technical 
Manual is authorized in the Municipal Code to establish specific 
technical regulations, standards and specifications necessary to 
implement the Tree Preservation Ordinance. The Manual includes 
standards and specifications regarding tree protection during 
construction, tree replacement and maintenance of protected 
trees. 


Project applicants are encouraged to define the development 
envelope in their site designs in the guide Planning Your Land 
Development Project: Designing for Stormwater Pollution 
Prevention. The guide recommends noting sensitive areas or 
natural features that should be protected. 


Cluster Development Cluster development is promoted in the 
City’s General Plan. The guidance document Planning Your 
Land Development Project: Designing for Stormwater Pollution 
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Prevention promotes cluster housing as a means of preserving 
open space. 


Toxic Chemical Pollution Palo Alto has the strongest set of 
policies and regulations regarding the use of pesticides, herbicides 
and mercury in Santa Clara County. In 2001, the City adopted 

a reduced-risk pesticide management policy and drafted an 
Integrated Pest Management Plan (IPM) for the use of pesticides 
by City staff and contractors. Through the IPM plan, Palo Alto 
commits to using natural and less toxic pest control methods at 
all City facilities. Reporting requirements of the policy allow staff 
to identify exactly how much of which pesticides are used at each 
City facility, assess its relative human and environmental toxicity, 
strategize for further pest management and pesticide reduction 
improvements and allow for public input of City pesticide 

use. The City also uses the Palo Alto Regional Water Quality 
Control Plant (RWQCP) Organochlorine Pesticides Pollution 
Prevention Plan, which identifies strategies for controlling levels 
of organochlorine pesticides from the large conveyances to the 
RWQCP, including stormwater inflow, food wastes, and human 
wastes. 


The City also has a commitment to reducing mercury from 
controllable sources. The City participates in a mercury 
thermometer exchange and coupon program, and has a Mercury 
and Dioxin Elimination Policy (July 2000). Additionally, Palo 
Alto implemented a voluntary BMP program for dental offices 
and the City is now required to develop and implement a program 
for installing amalgam separators at dental offices. Palo Alto 
(through the RWQCB) also has a residential fluorescent lamp 
recycling program. Additionally, the revised Sewer Use Ordinance 
lowered the local limit for mercury from 0.05 mg/L to 0.01 mg/L 
{this pertains to both sewer and storm drain systems). 


The City of Palo Alto web site has posted numerous fact 
sheets for residents and commercial operators which promote 
environmentally-friendly pest control and mercury reduction. 


Polluted Runoff The City’s Comprehensive Plan includes 
policies to minimize drainage problems, site disturbances 8z 
vegetation removal on or near creeks. Most drainage design 
guidance, however, is provided in the guide Planning Your Land 
Development Project: Designing for Stormwater Pollution 
Prevention. For example, the guide suggests treating runoff by 
directing it through soil and vegetation before it leaves the site. 
Vegetated swales and infiltration areas at the centers of cul-de-sacs 
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are also encouraged. The Public Works Department Information 
For Residential Construction also provides guidance on issues 
reviewed during the Building Permit process, including drainage 
design issues, stormwater BMPs and flood zone requirements. 
The City also relies on the following documents to provide design 
criteria for stormwater BMPs: BASMAA’s Start at the Source, 
California Stormwater Handbooks, Regional Board’s Field 
Manual, and BMP Fact Sheets such as “Pollution Prevention - It’s 
Part of the Plan”. 


The Municipal Code does a number of things to reduce polluted 


runoff, including the following: 


* requires that all storm waters falling upon roofs be collected 
in a manner that minimizes erosion and storm water 
pollution 


* requires covered areas for dumpsters at all new facilities 


* prohibits copper roofing materials on any residential, 
commercial or industrial building for which a building 
permit is required 


Effective January 2007, use of existing food waste disposers will 


also be prohibited in Palo Alto. 


In Planning Your Land Development Project: Designing for 
Stormwater Pollution Prevention, the City provides facility design 
guidance to reduce rooftop runoff and pollution from loading 
docks, dumpster/recycling and maintenance areas. The document 
also provides guidance on how parking lot design can reduce and 
treat pollutants from lot runoff. 


The Planning Department Architectural Review Board has 
guidelines for Sustainable (Green) Building that promote the 

use of green building products, methods and design in buildings 
throughout the city. The City is developing a matrix of “Overview 
of Sustainable Development Criteria” for use City staff. The City’s 
Zoning Ordinance Update (ZOU) staff has been developing 
sustainability/green buildings development standards that would 
be appropriate to be included in the ZOU. 


Alternative Transportation The Land Use and Transportation 
Elements include numerous policies that support alternative 
transportation. Several policies promote the development of a 
well-connected pedestrian and bicycle network and the provision 
of convenient mass transit opportunities. Policies in these 
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elements also support regional transportation efforts and land use 
decisions that encourage walking, biking and public transit use. 


Watershed Planning The Natural Environment Element 
includes programs that charge the City with working with other 
jurisdictions in the watershed, including the SCVWD, to develop 
guidelines or plans for water resource and riparian corridor 
protection. The Element also supports regional efforts towards an 
open space system extending from Skyline Ridge to San Francisco 
Bay. 


C.8.4 Open Space 

The Natural Environment Element of Palo Alto’s Comprehensive 
Plan includes the City’s policies regarding open space protection 
and management. The Element includes policies directing the 
City to support regional and sub-regional open space planning, 
and focus future open space acquisitions on properties with the 
potential to link with existing open space areas. The Land Use 
Element also contains policies that indirectly support open space 
protection by limiting future growth to currently developed areas. 


The City’s Municipal Code includes specific regulations for open 
space districts. These regulations include, but are not limited to, 


allowing limited residential and agricultural uses, requiring soil 


erosion and sediment control measures, maintaining existing 
landscaping, and setting the maximum impervious area and 
building coverage at 3.5 percent (certain provisions apply).

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€.9 City of San Jose 

San Jose is the largest city in Santa Clara County. Most policies 
guiding development in San Jose are contained in the City’s 
General Plan (amended through July 15, 2004) and Municipal 
Code. Additional guidance is provided by other City policies 
including the Green Building Policy and the Post Construction 
Urban Runoff Management Policy. Guidance specific to creeks 
and riparian areas is provided through guidelines in the Riparian 
Corridor Study and in the Guadalupe Park and Garden Urban 
Design Guidelines. Additionally, policy guidance affecting water 
resources and watershed issues is provided through the City’s 
Residential Design Guidelines, Industrial Design Guidelines, 
Landscape and Irrigation Guidelines, Guidance Manual on Selection 
of Stormwater Quality Control Measures, various City fact sheets, 
and the City web site. 


C.9.1 Flood Protection 

Flooding San Jose's Municipal Code includes requirements 

for new development in special flood hazard areas. The Code 
prohibits new construction, subdivision, improvement or other 
development, including fill, within a special flood hazards 

area unless it is demonstrated that the cumulative effect of the 
proposed development when combined with all other existing 
and anticipated development will not increase the water surface 
elevation of the base flood more than one foot at any point within 
the community. General Plan policies related to flood protection 
promote project designs that minimize potential damage from 


flooding. 


Erosion and Sediment Control The San Jose Municipal Code 
codifies requirements and exemptions for erosion control, specifies 
controls during the wet season, and codifies grading permit 
requirements. The Code requires that projects conform with San 
Jose’s NPDES storm water permit and include BMPs as specified 
in Blueprint for a Clean Bay. If applicants are required to submit 
an erosion control plan, the plan may include BMPs as specified 
in ABAG’s Manual of Standards Erosion & Sediment Control 
Measures. 


The General Plan and City’s guidance documents also provide 
direction to minimize erosion and sedimentation. Hillside 
development policies support erosion control measures in hillside 
areas, minimal grading and vegetation preservation. Urban design 
policies also support minimal grading in sloped areas. The City’s 
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guidance documents provide direction on measures to reduce 
erosion, such as slope planting and reducing site disturbance. 
Mote stringent erosion and sediment control guidance is provided 
for riparian areas in the Riparian Corridor Policy Study. 


Imperviousness San Jose’s General Plan, Municipal Code 

and guidance documents contain policies, regulations and 
recommendations that impact the amount of impervious surface 
area in the city. For residential zoning districts, the Municipal 
Code codifies limits for paving with asphalt, cement or other 
impervious surfaces. The Code also allows for shared parking, but 
does not include language about structured parking. 


General Plan policies help to minimize impervious by 
discouraging concrete sidewalks, curbs and gutters; encouraging 
crushed gravel and vegetation-lined swales; and by recommending 
construction and post-construction measures to control the 
quantity of runoff. 


The Residential Design Guidelines includes several guidelines to 
reduce impervious surface areas, including minimal hardscape 

and impervious areas, streets, driveways and parking areas that 

are as small as possible within allowable standards, and reduced 
building footprints. The Guidelines includes one policy that could 
encourage impervious surface area: it generally prohibits sidewalks 
on only one side of street. 


The Guidance Manual on Selection of Stormwater Quality 
Control Measures includes BMPs for reducing and disconnecting 
impervious areas, and BMPs about porous pavements. 


C.9.2 Water Supply 

San Jose has a fairly comprehensive set of General Plan policies 
that address water supply and conservation, groundwater 
protection, water quality, and water recycling. Policies that 
support water conservation are found in several General Plan 
elements and include policies encouraging the use of water saving 
devices, water efficient plant materials and irrigation systems, 

and the planting of trees with low water requirements. The City’s 
Landscape and Irrigation Guidelines contain some of the strongest 
guidelines for reducing water consumption relative to other 

cities in Santa Clara County. The guidelines provide direction on 
plant materials, surface evaporation, irrigation systems, landscape 
maintenance, and other topics. Additionally, San Jose's Green 
Building Policy promotes water conservation by encouraging the 
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use of indigenous landscaping, water efficient landscaping and 
maximum water efficiency within buildings. 


With regard to water quality and groundwater protection, San 
Jose’s General Plan has a strong set of policies. Maintaining 
groundwater supplies and groundwater quality is the focus of 
several policies in the Water Resources Element. Surface water 
quality concerns are also addressed through various policies in the 
Water Resources Element. Landfill siting policies also consider 
potential impacts to ground and surface water contamination. 


The City of San Jose is a participant in the South Bay Water 
Recycling Program, which also serves Santa Clara and Milpitas. 
While this program is not called out in policies in the City’s 
Water Resources Element, there are several policies that promote 
and support water recycling in general. Additionally, the City’s 
Green Building Policy supports reclaimed water by incorporating 
the LEED Green Building Rating System which promotes water 
recycling for landscaping. The City’s own Landscaping and 
Irrigation Guidelines also require that recirculating or reclaimed 
water be used in decorative and functional ponds, pools, streams, 
and fountains. 


C.9.3 Watershed Health 

Riparian Corridor Protection San Jose’s General Plan includes 
a set of policies that are specifically aimed at protecting riparian 
corridors and upland wetlands. These policies include directing 
new development adjacent to riparian corridors to be consistent 
with the provisions of the Riparian Corridor Policy Study, 
promoting new development design that protects riparian 
corridors from encroachment, and directing the City to consider 
preparing a Riparian Restoration Action Plan. The Riparian 
Corridor Study itself includes some of the strongest riparian 
protection guidance in Santa Clara County. The study includes 
a comprehensive set of guidelines to help the City evaluate 
proposed development within and adjacent to riparian corridors. 
The guidelines address site design, building and fixtures design, 
landscaping, public recreation facilities, fire management, 
vegetation/habitat continuity, erosion and flood control, water 
quality and protection from construction. Of particular note is 
the Study’s recommendation for a minimum 100-foot setback 
from the edge of riparian corridors (or top of bank, whichever is 
greater). 
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Natural Vegetation and Tree Protection San Jose has one of 
the most comprehensive sets of General Plan policies supporting 
natural vegetation and tree protection. These policies fall into 
several categories including hillside development; urban design; 
riparian corridor and upland wetlands; woodland, grasslands 

, chaparral and scrub; urban forest; and species of concern. 

San Jose’s Municipal Code also protects against the removal 

or destruction of heritage trees. Protection of existing trees is 
also promoted in the Landscape and Irrigation Guidelines. 
Additionally, policies in support of indigenous landscaping 

and minimal site disturbance are incorporated into San Jose’s 
Green Building Policy. The Guadalupe Park and Garden Urban 
Design Guidelines promote the use of natural vegetation and a 
continuous canopy of trees along the river. 


Cluster Development Through policies in its General Plan, the 
City of San Jose encourages residential cluster development in 
hillside areas and directs that Planned Development zoning be 
used for such development. The Municipal Code does not include 
specific regulations for cluster developments, but it does include 
regulations for Planned Unit developments in general. 


Toxic Chemical Pollution The City of San Jose lacks extensive 
policies and regulations regarding the use of pesticides, herbicides 
and mercury-containing products. However, the City is 

working towards an Integrated Pest Management approach as it 
implements the SCVURPPP NPDES permit and pesticide work 
plan. Additionally, the General Plan recommends consideration 
that herbicides, pesticides and fungicides may be damaging to 
native plants and wildlife. Additional policy support for reduced 
use of toxic herbicides is expressed in San Jose’s Green Building 
Policy, which promotes indigenous landscaping that reduce long- 
term needs for fertilizers. The only regulation in regard to mercury 
is a prohibition in the Municipal Code against discarding mercury 
or waste containing mercury into the sanitary sewer system if it 
exceeds a concentration of 0.010 mg/1. 


Polluted Runoff Polluted Runoff is addressed in several City of 
San Jose policy and guidance documents and through regulations 
in the Municipal Code. Guidance documents include the Post 
Construction Urban Runoff Management Policy, which includes 
post-construction stormwater BMPs and BMPs for grassy swales. 
The Guidance Manual on Selection of Stormwater Quality 
Control Measures also provides recommendations for mitigating 
stormwater impacts. Water Resources and Level of Service 
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policies in the General Plan also support improving the quality 

of urban runoff. The Residential Design Guidelines also includes 
recommendations to minimize polluted runoff including measures 
to control unfiltered runoff of paved areas. 


Guidance for minimizing polluted runoff from industrial or 
commercial sources is provided primarily in the Industrial 
Design Guidelines, which provides recommendations for service, 
loading and storage areas, garbage and recycling areas, and design 
alternatives to reduce nonpoint source water pollution. The 
Municipal Code requires spill control for hazardous materials, 
containments requirements for some types of liquids, and proper 
storage for rubbish containers. 


With regard to rooftop runoff, has some of the strongest guidance 
of jurisdictions in Santa Clara County. The City produces a fact 
sheet entitled “Is Your Runoff Polluted?”, which provides a list 

of BMPS available to prevent rooftop pollution. The Residential 
Design Guidelines also includes several recommendations 
regarding roof drainage, including having roof tops drain 

to landscaped areas. The City’s Green Building Policy, by 
incorporating the LEED Green Building Rating System, promotes 
benign roof materials and supports the use of roof gardens. 


Alternative Transportation Policy support for alternative 
transportation in San Jose is established in the City’s General 
Plan, primarily through transportation policies, but also in the 
Residential Design Guidelines. The General Plan policies support 
alternative transportation by directing the City to implement 
TDM measures, develop a bicycle network, promote bicycling 

as an alternative transportation mode, work with other agencies 
the improve transit systems, and provide a network of trails and 
pathways throughout the city. The General Plan also allows for 
higher density residential and mixed use development along major 
transportation corridors. The Residential Design Guidelines and 
Green Building Policy also support locating certain land uses near 
transit to make access to public transportation more convenient. 


Watershed Planning San Jose uses a watershed based planning 
approach as evidenced by its General Plan policies directing 

the City to restrict, or carefully regulate public and private 
development in watershed areas and hillsides, by its Riparian 
Corridor Policy Study guidelines, and through its Planned 
Development zoning. The City also has policies that support open 
space consolidation by promoting interagency coordination. 
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C.9.4 Open Space 

San Jose’s policy direction regarding open space is contained 
primarily in the City’s General Plan and in the Greenprint for 
Parks and Community Facilities and Programs. The General Plan 
includes policies supporting low intensity development in rural 
and hillsides areas, policies guiding the City on the Greenline/ 
Urban Growth Boundary, and trail and pathways policies. Other 
policies support open space consolidation and acquisition. 

For example, Parks and Recreation policies direct the City to 
encourage the County and other agencies to accept dedications of 
open space lands and encourage private entities to preserve open 
space lands. The Greenprint document also includes strategies for 
open space acquisition. Through its Municipal Code, San Jose 
establishes open space districts to conserve open space and natural 


areas.

Through revisions to the Post 
Construction Urban Runoff

to be considered by Council by 
October 15, 2003, City of San 
Jose Planning staff is proposing 
additional measures for reducing 
parking requirements. The City 
previously approved an ordinance 
that established maximum parking 
requirements, but had fo repeal 
the ordinance after numerous 
stakeholders representing 
developers protested. The 
stakeholders stated that developers 
would be unable to obtain loans 
for their projects unless the projects 
provided additional parking, 
which was an amount beyond that 
allowed by the City’s maximum 
parking requirement at that time. 
City of San Jose Planning staff 
coordinated with the Watershed 
Management Initiative Land Use 
Subgroup to present a discussion 
by a representative from the 
financial lending industry. Planning 
staff continues to work with 
SCVURPPP on future forums to 
discuss parking opportunities and 
constraints.

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C.10 City of Santa Clara 


In the City of Santa Clara, policy direction regarding watershed 
and water resource issues comes primarily from the General 

Plan, while the City Code provides the regulatory framework. 
Additional guidance is provided in the City’s Community Design 
Guidelines and Conditions of Approval for development projects. 
The City also relies on guidance contained in the BASMAA’s Start 
at the Source document. Floodplain management regulations are 
provided in the Floodplain Management Ordinance. Guidance 
for the El Camino Gateway District is provided in the Design 
Guidelines for the El Camino Gateway District. Future guidance 
will come from the Historic District Guidelines and overall City 
Design Guidelines, which are being revised and may be completed 
in about 6 months. 


C.10.1 Flood Protection 

Flooding In Santa Clara, regulations that influence flood 
protection issues are contained primarily in the Floodplain 
Management Ordinance, which allows development in the 
floodplain but restricts it to elevated finished floor requirements. 
The General Plan calls for land use regulation within flood-prone 
areas and the City Code requires that final subdivision maps 
include floodplain information including the amount of flooding 
that may occur during a 100-year flood and mitigation measures 
necessary to protect the subdivision from flooding. 


Erosion and Sediment Control The Uniform Building Code lists 


the requirements for erosion and sediment control. 


Imperviousness The City Code includes limits on the amount 
of building coverage permitted on residential lots, but it does 

not set limits on the amount of impervious surface permitted 

in development projects. The Community Design Guidelines, 
however, discourage excessive paving and hardscape areas, and 
strongly support landscaping areas in parking lots that limit 
excessive parking coverage. The guidelines do not include 
driveway design guidelines to increase pervious surfaces, however. 
The City Code does not set maximum street, driveway and right- 
of-way widths, which would help limit impervious surfaces. 
Landscaped islands in cul-de-sacs and alternative turnarounds 
are allowed, but are not specifically called out in the Plan or City 
Code. 
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C.10.2 Water Supply 

The City of Santa Clara has strong policy support for water 
conservation in its General Plan, City Code, Rules and Regulations 
for Water Service and Use, and Community Design Guidelines. The 
Code, for example, includes landscape water efficiency regulations. 
‘The city web site promotes water conservation and promotes 
several water conservation programs available to residents and 
businesses, including free low-flow showerheads and free faucet 
aerators. Support for water quality protection is expressed mainly 
through policies in the General Plan. 


General Plan policies also support the provision of a reliable and 
safe water supply through measures such as allowing development 
only if there exists an adequate domestic supply to serve the 
development. The City also commits in the General Pian to 
requiring approval from SCVWD for building plans that could 
result in groundwater degradation. Santa Clara is a participating 
city in the South Bay Water Recycling Program and the Rules 
and Regulations for Water Use summarize the regulations for 
recycled water use in the city. General Plan policies reinforces the 


commitment to maximizing the use of reclaimed water. 


C.10.3 Watershed Health 


Riparian Corridor Protection The City of Santa Clara has few 
remaining natural areas since the city is built out and surrounded 
by other municipalities. The few natural areas left are riparian 
areas, and the City’s General Plan has several policies and 
programs that support protection of these areas. Since most of the 
land along the riparian corridors is built out, the City deals with 
stream protection on a project by project basis. The City has not 
codified a stream setback and permitted uses within the setback, as 
some other cities in the County have done. 


Natural Vegetation and Tree Protection Santa Clara has little 
remaining natural vegetation and thus does not have many 
policies or regulations protecting natural or native vegetation. 

‘The only natural areas remaining are in riparian corridors and the 
General Plan includes a policy to conserve riparian vegetation. The 
use of native landscaping is also encouraged in new developments. 


Plan also supports continuation of the City’s street tree program. 


‘The City Code requires street trees only for residential areas. 
The Community Design Guidelines discourages the removal of 
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mature trees. In the El Camino Gateway District Guidelines, tree 
retention is recommended. 


Cluster Development Open space and cluster developments are 
permitted in the City of Santa Clara. The Planned Development . 
and Combined Zoning District regulations in the City Code 
allow for “imaginative planning and design concepts”, which in 
practice can include cluster and open space designs. Neither the 
General Plan nor the Community Design Guidelines specifically 
encourage cluster development, however. 


Toxic Chemical Pollution Policies or regulations specific to 
pesticides and herbicide use and mercury sources are absent from 
the City’s General Plan and Code. There is no policy language, 
for example, to prohibit or restrict pesticide and herbicide use on 
City-owned properties or on private properties. However, native 
and drought-tolerant landscaping, some of which could be pest- 
resistant, is encouraged in the General Plan and Community 
Design Guidelines. Santa Clara also does not have a city-wide 
integrated pest management policy or policies specifically 
addressing the elimination of mercury from controllable sources. 
The General Plan has a general policy about informing residents 
about household hazardous product use and disposal, but it does 
specifically address pesticides, herbicides or mercury-containing 
products. 


Polluted Runoff Policies and regulations affecting polluted 
stormwater runoff are contained primarily in the City’s 
Conditions of Approval and Community Design Guidelines. The 
City also relies on BASMAA’s Start at the Source for guidance 

on stormwater BMPs, including routing runoff to swales. The 
Conditions of Approval require commercial and industrial vehicle 
and equipment maintenance and cleaning areas to be covered, but 
this is not codified in the City Code. The City Code, however, 
does prohibit the discharge of waste into storm drains, storm 
sewers and watercourses or channels. Support for implementation 
of the Santa Clara Valley Nonpoint Source Pollution Control Plan 
is called out in the General Plan. 


The City lacks extensive policies or regulations that would help 

to decrease its contribution to polluted runoff. Examples found 

in other communities but lacking in Santa Clara include those 
requiring covers for waste dumpster and recycling collection areas; 
specifying that irrigation runoff not be allowed to cause erosion; 
encouraging the use of benign roofing materials and prohibiting 
polluting materials such as copper; requiring that rooftop runoff 
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be directed to landscaped areas to help filter out pollutants; 
encouraging roof gardens; requiring spill control measures at drain 
inlets; and requiring stormwater to be routed through a filtration 
or infiltration device prior to discharge. 


Alternative Transportation Santa Clara's General Plan has several 
policies encouraging TDM measures, trail networks, mass transit 
and alternative transportation which help support watershed 
protection goals. However, compared to other jurisdictions, Santa 
Clara’s policies are not as numerous or specific. 


Watershed Planning Santa Clara has a policy supporting regional 
participation in a non-point source pollution control program. 
Relative to the General Plans of other cities, Santa Clara’s General 
Plan does not contain many policies supporting watershed-based 
planning or inter-jurisdictional cooperation regarding watershed 
issues.

C.10.4 Open Space 

Santa Clara has limited opportunities remaining for natural 

open space preservation. Thus the General Plan’s open space 
policies focus on maintaining existing open space resources and 
encouraging regional and private open space opportunities, rather 
than on City acquisition of additional open space areas.

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€.11 County of Santa Clara 

In Santa Clara County, policy direction regarding watershed 

and water resource issues comes primarily from the Santa Clara’ 
County General Plan, 1995-2010 (adopted December 20, 1994), 
the County Code, the Guidelines for Architecture and Site Approval 
and the Design Review Guidelines. Additional guidance regarding 
parks and trails is provided by the Santa Clara County Parks 

and Recreation Strategic Plan and the Santa Clara County Trails 
Master Plan (1995). The County web site also includes public 


information about water resource and watershed protection issues. 


C.11.1 Flood Protection 

Flooding The County Code includes floodplain management 
regulations, which do not prohibit development within the 100- 
year floodplain outright, but prohibits it in special flood hazard 
areas without full compliance with the terms of the regulations. 
General Plan policies encourage local jurisdictions to minimize 
the resident population within areas subject to high natural 


hazards in order to reduce the overall risk to life and property. 


Erosion and Sediment Control Erosion and sediment control 
regulations in Santa Clara County are codified in the County 
Code. These regulations outline the requirements for grading, 
including maintaining all precautionary measures necessary to 
protect adjacent watercourses and property from damage by 
erosion, flooding, or deposition of mud or debris originating from 
the site. Erosion control requirements also include minimizing 
damage to the face of cuts and fills, protecting down slopes from 
surface water runoff from above, and planting vegetation if a 
project is abandoned after vegetation removal. The Code allows 
for weather condition requirements and for more stringent 
requirements in sensitive areas. 


Policies regarding trail construction grading and drainage 
requirements, including erosion control plans, are provided in the 
County Trails Master Plan. Erosion control measures specific to 
the Coyote Lake — Harvey Bear Ranch County Park are included 
in the park’s resource management plan. 


Imperviousness Policies, regulations and guidance affecting the 
amount of impervious surface area are contained in the General 
Plan and County Code and various guidance documents. While 
none of these documents set limits on the amount of maximum 
impervious surface areas on lots, general guidance and support 
for limiting impervious areas is provided. For example, the Rural 
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Resource Conservation chapter of the General Plan recommends 
minimizing the amounts of impervious surfaces in the immediate 
vicinity of water courses or reservoirs. The Standard Details 
Manual promotes park strips adjacent to sidewalks for drainage. 
The standards also indicate minimum street widths, which the 
County has the flexibility to reduce in hillside areas. The County 


also allows shared driveways in hillside developments. 


The County lacks some policies and standards that would help 

to decrease the amount of impervious surface areas. Examples of 
policies or standards found in some jurisdictions in Santa Clara 
County, but not in the County documents reviewed include 
allowances for sidewalks on only one side of the street; policies 
discouraging cul-de-sacs; allowances for landscaped islands in 
cul-de-sacs; reduced parking ratios near mass transit; incentives to 
provide parking within garages; allowances for pervious materials 
for overflow parking areas and driveways; and allowances for 
Hollywood drives or two-track designs. 


C.11.2 Water Supply 

Santa Clara County’s General Plan contains a comprehensive 

set of policies and strategies addressing issues of water supply, 
groundwater, surface water and drinking water quality, and 
water conservation and recycling. The overall approach of the 
Plan policies is to safeguard water supply resources, improve 

the quality of water environments, and protect the health of 
species dependent upon them, including humans. Water supply 
policies cover a range of issues including water conservation and 
reclamation, water supply system improvements, ensuring future 
water supply sources, and drought contingency and groundwater 
management. Water quality and watershed management policies 
address reducing non-point source pollution, restoring wetlands, 
riparian areas and other habitats, and preparing and implementing 
comprehensive watershed management plans. The policies also 
reinforce the need for improved consistency and coordination of 
efforts by all jurisdictions and agencies involved in water quality 


and supply issues. 


C.11.3 Watershed Health 


Riparian Corridor Protection The County is initiating the 
preparation of Riparian Protection regulations that are proposed 
for integration into the County Zoning Ordinance. These 
regulations are intended to provide for the protection and 
potential enhancement of riparian habitat along designated 
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streams in the county. Preliminary evaluation of the draft 
ordinance proposal is ongoing. 


In the meantime, the County relies on policies in its General 
Plan for guidance with regard to creeks and riparian corridor 
protection. Resource conservation policies and strategies 
support riparian corridor protection and restoration as part 

of a comprehensive approach to managing water quality and 
protecting habitat. Growth and development policies consider 
riparian corridors to be among the resource areas unsuitable for 
development. 


Minimum buffer widths have not been established yet, but may 
be in the forthcoming Riparian Protection regulations. The 

only setback requirements currently in place are indicated in the 
County Trails Master Plan, which requires that trails be setback a 
minimum of 100 feet from streams. 


Natural Vegetation and Tree Protection Natural vegetation and 
tree protection is strongly supported in the County’s General Plan, 
County Code, Guidelines for Architecture and Site Approval, and 
Design Review Guidelines. The Code regulates tree preservation 
and removal, while the General Plan includes several policies 

and recommendations supporting the retention of heritage and 
specimen trees and the implementation of tree planting programs. 
An objective of the Design Review Guidelines is to retain the 
natural topography and vegetation of the hillsides and areas 

along the scenic roads. Thus the guidelines recommend retaining 
as much existing vegetation as possible and preserving existing 
trees over a certain size. The Guidelines for Architecture and Site 
Approval’s landscaping guidelines promote drought- and pest- 
resistant planting. 


Cluster Development Cluster development is supported in the 
County’s General Plan which promotes the use of clustering 

as a means of minimizing impacts and preserving open space, 
particularly in hillsides and rural residential areas. The County 
Zoning Ordinance regulates cluster development via the cluster 
permit regulations. The purpose of the cluster permit and 
development regulations is to provide for flexibility in the location 
of dwelling units within a subdivision, to implement applicable 
policies of the General Plan, to promote efficiency of access, and 
to reduce the overall amount and extent of physical improvements 
required for residential development. It is furthermore intended 


to preserve open space, conserve natural resources and features of 
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the land, and to avoid or mitigate potential adverse environmental 
impacts. 


Toxic Chemical Pollution To provide sustainable solutions for 
pest control, Santa Clara relies on its integrated pest management 
and pesticide use ordinance. This ordinance establishes that the 
County’s policy is to eliminate or reduce pesticide and herbicide 
applications on County property to the maximum extent feasible 
and that preference shall be given to available non-pesticide 
alternatives, where feasible, before considering the use of pesticides 
on County property. Policies in the County Trails Master Plan 
and Guidelines for Architecture and Site Approval also support 
reduced pesticide use by encouraging the use of pest-resistant 
vegetation. 


With regard to mercury, the County does not have specific policies 
or regulations, but the County web site contains guidance and 
education about alternatives and proper disposal. Additionally, 

the County Code prohibits the discharge of hazardous materials, 
in general, into the storm drain or watercourses. The County 

also operates the Countywide Household Hazardous Waste 
Program, which is open to the general public and small businesses. 
The County has also been awarded a grant from the California 
Integrated Waste Management Board to conduct an educational 
campaign and to collect mercury-containing waste. 


Polluted Runoff General guidance regarding polluted runoff 

is included in the County General Plan. Specifically, the Plan 
calls for the integration of storm water quality protection 
requirements into development site plan and construction permit 
approvals. The Plan also supports the use of stormwater BMPs 
and the development of watershed management plans to address 
issues including polluted runoff. These policies are supported 

by the County Code stormwater and subsurface water disposal 
requirements. 


Polluted runoff from commercial or industrial sites is addressed 
through regulations in the Guidelines for Architecture and Site 
Approval, and through General Plan policy. With regard to 

trash collection and vehicle maintenance areas, the guidelines 
recommend enclosures and screening, but covered enclosures, 
which would help decrease polluted runoff, are not specified. The 
General Plan requires that commercial and industrial uses with 
the greatest potential for pollution not be located near streams or 
other areas where pollutants could come into contact with high 
groundwater or surface waters. | 
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With regard to rooftop runoff, the County does not have specific 
policies or regulations guiding rooftop discharge or roof gardens. 
The County relies on the Uniform Building Code for direction 
regarding roof materials. As well, the Guidelines for Architecture 
and Site Approval encourage roofing materials that are generally 
benign. 


Some County parking lot guidelines help to limit polluted runoff 
by minimizing expansive paving areas. For example, the County 
guidelines suggest perimeter landscaping and islands in parking 
lots. 


Alternative Transportation Policy direction in support of 
alternative transportation is found in the County’s General Plan. 
The set of Plan policies is fairly comprehensive and promotes 
improved bicycle and pedestrian systems, a countywide system 
of trails, coordinated land use and transportation planning, a 
balanced and integrated transportation system, linkages between 
local and regional transit systems, opportunities to telecommute, 
and locating mixed uses near transit. Support for TDM measures 
is also evidenced in the General Plan policies. 


Watershed Planning The County's General Plan includes a strong 
set of policies in support of watershed planning and interagency 
coordination to address watershed issues. ‘The overall General 

Plan strategy reflects the need for a comprehensive approach to 
safeguard water supply resources, improve the quality of water 
environments, and protect the health of species dependent upon 
them, as well as the health of humans who come in contact with 
those water environments. Thus the Plan includes several policies 
and implementation strategies that support this approach. For 
example, the Plan directs the County to prepare and implement 
Comprehensive Watershed Management Plans and to continue 
the County’s participation in the ongoing watershed management 
projects of SCVWD. The Plan also directs the County to facilitate 
inter-jurisdictional coordination for the provision of public parks 
and open space lands, and supports linkages between and among 
all the open space landowners in the county. 


€.11.4 Open Space 

The County’s policy direction regarding open space is contained 
in the General Plan. The Plan expresses the County’s desire to 
allow hillsides, ranchlands, and other rural areas to remain in 
their natural, undeveloped state or in low density uses consistent 


with the preservation of their scenic rural character. Plan policies 
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also support the idea of developing an extensive, interconnected 
system of parks, trails, and other public open space lands. Joint 
land acquisition, development and management of open space 
lands is supported by Plan policies as well. Open space is also 
addressed in the County Code, which includes provisions for open 
space preservation in cluster subdivisions.

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C.12 City of Saratoga 

The City of Saratoga has developed several planning and guidance 
documents containing policies and regulations relevant to water 
resource and watershed protection issues. The key documents 
guiding development in the city are the Municipal Code and 

the General Plan. The Open Space Element of the General Plan 
(adopted 1993) contains most of the City’s policies related to open 
space protection, stormwater runoff, creek protection and other 
watershed issues. The Conservation Element, Safety Element, 

and Circulation and Scenic Highway Element also contain 
relevant policies. The City also relies on several other documents 
for development and resource protection guidance, including 

the Residential Design Handbook, Tree Protection Handbook 
and Tree Regulations, and the Grading Permits Plan Submittal 
Requirements. Area-specific guidance is provided in documents 
such as the Hillside Specific Plan and the Saratoga-Sunnyvale 
Road Gateway Design Guidelines. Additionally, the City of 
Saratoga relies on guidance documents from other agencies, 
including BASMAA’s Start at the Source and the RWQCB’s 
Erosion and Sediment Control Field Manual. 


C.12.1 Flood Protection 

Flooding Neither the General Plan nor Municipal Code prohibits 
development in 100-year floodplains. The General Plan Safety 
Element includes policies to continue enforcing Saratoga’s 

flood control regulations and to adopt a floodplain ordinance. 
Article 16-66 (Floodplain Management) of the Municipal Code 
establishes the standards for construction in special flood hazard 
areas. 


Erosion and Sediment Control Saratoga’s Municipal Code 
contains the City’s erosion and sediment control regulations. The 
regulations require controls such as planting and contour grading 
on slopes, and minimizing grading. The Code prohibits grading 
on slopes over 30 percent in residential open space districts. The 
City outlines requirements for projects needing grading permits 
in the plan submittal requirements. These requirements include 
submittal of an erosion control plan and appropriate erosion 
control measures in winter. The Hillside Specific Plan echoes 

the Municipal Code requirements through policies to minimize 
grading in the hillside areas and to revegetate graded areas as soon 
as possible. The Conservation Element also supports stringent 
erosion control and minimal grading for watershed protection 


purposes. As stated above, Saratoga also relies on the RWQCB’s 
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Erosion and Sediment Control Field Manual for erosion and 
sediment control guidance. 


Imperviousness Regulations affecting imperviousness in Saratoga 
include those regarding site coverage, street and right-of-way 
widths, cul-de-sac standards, and parking and driveway standards. 
The Zoning Regulations in the Municipal Code establish the 
maximum site coverage allowed in each zone, including the 
maximum impervious site coverage on any lot in the Residential- 
Open Space District. Saratoga’s General Plan includes two 
policies that relate to these Municipal Code regulations. The 
Safety Element directs the City to enforce the impervious 
coverage regulations mentioned above, while the Conservation 
Element directs the City to evaluate these regulations and revise if 
necessary. 


‘The rural planning principles employed in Saratoga have included 
not constructing sidewalks on many local residential streets. 

Thus Saratoga’s Municipal Code does not include minimum 
width standards for sidewalks. Sidewalks that are constructed 

are sloped to run to the street. Minimum street and right-of-way 
width standards are provided in the Municipal Code and the 
City has the flexibility to allow for reduced pavement widths. 
Minimum standards for cul-de-sacs are also provided in the Code. 
Landscaped islands are not specifically permitted, but would be 
considered on a case-by-case basis. Generally, however, the City 
discourages cul-de-sacs and dead-end streets. 


Parking requirements are established in the Municipal 

Code, including minimum stall dimensions. Shared parking 
arrangements are permitted in the Code and encouraged in 

the Open Space Element of the General Plan as a means of 
limiting large expanses of asphalt. The Open Space Element also 
encourages pervious surfaces for overflow parking areas. Neither 
the General Plan nor the Code specifically allow for or encourage 
Hollywood drives or shared driveways in residential developments. 


In addition to the policies and regulations discussed above, several 
guidance documents encourage minimizing impervious surface 
areas. For example, the Tree Protection Handbook promotes the 
use of pervious paving materials, and the Saratoga-Sunnyvale 


Road Gateway Design Guidelines promotes shared parking. 


€.12.2 Water Supply 


Saratoga’ General Plan touches on groundwater contamination, 
water conservation and water quality issues through various 
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policies. Most of these policies indicate the City’s basic policy 
position on each issue, and relative to policies in some other 
jurisdictions, are general in nature. For example, the Conservation 
Element supports development that minimizes groundwater 
contamination and encourages development that minimizes water 
consumption and impacts to water quality. Examples of more 
detailed policies that exist in other jurisdictions include policies 

to develop a water conservation program, to promote the use of 
water-wide and drought-resistant plants, to promote efficient 
landscape irrigation methods, to provide public information about 
water conservation, and to implement the SCVURPPP. 


Although not called out in Saratoga’s General Plan, some specific 
water conservation methods are called out in the Hillside 

Specific Plan and Tree Protection Handbook. Additionally, the 
Municipal Code includes Water Efficient Landscaping guidelines 
and requirements for water conservation devices. The Code also 
prohibits pollutant discharges into storm drains and watercourses. 


Saratoga lacks policies or requirements for water recycling. Water 
supply policies exist in the Hillside Specific Plan, but are absent 


from the General Plan. 


C.12.3 Watershed Health 


Riparian Corridor Protection A goal of Saratoga’s Open 

Space Element is to preserve and protect both riparian habitat 
and creek corridors. Policies and programs to support this goal 
direct the City to restore creeks, define Creek and Drainageway 
Conservation Zones and work with SCVWD and other 
jurisdictions to restore and enhance creeks. Policies in the Hillside 
Specific Plan also support the protection of riparian areas. The 
City’s Municipal Code does not specify a minimum buffer or 
setback width. Rather, it requires that the location of creek 
protection easements be based on biotic assessment identifying the 
protected creek, its bank and riparian habitat. Additionally, the 
Code restricts what can occur within the easement. 


Natural Vegetation and Tree Protection Saratoga’s Zoning 
Regulations include a comprehensive set of tree regulations which 
provide standards and recommendations for protecting and 
preserving the City’s trees. These regulations are summarized in 
the City’s Tree Protection Handbook. The Zoning Regulations 
also outline the requirements for tree preservation plans and 

the requirements for design review approval, including the 
preservation of native and heritage trees. The City’s General Plan 
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lacks extensive policies regarding natural vegetation and tree 
protection, but does support a street tree program in the Open 
Space Element. The Hillside Specific Plan supports minimal tree 
removal and conservation of natural vegetation. 


Cluster Development Cluster development is permitted through 
Saratoga’s Municipal Code and is encouraged in the Hillside 
Specific Plan. The General Plan, however, does not include any 
policies specifically encouraging cluster development. 


Toxic Chemical Pollution Saratoga’s policy direction regarding 
pesticides is established in the City’s Integrated Pest Management 
Policy, which requires the elimination or reduction of pesticide 
applications on City property to the maximum extent feasible. 
‘The policy also recommends designing and constructing indoor 
and outdoor areas to reduce and eliminate pest habitats. The 
Tree Protection Handbook supports the policy by promoting 
Integrated Pest Management as an alternative to pesticides. The 
City lacks specific policy guidance or regulations addressing 
herbicides or mercury. Examples of policies or requirements that 
exist in other jurisdictions but do not exist in Saratoga include 
policies and BMPs discouraging the use of chemical fertilizers 
and herbicides, policies to reduce mercury from controllable 
sources, and regulations prohibiting the discharge of waste 
containing mercury into the sanitary sewer system exceeding 
specified concentrations. Saratoga residents may participate in the 
Countywide Household Hazardous Waste program. 


Polluted Runoff Saratoga addresses polluted runoff through 
policies in the General Plan and through Municipal Code 
requirements. The Municipal Code requires benign roofing 
materials and enclosed outdoor trash collection areas in order to 
minimize polluted runoff. The requirements for grading plans in 
Saratoga also help minimize stormwater pollutant discharges. The 
City’s Grading Permit Plan Submittal Requirements recommend 
BASMAA's Start at the Source as a guideline for residential site 
planning, which also provides strong guidance for minimizing 
polluted runoff. 


‘The City lacks several policies or regulations that would help to 
decrease its contribution to polluted runoff. Examples found in 
other communities but lacking in Saratoga include specifying 
that irrigation runoff not be allowed to cause erosion; prohibiting 
polluting materials such as copper; requiring that rooftop runoff 
be directed to landscaped areas to help filter out pollutants; 
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encouraging roof gardens; and requiring stormwater to be routed 
through a filtration or infiltration device prior to discharge. 


Alternative Transportation Saratoga’s General Plan includes 
several policies that support alternative transportation and 
limited automobile use. Most of these policies are found in 
the Circulation and Scenic Highway Element and Open Space 
Element. These policies and implementation measures call for 
the development of a comprehensive bikeway system, promote 
pedestrian and bicycle routes, encourage better transit service, 
support regional transportation planning, and support TDM 
measures and transit incentives. Additionally, there are policies 
to support vehicle trip reductions through land use arrangements 
that encourage alternative transportation. 


Watershed Planning Policies related to watershed planning are 
found in Saratoga’s Open Space Element. Several goals or policies 
specifically call out the City’s intention to conserve and protect 
watersheds and water quality. Other policies include working with 
the SCVWD and other agencies to provide open space. Compared 
to other jurisdictions, Saratoga’s policy language with regard to 
watershed planning and inter-agency coordination is not as strong 
or specific about strategies to implement policies. 


C.12.4 Open Space 

Saratoga’s city-wide open space management guidance is provided 
in the City’s Open Space Element. Policies and programs 

address issues of open space acquisition and consolidation, and 
recommend prohibiting certain uses along trails. The Hillside 
Specific Plan includes guidance specific to hillside areas. Policies 
support permanent open space and agricultural uses in the 
hillsides, and address the use of hillside trails and maintenance of 
hillside open space areas. 


Saratoga’s Municipal Code includes several regulations that help to 
create or maintain open space in the city. For example, the Code 
allows for Residential-Open Space Districts which require open 
space dedications, allow for cluster development, and promote 
uses that support open space preservation

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C.13 City of Sunnyvale 

Development policy guidance in the City of Sunnyvale is 
contained in the General Plan and City’s design guidelines, while 
Sunnyvale’s Municipal Code provides the regulatory framework. 
The General Plan includes a Surface Runoff Sub-Element, which 
contains strong policies addressing the reduction and treatment - 
of surface runoff and the minimization of hydrologic impacts 
from development. As the city is almost completely built-out, 
the policies in the Surface Runoff Sub-Element are especially 
important to overall watershed protection and health. Sunnyvale 
has several sets of guidelines that affect water resources and 
watershed issues: the City-Wide Design Guidelines, the Industrial 
Design Guidelines, and the Parking Lot Landscaping Guidelines. 


C.13.1 Flood Protection 

Flooding The Surface Runoff Sub-element and the Safety Sub- 
element of Sunnyvale’s General Plan includes an action statement 
to maintain floodplain management practices outlined by FEMA 
and the US Army Corps of Engineers. The Surface Runoff Sub- 
element also includes an action statement to review FEMA 

maps when they are updated and incorporate the information 
into future land use plans. However, the General Plan does not 
include any policies prohibiting or restricting development with 
the 100-year floodplain, though there is a policy to take measures 
to protect life and property from the effects of a 100 year flood. 
The Municipal Code, which includes provisions for flood hazard 
reduction, prohibits hoodway encroachments unless it is shown 
that encroachments will not result in any increase in flood levels 
during the occurrence of the base flood discharge. 


Erosion and Sediment Control Erosion and sediment control 
is addressed primarily in the Surface Runoff Sub-element and 
Municipal Code. A general policy in the Surface Runoff Sub- 
element is to prevent accelerated erosion. Action statements 
support this policy by directing the City to require soil erosion 
control measures be implemented by developers and contractors, 
and by directing the City to modify permitting procedures to 
require the implementation of BMPs before, during and after 
construction. The Municipal Code does not include more 
stringent controls during the wet season or near sensitive areas, 
but does require written consent to begin grading when it is 
determined that grading will create a nuisance or hazard due to 
erosion from storm runoff or rainfall. Generally, these issues are 


addressed through City Policy and compliance with its NPDES 
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Stormwater discharge permit requirements.Sunnyvale’s Urban 
Runoff Management Plan includes performance standards, BMPs 
and SOPs that are followed with do require stringent controls 

on construction projects during the wet season and that the City 
inspects all sites with significant erosion potential during the 

wet season. These projects must have a stormwater pollution 
prevention plan that is fully implemented. Otherwise the City’s 
building inspectors have the authority to begin enforcement 
actions, including work stoppages, until problems are resolved. 
See City of Sunnyvale Urban Runoff Management Plan, 
Construction Inspection Procedures and Performance Standards, 
BMPs and SOPs that were revised in 2004 and submitted as a part 
of our permit application to the Regional Water Quality Control 
Board. Both the City-Wide Design Guidelines and Industrial 
Design Guidelines encourage preserving natural site features and 
vegetation, which helps minimize erosion and sedimentation. 


Imperviousness Sunnyvale addresses issues of imperviousness 
through various regulations and design guidance, most of which 
address parking areas. The Municipal Code allows for shared 
parking and for secured parking in industrial areas in lieu of up 
to five percent of required vehicle parking, both of which allow 
for less impervious surface area. The Parking Lot Guidelines 
promote the use of permeable materials for overflow parking 
areas, alternative paving materials, and hybrid parking lots, which 
combine permeable stalls with impermeable aisles. 


The City-Wide Design Guidelines has an extensive list of 
guidelines that encourage reduced impervious areas, particularly in 
parking areas. These include the following: 


* recommending minimizing paved areas for curb cuts and 


parking 
* promoting cluster parking to avoid large paved expanses 


* promoting minimizing surface parking to preserve open 
space 


* requiring landscaped islands in parking lots 


The Community Design Element of the General Plan discourages 
large expanses of impervious parking by encouraging below-grade 
parking downtown and by supporting perimeter landscaping 
around parking lots. However, the City’s General Plan lacks 
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specific policies that promote the reduction of impervious surfaces 
or discourage directly connected impervious areas. 


Additionally, Municipal Code regulations that influence 


impervious surface area include the following: 


¢ maximum lot coverages permitted for residential and open 
space zones 


* minimum sidewalk widths (and allowance for greater widths 
in some zones) 


® minimum street widths and rights-of-way 
* minimum cul-de-sac rights-of way and radii 


* minimum parking standards 


C.13.2 Water Supply 


The City of Sunnyvale has strong policy support for water 
conservation, water recycling and water quality in its General 
Plan and design guidelines. The Water Resources Sub-element 

of the General Plan includes a goal to support development of 

a comprehensive water conservation plan, and includes several 
policies and action statements in support of this goal. The Open 
Space Sub-element also supports the City’s water conservation 
program. The Community Design Sub-element encourages water 
conservation by promoting the use of drought-tolerant plants and 
efficiently irrigated landscaping. The Parking Lot Landscaping 
Guidelines, City-Wide Design Guidelines and Industrial Design 


Guidelines promotes the use of water-wise plants as well. 


Sunnyvale has some of the most comprehensive policies 

and action statements in support of water recycling in Santa 

Clara County. Most of these are contained in the Wastewater 
Management Sub-element, but policies and actions in the Water 
Resources and Open Space Sub-elements also encourage water 
recycling, including using reclaimed water for irrigation and water 
features. 


The Water Resources Sub-element includes a goal and associated 
policies and action statements to ensure a reliable water supply. 
Water system regulations are contained in Chapter 12.24 of the 
Municipal Code. 


Policies emphasizing the protection of groundwater resources and 
water quality are included in the Water Resources and Wastewater 
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Management sub-elements of the General Plan. Additionally, 
the Municipal Code includes regulations and gives legal effect 
to certain requirements of the NPDES permit issued to the City 
of Sunnyvale regarding municipal stormwater and urban runoff 


requirements. 


C.13.3 Watershed Health 


Riparian Corridor Protection There are two natural drainage 
streams in Sunnyvale, Calabazas Creek which is along the border 
with Santa Clara, and Stevens Creek, which is along our border 
with Los Altos. Calabazas creek has been highly modified in the 
lower reaches by the District as flood protection measures. The 
portion of Stevens Creek that is on the southwest side of the 

city has a very significant natural vegetation buffer area and is in 
relatively “good” condition, habitat wise in those reaches within 
the Sunnyvale borders. The area adjacent to Stevens Creek is 
mostly built out with single family residences and a grade school 
bordering the setback from the creek. There are three man-made 
flood/stormwater conveyance channels in the city that were built 
starting in the 1960's. To say that these are “no longer natural” is 
not correct, as they were not natural to begin with. These include 
Sunnyvale East Channel that drains the southern and central 
portions of Sunnyvale and parts of Cupertino, discharging into 
the Guadalupe Slough at its northernmost point. Sunnyvale 
West Channel drains the west side of the City, from south of 

El Camino Real, and north toward Moffet Industrial Park. 
Sunnyvale west empties into the Moffett Channel, and thence 
on to the Guadalupe Slough and South Bay. The El Camino 
Channel drains the north-eastern side of El Camino Real and 
sends its water to Calabazas Creek. The City is considering 
setbacks and other protection policies for the natural streams as a 
part of its participation in the Watershed Protection Collaborative 
process that is currently underway with the District. Thus most of 
Sunnyvale’s policies affecting creek health address the reduction 
and treatment of stormwater runoff. Nevertheless, Sunnyvale 
lacks some policies and regulations that would help to protect 
stream channels and riparian corridors. Examples of policies and 
requirements that exist in other jurisdictions but do not exist in 
Sunnyvale include General Plan policies that direct the City to 
restore and preserve creeks; General Plan policies that seek to 
protect and enhance riparian habitats and creek corridors; creek/ 
watercourse protection ordinances and/or setback requirements; 
and requirements for allowable uses in stream buffer areas. 
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Natural Vegetation and Tree Protection Most of Sunnyvale’s 
guidance with regard to natural vegetation and tree protection 

is found in the City’s industrial, city-wide and parking lot 
landscaping design guidelines documents. These guidelines 
include recommendations for site design that incorporates natural 
site features such as mature trees and for protecting existing trees 
during construction. The Community Design Sub-element of the 
General Plan also includes action statements that promote street 
trees. Additionally, the Municipal Code requires that grading 
activities protect trees or vegetation remaining on a site. In 
addition to the citations for natural vegetation and tree protection 
listed, the City also has policies within its Design Manual; Policy 
C.2 which requires that the City review site plans to ensure the 
design is compatible with the natural and built environment. 


Cluster Development The City has policies in its Design 
Guidelines in Chapter 5 that promote open space and the 
maintenance of natural features and mature landscaping (thus 
promoting the clustering of structures on a site. City-Wide 
Design Guidelines for Open Space (C-1 and C-4) also promote 
designs for maximum utility of open space and providing usable 
open space for all units in single and multi-family residential 
developments. There are development standards associated 
with high-density residential developments as defined in SMC 
19.38.070. There are also parts of the Downtown Specific Plan 
that encourage high-density residential development. 


Toxic Chemical Pollution The City of Sunnyvale supports a 
reduction in the use of herbicides and pesticides through its 
Integrated Pest Management (IPM) Policy and Implementation 
Plan. This IPM Plan/Policy outlines pest management guidelines 
that promote the use of less toxic chemicals or biological control 
techniques. A key goal of the IPM Plan/Policy is to eliminate 
adverse impacts to water quality from pesticide usage. Support for 
less toxic pest management alternatives is also expressed through 
policies and guidelines in the General Plan Open Space Element, 
Parking Lot Guidelines, through the City’s web site, and through 
various fact sheets and consumers’ guides used by the City. 


With regard to mercury, Sunnyvale lacks policies in the General 
Plan or otherwise to discourage its use. However, the City does 
publish a brochure entitled “Preventing Mercury Pollution’, 
which provides guidance for small businesses to help them 
properly store and dispose of mercury-containing products. 
The Consumer’s Guide to Safer Alternatives to Household 
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Hazardous Wastes recommends using electronic thermometers. 
Residents can participate in the household hazardous waste 
drop-off program as well, which accept fluorescent lights and 
other mercury-containing items. The City’s annual report to the 
Regional Water Quality Control Board submitted in September 
2004 indicated that the City has reviewed the need for a new 
policy and determined that existing policies already meet the 
intent of discouraging its use within the city. The City has an 
existing policy (Environmentally Preferable Procurement Policy 
(EPP) adopted in 1999 and a section in the Administrative Policy 
Manual, Article VI, Hazardous Materials Storage, Use, Disposal, 
and Contamination of City-owned Facilities. In addition, the 
City adopted the Principles of Product Stewardship which discuss 
the desired role of government in areas related to the life cycle 
impact of products and their packaging. Mercury-containing 
products are included in the priority categories for Product 
Stewardship. Additional outreach to city staff and Purchasing staff 
regarding the policies and lists of products containing mercury as 
well as draft language to include in bid documents and contracts. 


Polluted Runoff Sunnyvale supports minimizing polluted runoff 
through various General Plan policies and design guidelines. The 
Surface Runoff Sub-element includes policies and actions that 
support the use of stormwater BMPs. The Parking Lot Guidelines 
promote the use of grass swales in parking lot design to provide 
infiltration. Additionally, the Municipal Code requires infiltration 
treatment measures. 


With regard to rooftop runoff, only the Residential Construction 
Standards and City-Wide Design Guidelines include guidance; 
this guidance requires draining roof runoff to a permeable surface 
and discourages standing seam metal mansard roof design, 
respectively. The City lacks some policies or regulations regarding 
roof runoff that are found in other jurisdictions, including 
prohibiting the use of polluting roofing materials such as copper 
or encouraging roof gardens. 


With regard to commercial and industrial site design, guidance 
is provided in the City-Wide Design Guidelines and Industrial 
Design Guidelines. This guidance includes: 


* requiring adequate storage for waste dumpster and recycling 
collection areas 
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* requiring roofs for trash enclosures in multi-family 
developments when visible from upper stories 


® supporting internal landscaped areas between buildings. 


In the City’s Urban Runoff Management Plan (URMP) in 

the Planning Procedures, Source Control Measures, Structural 
Control Measures (G) The City does require dumpsters and 
recycling areas for new facilities, food service facilities, and Multi- 
family residential and commercial facilities to be covered or 
enclosed. Areas where dumpsters are located cannot drain directly 
to storm drains. Also, they must be connected to grease removal 
devices if they are connected to the sanitary sewer system. 


Alternative Transportation Policy guidance with regard to 
alternative transportation is provided in Sunnyvale’s General Plan 
Land Use and Transportation Element and in the City-Wide 
Design Guidelines and Industrial Design Guidelines. The General 
Plan has a comprehensive set of policies that support pedestrian 
and bicycle linkages, carpooling, improvements in bus service, 
linkages to mass transit, coordinated regional transportation 
planning, locating higher density and mixed land uses near transit, 
and minimizing average trip length and single-occupant vehicle 
trips. The design guidelines also promote pedestrian linkages and 
convenient access for employees to public parks and trails. 


Sunnyvale also has a chapter in its Municipal Code dedicated 

to Transportation Demand Management (TDM). This portion 

of the Code promotes the development of TDM programs at 
employer work sites in order to reduce traffic impacts and improve 
air quality, and establishes reporting requirements. 


Watershed Planning Policies regarding watershed planning are 
included in Sunnyvale’s General Plan Wastewater Management 
Sub-element. Sunnyvale is one of the few jurisdictions in Santa 
Clara County to specifically call out in its General Plan direction 
to participate in a watershed management approach to solving 
water quality issues by working with neighboring cities, state 
and federal agencies, and through the Watershed Management 
Initiative. The Open Space Element also encourages watershed- 
based planning by directing the City to support and encourage 
regional and federal agencies and new open space sites and 
facilities. Watershed-based zoning is allowable via the Planned 
Development District. 
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Sunnyvale’s open space management policies are included in the 
General Plan Open Space Element, as are open space policies 
regarding cooperation with other agencies to acquire, preserve 
and manage open space. Of particular relevance to watershed 
management issues is a policy directing the City to require 

the dedication of land by developers when the property to be 
developed is adjacent to an existing open space, park site or areas 
otherwise identified as a high priority for open space uses.

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D.1 = Introduction 


D.1.1 About the Santa Clara Valley Water 
District 
Created by an act of the California Legislature, the Santa Clara 
Valley Water District (District) operates as a state of California 
Special District, with jurisdiction throughout Santa Clara County. 
It is the primary water resources agency for Santa Clara County, 
California. The District makes sure there is enough clean, safe 
water for homes and businesses, works to protect Santa Clara 
County residents and businesses from the devastating effects of 
flooding, and serves as the steward for the county’s streams and 
creeks, underground aquifers, and. District-built reservoirs. 


The District is a special district governed by a seven-member 
board of directors and is responsible for water supply, flood 
management, and watershed management in Santa Clara County. 
The District encompasses all of the county’s 1,300 square miles 
and serves the area’s 15 cities, nearly 1.8 million residents, and 
more than 200,000 commuters. The boundaries of the District 
can be seen in Figure D-1. District responsibilities come from its 
mission to provide high-quality water and to manage flood and 
storm waters along the county’s more than 700 miles of creeks and 
rivers in an environmentally sensitive manner. 


Funding for District operations comes from a number of sources, 
including revenue from the sale of water to local jurisdictions and 
water retailers, property taxes, and state and federal project cost- 
sharing and reimbursements. 


D.1.2 Scope and Purposes of Appendix D 
This document summarizes several key documents that guide 

the District’s work, including the District Act, the District’s 
Governance and Ends policies, the District's Engineering 
Procedures and Policies (EPP) manual, and the Carver Policy 
Governance Model. It should be noted that the District 
periodically updates its governance policies, files ends 

reports, and is in the process of revising the EPP manual. The 
interrelationships between these documents are shown in Figure 
D-2 and are explained in more detail in the remaining sections of 
this document. It is recognized that guidelines and standards to be 
developed by the Water Resources Protection Collaborative, could 
provide the basis for updating engineering procedures contained 
in the existing EPP manual.

D.2 The District Act 


The Santa Clara Valley Water District Act (California Water 

Code, Appendix Chapter 60) established the Santa Clara Valley 
Water District as a Special District, with jurisdiction throughout 
the Santa Clara County. The District Act establishes district 
boundaries and contains the governance structure, operations, and 
functions for the District’s board of directors. 


The introduction of the District Act describes the act as follows: 
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Figure D-2. Relationship of 
governance documents. 
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An act to create a flood control district to be called Santa Clara 
County Flood Control and Water District; to provide for the 
control and conservation of flood and storm waters and the 
protection of watercourses, watersheds, public highways, life and 
property from damage or destruction from such waters; to provide 
for the acquisition, retention, and reclaiming of drainage, storm, 
flood, and other waters and to save, conserve, and distribute such 
waters for beneficial use in said district; to authorize the incurring 
of indebtedness, the issuance and sale of bonds, and the levying 
and collection of taxes and assessments on property within said 
district and in the respective zones thereof; to define the powers 
of said district; to provide for the government, management, and 
operation of said district and for the acquisition and construction 
of property and works to carry out the purposes of the district, 
declaring the urgency thereof, to take effect immediately. The 
name of the Santa Clara County Flood Control and Water 
District Act was changed to the Santa Clara Valley Water District. 


The District Act sets the District’s overall objects and purposes 
and defines the District’s governance structure. It also provides 
guidance on District operating procedures, such as the adoption 
of ordinances and resolutions, and the handling of financial and 
legal matters by the District. 


D.2.1 Objects and Purposes 

Section 4 of the District Act states that the act’s objects and 
purposes “are to authorize the district to provide comprehensive 
water management for all beneficial uses and protection from 
flooding within Santa Clara County.” It further states that 

the District may take action in an effort to carry out all of the 
following purposes: 


(a) to protect Santa Clara County from flood and storm waters of 
the district, including tidal flood waters and the flood and storm 
waters of streams that have their sources outside the district, but 
flow into the district; 


(b) to protect from those flood or storm waters the public 
highways, life and property in the district, and the watercourses 
and watersheds of streams flowing within the district;

(c) to provide for the conservation and management of flood, 
storm, reclaimed, or recycled waters, or other waters from any 
sources within or outside the watershed in which the water district 


is located for b benched and useful purposes, including spreading, 
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storing, retaining, and causing the waters to percolate into the soil 
within the district; 


(d) to protect, save, store, recycle, distribute, transfer, exchange, 
manage, and conserve in any manner any of the waters; 


(e) to increase, and prevent the waste or diminution of the water 
supply in the district; 


(f) to obtain, retain, reclaim, protect, and recycle drainage, storm, 
flood waters or treated wastewaters, or other waters from any 
sources, within or outside the watershed in which the district is 
located for any beneficial uses within the district, 


(g) and to enhance, protect, and restore streams, riparian 
corridors, and natural resources in connection with carrying out 
the objects and purposes set forth in this section. 


The District Act further defines the authority of the District, 
which include but are not limited to the power to have perpetual 
succession, to acquire property (e.g., lands, structures, buildings, 
rights of way, easement etc.); to appropriate and acquire water and 
water rights. Under this act, the District may exercise the right of 
eminent domain and adopt ordinances. 


D.2.2 Board Structure, Function and 


Operations 
The District Act outlines the structure, function, and operations 
of the District’s board of directors. As defined by the act, the 
board is comprised of seven members. Five are elected directly 
by the voters from the county’s five supervisor districts, and the 
other two at-large members are appointed by the county Board 
of Supervisors, one for south county and the other for the north 
county. 


Pursuant to Section 12.5 of the District Act, the board established 
nine advisory committees to assist the board in developing policies 
to guide District operations. These committees and commissions 
include: 


¢ Water Commission—assists the board in formulating policy 
on matters regarding the municipal and industrial water 
program. 


* Agricultural Water Committee—assists the board in 


developing policy regarding water supply for agricultural 


uses. 
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* Landscape Advisory Committee—assists the board in 
developing landscape guidelines for water conservation. 


© Environmental Advisory Committee—advises the board on 
issues of environmental restoration and enhancement. 


° Flood Control Zone Committees—prepare 
recommendations relative to the District’s priorities and 
financing policies for flood-management for each flood 
control zone 


D.2.3 Changes to the District Act Over 
Time 

The District Act has been amended by the state legislature several 

times since it was first adopted. The most recent were made in 

2001. The following topics were added in the 2001 update of the 

act: 


* Responsibility for providing protection from tidal flooding. 
* Responsibility for managing recycled water. 


* A role in promoting environmental stewardship in District 
watersheds. 


The latter two topics illustrate that the District’s responsibilities 
have, over time, expanded beyond the original responsibilities of 
water supply and flood control. As a result, the District needed 
to expand its procedures and operations to include watershed 
stewardship programs. | 


D.3 Governance Policies 

‘The District operates under a model of governance known as the 
Carver Policy Governance Model. The District made the decision 
to institute this governance model in June 1999 and has been in 
the process of transitioning to this model of governance ever since. 


The Carver model is an integrated system of governance built 
on the premise that a board exists to be accountable for the 
outcome or the organization. Under this model, the board, 

as a group, represents interests of the community (as owners 

of the organization) and demands its primary relationship be 
outward focused. With total authority and accountability for the 
organization, the board exercises systematic delegation, mainly 


through the Chief Executive Officer (CEO). The board establishes 
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its expectations (i.e., intended results for intended people at the 
intended cost or priority) through Ends Policies; and it empowers 
the CEO with maximum flexibility, creativity, and timeliness 

by outlining methods, conduct, activities, and circumstances or 
unacceptable methods or means as expressed in the Executive 
Limitations Policies. 


Some District governance documents have been adopted in 
accordance with the model, while other operative documents 
guiding District actions predate the adoption of the new 
governance model. 


These Governance Policies, adopted by the board, not only clearly 
define the role of the District’s board and CEO but serve to create 
greater CEO accountability in striving to reach the organization's 
mission. They provide overall guidance relating to the purpose, 
mission, and functions of the District. The Governance Policies 
are broken down into five categories of policies: Governance 
Process, Board-CEO Linkage, Executive Limitations, Board- 
General Counsel, and most importantly the Ends Policies. 


D.3.1 Governance Process 

The Governance Process policies are general policies describing 
the purpose of the board and the expectations for board job duties 
and job performance. GP-4 commits the board to complete a 
re-exploration of Ends Policies annually and continually improve 
board performance through board education and enriched input 
and deliberation. It also gives specific direction regarding agenda 
planning, including a description of agenda items to be covered 
and reviewed on an annual basis. Finally, the Governance Policies 
include a board member’s Code of Conduct. 


D.3.2 Board-CEO Linkage 


‘These policies establish the relationship between the Board and 
CEO. 


* BL-1 establishes the CEO as the board’s sole connection 
(with the exception of the General Counsel) to the 
operations, the achievements, and conduct of the District. 


* BL-2 emphasizes that only official board decisions are 
binding to the CEO. 


¢ BL-3 states that all authority and accountability of staff is 
considered the authority and accountability of the CEO. 
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° BL-4 specifies that the board will instruct the CEO through 
written policies which prescribe the organizational ends 
to be achieved and describe organizational situations 
and actions to be avoided, allowing the CEO to use any 
reasonable interpretation of these policies. 


° BL-5 establishes that the monitoring of CEO performance 
will be solely against the organizational Ends and 
organizational operation within the boundaries of Executive 
Limitations. 


D.3.3 Executive Limitations 

The Executive Limitations describe executive constraints or means 
to be avoided to accomplish the Ends Policies. Situations and 
actions to be avoided include: 


* any activity, decision, or organizational circumstance which 
is either unlawful, imprudent, or in violation of commonly 
accepted business practice and professional ethics. 


° endangering the organization’s public image or credibility, 
particularly in ways that would hinder its accomplishment 
of mission. 


Particularly: 


° EL-7 allowing corporate assets (e.g., pipelines, reservoirs, 
water treatment plants, various equipment, water rights, 
tights of way, and other flood control facilities) to be 
unprotected, inadequately maintained, or unnecessarily 
risked. 


° EL-9 not keeping the board informed or supported in its 
work, e.g, neglecting to submit monitoring data required by 
the board, letting the board be unaware of relevant trends, 
and failure to provide a mechanism for official board, 
officer of committee communications.

D.3.4 Board-General Counsel Linkage 
The Board-General Counsel Policies provide direction to the 

} ee | s _ t agi i cry oe fe os 
general counsel for representing the board and CEO. The policies 
emphasize the responsibility of the general counsel to perform 
its duties in a manner that is lawful, ethical, and respectful of 
the organization. Finally, the policies give direction on board 
monitoring of the general counsel’s performance. 
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D.3.5 Ends Policies 


Perhaps the most important component of the District’s 
Governance Policies, from a public point of view, are the District's 
Ends Policies. As a part of the overall Governance Policies, they 
provide important “stand-alone” guidance to both the board and 
staff regarding the operational outcomes that the District board 


seeks. 


Ends policies communicate the organizations outcomes and/or 
the organization's achievements regarding the results, products, 
impacts, benefits, outcomes and relative worth (cost to recipients) 
to the community served by the District board. These policies, 
along with Executive Limitations, serve as guidance for the CEO 
when making management decisions. 


Since the adoption of the Governance Policies in 1999, the 
District has developed a variety of plans, programs, contracts, 
Memorandum of Understandings (MOUs), and efforts that 
address the four categories of Ends Policies. Although many of 
the documents were originally developed prior to the adoption 
of the Ends Policies, the District has updated and will continue 
to update plans and documents so that they are compatible 
with the Ends Policies. Updated plans include the Groundwater 
Management Plan, the Urban Water Management Plan, and the 
Urban Runoff Management Plan. In addition, more recently 
completed plans, such as the Watershed Action Plan and Coyote 
Watershed Stream Stewardship Plan, acknowledge the importance 
of the new Ends Policies. 


To be responsive to the expanded mission, District operations 
embarked on efforts to develop organizational Strategic Plans 
aimed to achieve the Ends Policies. Organizational strategic plans, 
business plans, and budget plans are being identified, explored, 
and implemented as an on-going basis. 


Most notably, the Watershed and Capital Services Operations 
both instituted the Quality and/or Environmental Management 
Systems (QMS or QEMS). Certified under the International 
Organization for Standards, these systems represent common 
sense-based and well-documented systems to ensure consistency 
and improvement of working practices, including the product 
and environmentally-sound services provided. Other District- 
wide organizational improvements initiatives are also under way, 
including the assessment of current management/work practices 
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using the methods of the California Awards for Performance 
Excellence (CAPE) Assessment. 


Ends policy E-1 was adopted as the District’s mission statement by 
the board on August 6, 2002. It reads as follows: 


The mission of the district is a healthy, safe, and enhanced quality 
of living in Santa Clara County through watershed stewardship 
and the comprehensive management of water resources in a 
practical, cost-effective, and environmentally-sensitive manner. 


This mission statement provides the general overall District 
direction. Specific policy directions (water supply, flood 
protection, watershed stewardship and open space) are contained 
in the Ends Policies as follows: 


E-2: There is a healthy and safe environment for residents and 
visitors. 


E-3: There is an enhanced quality of life in Santa Clara County. 


Each Ends Policy is subject to the specific interpretation of the 
CEO for implementation. These CEO interpretations translate 
each Ends Policy into one or several measurable objectives. 


The Ends Policies are implemented through CEO interpretations 
contained in the annual Ends Report, board resolutions, or 
ordinances (many of which pre-date the District’s adoption of the 
Carver governance model). Though parts of it may be outdated, 
the District’s Engineering Policies and Procedures Manual (EPP) 
contains sections on water supply, flood control, recreation, 
outreach, and stream maintenance. 


The District is considering updating the EPP and separating 
policies and engineering procedures into different publications. 
Policies would be directed to either the board annual Ends Policy 
re-exploration process or the CEO’s Ends Report. The remaining 
procedures and engineering standards would be compiled for use 
by District staff. 


Additionally, through the annual Ends Report, the Treated Water 
Contracts,and Statewide Water Conservation Memorandum of 
Understanding are being updated and refined. 


The following sections describe the Ends Policies, the CEO’s 
interpretations of these Ends Policies, and the primary District 
policies and programs that implement these Ends Policies. 
‘The sections are organized according to the four main areas of 
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responsibility of the District, which are individually outlined in 
Ends policies E-2 and E-3. They are: . 


¢ Water supply. 
* Flood protection. 
* Watershed stewardship. 


* Open space, trails and recreation. 


D.3.5.1 Water Supply 
The following are the District’s Ends Policies (E-2.1) related to 
water supply: 


E-2.1 There is a reliable supply of healthy, clean drinking water. 


E-2.1.1 The water supply meets or exceeds all applicable water 
quality regulatory standards in a cost-effective manner. 


E-2.1.2 The water supply is reliable to meet current demands. 


E-2.1.3 The water supply is reliable to meet future demands as 
identified in the water district’s Integrated Water Resource Plan 
(IWRP) process. 


E-2.1.4 There are a variety of water supply sources. 


E-2.1.5 The groundwater basins are aggressively protected from 
contamination and the threat of contamination. 


E-2.1.6 Water recycling is expanded within Santa Clara County 
in partnership with the community, consistent with the water 
district’s Integrated Water Resources Plan (TWRP), reflecting its 
comparative cost assessments and other board policies. 


E-2.1.6.1 Target 2010, water recycling accounts for five percent of 


total water use in Santa Clara County. 


E-2.1.6.2 Target 2020, water recycling accounts for ten percent of 


total water use in Santa Clara County. 
E-2.2.2.3 Groundwater supplies are sustained. 


The following CEO interpretations were provided in the Fiscal 
Year 2002-2003 Ends Report for policies relating to water supply: 


For E-2.1.1, CEO interpretations are as follows: There shall be no 
water quality regulatory standards violations; and Cost of treating 


water (per acre-foot delivered) will be less than $119 per acre-foot. 
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For E-2.1.2, CEO interpretation is stated as: Water from actual 
annual supply and from reserves will be sufficient to meet current 
demand and reserves will be sufficient to meet demands in a 
subsequent repeat of the single driest year of record (1977). 


For E-2.1.3, CEO interpretations are stated as: Estimated water 
conservation savings will increase more than 4.3 percent per year; 
and Current annual water supply and reserves will equal or exceed 


projected demands in the 1996 TWRP. 


For E-2.1.4, CEO interpretation is stated as: Of the current total 
water supply mix, no one source should exceed 25 percent. 


For E-2.1.5, CEO interpretation is stated as: Index wells shall 

not have contaminant concentrations that exceed water quality 
objectives. 

For E-2.1.6, CEO interpretations are stated as: The Cost per acre- 
foot for recycled water projects shall be within the recycled water 
cost range identified for evaluating alternative water supply mixes 
in the revised IWRP; and In accordance with Board Ends policy 
E-2.1.5, implementation of recycled water projects shall not cause 
any exceedances of water quality objectives in any index wells. 


For E-2.1.6.1, CEO interpretations are stated as: Use of recycled 
water will increase from 0.5 percent to total water use in 1999 to - 
5 percent by 2010; and use of recycled water will increase from 
0.5 percent of total water use in 1999 to 10 percent by 2020. 


For E-2.2.2.3, CEO interpretations are stated as: Land elevation 
should not decrease due to subsidence caused by groundwater 
withdrawal; and depth to water measurement — The index wells 
of the two major groundwater basins shall be above targets set to 
prevent subsidence. 


Permits 

To manage and protect the valley’s water supply, the Santa Clara 
Valley Water District requires permits for all well construction 
and destruction work, most exploratory boring, under District 
Ordinance 90-1 (the district Well Ordinance).and protection of 
water supplies in Santa Clara County under Ordinance 83-2. 


Ordinance 90-1 defines different types and categories of wells, 
requirements associated with well sealing and construction, 
requirements for the well permitting process, and procedures 

for wells that are considered to be a public hazard with regard to 
water quality. Ordinance 90-1 was adopted by the board on May 
24, 1990. 
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District Ordinance 83-2 also contains provisions for protection 
of water supplies. It prohibits "the pollution of the water supplies 
of the water district, whether in surface streams, reservoirs or 
conduits of any kind, or of groundwater, by any direct or indirect 
means whatever, including the deposit of polluting matter of any 
kind upon the banks of a watercourse, lake or reservoir where the 
same may reach or affect such water supplies, and including the 
discharge of polluting storm waters or sanitary sewage." 


Resolution No. 93-59 Regarding Stormwater Infiltration 
Devices (SWIDs) 

Adopted in August 24, 1993, this resolution recognizes that 
SWIDs pose a threat to the groundwater basin and imposes 
requirements on their approval. Subsequent MOUs were signed 
between the District and some cities to (1) continue the use of 
SWIDs that were already in operation and (2) allow the signatory 
cities to approve SWIDs in their jurisdiction if the applications 
met certain requirements. 


D.3.5.2 Flood Protection 

‘The District’s flood control policies address floodplain 
management, property acquisition, new development, design 
criteria, and the District’s Flood Control Zone Advisory 
Committees. 


The following are the District’s Ends Policies related to flood 
protection: 


E-2.2 There is reduced potential for flood damages. 


E-2.2.1 The cost of reducing the potential for flood damages 
is balanced with benefits (including possible environmental 
restoration and enhancement). 


E-2.2.2 There is a balance between the contributions of 
watersheds and steams in providing for public health and safety 


and in providing protection of natural resource benefits. 


E-2.2.2.1 Homes, schools, businesses, and transportation 
networks are protected from flooding and erosion. 


E-2.2.2.2 There is clean, safe water in our creeks and bays. 
E-2.2.2.3 Groundwater supplies are sustained. 


The following CEO interpretations were provided in the Fiscal 
Year 2002-2003 Ends Report for policies relating to flood 
protection: 
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For E-2.2, CEO interpretations are stated as: Response time to 
requests for land development review should not be more than 30 
days; and Sediment shall be removed from creeks as identified in 
the Multi-Year Stream Maintenance Program in order to reduce 
potential for flood damage. 


For E-2.2.1, CEO interpretation is stated as: Sediment removal 
costs shall not exceed $34 per parcel protected, as identified in the 
Multi-Year Stream Maintenance Program. 


For E-2.2.2, CEO interpretation is stated as: Bank stabilization 
work shall be completed as planned in order to provide for public 
health and safety and protection of natural resource benefits. 


For E-2.2.2.1, CEO interpretation is stated as: In any given 
year, the number of parcels protected from flooding should be as 
planned in the Clean, Safe Creeks and Natural Flood Protection 


Program. 


For E-2.2.2.2, CEO interpretations are stated as: Hazardous 
materials complaints requiring on-site investigations will be 
responded to in two hours or less in order to provide clean, safe 
water in our creeks and bay; and Trash removed during District- 
sponsored volunteer creek cleanup events should decrease over 
time, providing cleaner and safer water in our creeks and bays. 


For E-2.2.2.3, CEO interpretations are stated as: Land elevation 
should not decrease due to subsidence caused by groundwater 
withdrawal; and Depth to water measurement — The index wells 
of the two major groundwater basins shall be above targets set to 
prevent subsidence. 


Engineering Policy and Procedures (EPP) 

Section 3-000 of the EPP, entitled “Flood Control,” contains 
District policies addressing floodplains, District flood design, 
design and maintenance of flood control structures, and land-use 
relating to flood protection. The following are District policies 
regarding flood protection found in the District’s EPP: 


Flood Protection Management Program: Through Resolution No. 
79-77, the District encourages the use of floodplain management 
techniques within the District and within other government 
agencies in the county. The floodplain management techniques 


preparedness plans. The resolution also encourages advance 
planning by cities and the county of their respective road systems 
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to be compatible with good floodplain management practices, 
and meeting applicable requirements of the Federal Insurance 
Administration. 


Voluntary Property Acquisition Program: The Voluntary Property 
Acquisition Program for Flood Hazard Mitigation, EPP Policy 
No. 3-217, is designed to remove high-risk property subject to 
repetitive flood damage. The policy outlines the procedures for 
property acquisition under the program and includes criteria 
established by the board as a prerequisite to making a property 
purchase under the program. 


Enclosing Flood Control Channels: The guideline is included 

as Policy 3-219 of the District’s EPP. Because enclosure of flood 
control channels to construct culverts, pipes, and bridges has 
resulted in maintenance and carrying capacity problems, the 
District adopted the “Guideline Limiting the Construction of 
Enclosed Flood Control Channels” to limit the construction 

of covered flood control channels. The policy states that flood 
protection or other improvements that would fully or partially 
enclose and cover a natural creek will not be acceptable, except at 
road and railroad bridge crossings. 


Criteria for Prioritizing Flood Control Projects: This guideline 

is included as Policy 3-220 of the District’s EPP. In order 

to effectively manage flood control programs, the District 
prioritizes flood control projects in each flood zone according the 
prioritization criteria. Each year, weighted criteria are applied to 
each candidate project to arrive at a proposed relative ranking of 
projects for each zone. Staff then reviews the proposed ranking 
with the Flood Control Advisory Committees for each of the five 
flood control zones at least once each year prior to proposing the 
annual budget to the board for consideration. It should be noted 
that this policy is under review for further refinement 


Flooding Induced by Development: Policy No. 3-225 of the 
District’s EPP outlines the District’s policy on flooding induced by 
development. The board adopted the current policy on October 2, 
1979. The policy states that the District will inform the cities and 
the county of the effects of new development on flooding. Under 
the policy, the District shall urge that all developments comply 
with pertinent Federal Insurance Administration requirements. 
When upstream development may have an adverse flooding effect 
downstream, the District will suggest that upstream development 
install or provide mitigation measures. Mitigation measures 

can include on-site detention storage for stormwater runoff or 
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improvement to downstream channels to prevent additional 


flooding. 


Limiting Flood Control Measures that Rely on Human 
Intervention: The guideline is included as Policy 3-250 of the 
District EPP and states that proposals for flood prevention and/or 
flood damage reduction measures that require an operations plan 
or would rely upon human intervention prior to or during a flood 
will not be acceptable unless they meet, as a minimum, guidelines 
prepared by FEMA. The District adopted the “Guideline for 
Allowing Use of Flood Control Measures that Rely on Human 
Intervention or Operations Plan” to set a minimum standard for 
temporary, nonstructural measures flood control measures that 
rely on human intervention and operations plans before and 
during floods. These include activities such as sandbagging and 
reservoir releases. 


District Flood Control Maintenance of Private Property: The 
District policy on flood control maintenance of private property 
is included as Policy 3-330 of the EPP. The policy states that the 
District will not perform flood control maintenance wok on any 
facility where it does not have right of way for such facility. An 
exception to the policy is to provide needed maintenance work on 
an emergency basis. 


Ordinance 83-2 

District Ordinance 83-2 is the main policy providing for stream 
maintenance and flood protection in the District. Anyone who 
plans a project or works within 50 feet of any watercourse must 
first obtain a permit from the District. Ordinance 83-2 contains 
important additional guidance regarding flood protection. Its 
intent is to minimize the impact of development on streams, 
creeks, and reservoirs. The ordinance requires a project review and 
permitting process to minimize impacts to watercourses resulting 
from development or community activities. The Community 
Projects Review Unit administers the ordinance. 


D.3.5.3 Watershed Stewardship 
The following are the District’s Ends Policies (E-3.1) related to 
watershed management and healthy creeks: 


E-3.1 Watersheds, streams, and the natural resources therein are 
protected and when appropriate enhanced or restored. 


E-3.1.1 Healthy creek and bay ecosystems are protected, 
enhanced, or restored as determined appropriate by the board. 
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E-3.1.1.1 Opportunities to enhance or restore natural resource 
benefits of streams and watersheds are identified. 


E-3.1.1.2 Mitigation, enhancements, or restorations are 
implemented when determined appropriate by the board. 


The following CEO interpretations were provided in the Fiscal 
Year 2002-2003 Ends report for policies relating to clean creeks 
and healthy watersheds: 


For E-3.1, CEO interpretation is stated as: Watersheds, wetlands, 
spawning gravels, and revegetation shall be protected, enhanced or 
restored as determined appropriate by the board. 


For E-3.1.1, CEO interpretation is stated as: Enhancement 
or restoration to creek and bay ecosystems is implemented as 
identified and determined appropriate by the board. 


For E-3.1.1.1, CEO interpretation is stated as: Mitigation 
activities and opportunities for enhancement or restoration should 
be identified to the board to restore natural resource benefits of 
streams and watersheds. 


For E-3.1.1.2, CEO interpretation is stated as: Implement 
mitigations, enhancements, or restorations that have been 


determined appropriate by the board. 


Engineering Policy and Procedures (EPP) 
The following are District policies related to clean creeks and 
healthy watersheds found in the District’s EPP: 


Winter Construction Activities: District construction activities 
located in or adjacent to creeks, reservoirs, and other waterways 
have a high potential of creating extensive storm water pollution 
due to erosion during the winter months, when rainfall levels 

are the highest. The policy on winter construction activities is 
outlined in Procedure 1-803 of the District’s EPP. The policy 
states that no construction work shall be performed in or around 
creeks, reservoirs, and other waterways between October 15 and 
April 30 of each year, where there is significant potential for 
stormwater pollution. 


Non-District Sponsored Channel and/or Reservoir Clean- 

Up Program: The District board adopted the “Non-District 
Sponsored Channel and/or Reservoir Clean-Up Program Policy” 
on September 8, 1970 to encourage District support of local 
groups interest in participating in a creek or reservoir clean- 


up program. The policy is included as Policy No. 3-320 in the 
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District’s EPP. The policy states that the District will cooperate 
with interested groups in clean-up programs in every way possible, 
even to the extent of providing District-owned trucks with 
District operators to haul away material collected at clean-up 
events. 


Use of District Lands for Mitigation or Restoration: Areas 
available for mitigation required as a result of District projects 

are limited. Consequently, potential mitigation sites have a high 
value. As a result the District adopted the “Guideline for Allowing 
Others to Use District Lands for Mitigation or Restoration.” The 
guideline is included as Policy 3-241 of the District’s EPP. The 
policy states that District-owned property shall not be available 

to any party for the purposes of mitigation or restoration on non- 
District projects unless there is a clearly demonstrated benefit to 
the District. 


Other Policies. 

Although not included in the EPP, the following District 
ordinances and policies also address clean creeks and healthy 
watersheds: 


Public Acquisition of Lands for Watershed Protection: The 
District’s policy on acquiring lands for watershed protection 

is outlined in Resolution No. 98- 85, “Endorsing the Public 
Acquisition of Lands for Watershed Protection” (SCVWD, 
Resolution No. 98-85, 1998). The policy states that the District 
supports and endorses the concept of acquiring watershed lands 
for the purpose of watershed protection. The resolution was passed 
and adopted by the board on November 3, 1998. 


Creekside Street Design: The District policy on creekside stream 
design is presented in a brochure titled the “Green Brochure”. 
The District’s Green Brochure and criteria for creekside street 
design was adopted in 1979 and updated and reprinted in June 
2000. The Green Brochure aims to reduce development practices 
harmful to creeks and encourage more desirable practices in 
regards to creek protection. These include utilizing cul-de-sacs or 
looped streets, public access, trails, parks and preserving habitat. 


Revegetation Policy: The District’s revegetation policy is outlined 
in Resolution No. 79-76, “Declaring Policy of Santa Clara Valley 
Water District Regarding Revegetation and Landscaping of 
District Facilities”. The board adopted the policy on September 
18, 1974. The resolution’s policies emphasize minimizing impacts 


to native vegetation and wildlife and encourage cooperation and 
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cost minimization in order to make revegetation feasible and 
successful. 


D.3.5.4 Open Space, Trails and Recreation 

The District has several policies that address recreation, including 
policies on joint use of District facilities, parks and trails, use of 
vehicles on District property and docking facilities on District 
property. These include one Ends Policy and several policies found 
in the EPP. 


The following is the District's Ends Policy related to open space, 
trails, and recreation: 


E-3.2 There are additional open spaces, trails, and parks along 


creeks and in the watersheds when reasonable and appropriate. 


E-3.2.1 Public access to 70 miles of trails along creeks and access 
to open space by the year 2016 consistent with Measure B. In 
providing public access, emphasis shall be placed on the following 
project characteristics: 


1. Planned Project 15/110 (14%) 

2. Advances District Mission (27%) 

3. Cost Effectiveness 15/110 (14%) 

4, Geographic Desirability 25/110 (23%) 
5. Accessibility 15/110 (14%) 


6. Community Involvement 10/110 (09%) 


The following CEO interpretation was provided in the Fiscal 
Year 2002-2003 Ends Report for the Ends Policy relating to open 
space, trails and recreation: 


For E-3.2, CEO interpretation is stated as: Open space will be 
made accessible and trails constructed at rates to meet the Clean, 
Safe Creeks and Natural Flood Protection Program’s target of 70 
miles by 2016. 


Engineering Policy and Procedures (EPP) 
The following are District policies related to open space, trails and 
recreation found in the District’s EPP: 


Joint Use of Ground Water Facilities: The District’s policy on joint 
use of groundwater recharge facilities is outlined in Resolution 
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72-44, “Stating Policy on Santa Clara County Flood Control 
and Water District Regarding Recreational Uses of Groundwater 
Recharge Facilities.” It allows for joint-use of groundwater 
recharge facilities for open space and recreation under certain 
limitations. 


Creek Park Chains: In February 1973, the City of San Jose 
prepared a report titled, “Report Recommendations on Floodplain 
and Flood Control Policies.” The report contained recommended 
policies on creek park chains that were adopted by the board 

on May 22, 1973. The creek park chain policies states that by 
utilization of floodplain concepts, the existing creeks that flow 
through San Jose offer an opportunity to develop a lineal city- 
wide park system. 


District Endorsement of the Santa Clara County Trails and 
Pathways Plan: The board endorsed the Santa Clara County Trails 
and Pathways Plan as embodied in the county’s 1982 “Regional 
Parks, Trails, and Scenic Highways” map. The policy states that 
the board endorses the “Trails and Pathways Plan for Santa Clara 
County” as it pertains to District facilities. The policy also clarifies 
the District position that it will design and build bridges and 
other projects to not preclude further development of trails and 
pathways, wherever feasible. 


Docks on Water District Lands: Resolution No. 70-95, “Declaring 
Policy in the Matter of Private Docking Facilities Upon District 
Waterfront Lands,” outlines the District policy on docks on 
District lands. The District previously issued dock permits at 
several of its reservoirs but began to phase out dock permits 

in 1970. The phase-out deadline of 1975 has been extended 
periodically, with the most recent phase-out date extension 

being approved on November 19, 1991. The policy outlines the 
requirements that must be met to maintain a dock permit. 


Compatible Multipurpose Use of District Floodplains: Policy 
No. 3-240 in the District EPP, “Guideline for Permitting 
Multipurpose Use of District Floodplain ROWs,” outlines the 
guidelines and policy for permitting multipurpose uses on right- 
of-ways. The District policy is to encourage multipurpose uses of 
floodplain right-of-ways as long as uses do not change, divert, or 
interfere with the District’s maintenance of the area, or deposit 
pollutants within the right-of-ways. 
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D.4 Existing Plans and Documents 
D.4.1 Water Supply 


One of the main roles of the District is to provide water supply to 
the county. Ends Policy E-2.1 states that there is to be a reliable 
supply of healthy, clean drinking water. To reach this end, the 
District is implementing a variety of plans and programs. The key 
water supply documents are described below. Their topic areas and 
relative hierarchy are illustrated in Figure D-3. 


The water supply functions of the District are wide-ranging, 
encompassing the importation, storage conveyance, treatment, 
distribution, groundwater recharge and management, 

conservation, recycling, and short and long-term planning for , 
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Figure D-3. Key water supply documents. 
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water supply. Thus, the policies and documents that guide the 
work of the water supply operations are the most varied among 
the policies and programs implementing any of the four categories 
of Ends Policies. 


D.4.1.1 Water Supply Reliability 
The adequacy of the water supply is mainly addressed through 
efforts described below. 


integrated Water Resources Plan 

The Integrated Water Resources Plan (TWRP) is the District’s 
long-term planning tool to achieve the board’s Ends Policy 
regarding reliable water supply to meet future demands 


rt cr 
in 1997. The goal of the 1997 IWRP was to provide a balanced, 
flexible, long-term water supply plan that relies on a mix of water 
resources and meets the needs of Santa Clara County through 
2020. It was designed to meet changing conditions and demands 
over time. This is to be achieved through the implementation 
of four key measures: water-banking, long-term water transfers, 
recycled water and water conservation. 


The District is currently updating the [WRB, which will identify 
new and alternative approaches to meeting demands for water 
supply through 2040 and place greater emphasis on regional 
approaches and solutions to water quality and reliability issues. 


Groundwater Management Plan 

The Groundwater Management Plan (GMP) is aimed at 

ensuring that Santa Clara County's groundwater resources are 
protected. The plan recognizes that many existing groundwater 
management programs were developed prior to the adoption of 
the Ends Policies in 1999 and, thus, makes recommendations 

for improvements that will lead to better coordination between 
the District’s groundwater management goals and its operational 
policies. GMP recommendations include improving coordination 
between the GMP and the IWRP, optimizing recharge operations, 
improving understanding of the groundwater basin, and 
increasing coordination with other agencies. The GMP also 
recommends that the District complete a more detailed analysis 
of the Groundwater Management Plan as it relates to the Ends 
Policies. 


The GMP was developed by District staff in July 2001 and is 
to be being updated in 2004. The update is to provide a formal 
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groundwater management strategy, address the recommendations 
made in the 2001 GMP, and provide additional recommendations 
for improvement. 


Statewide Water Conservation MOU 

The District is a signatory to the California Urban Water 
Conservation Council’s Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) 
on Water Conservation. This document was developed and signed 
by nearly 100 urban water agencies and environmental groups in 
December 1991. The District was one of the first signatories to 
the MOU and became a member of the council in 1991. 


By signing the MOU, groups and agencies pledge to implement 
a series of comprehensive conservation Best Management 
Practices (BMPs) aimed at promoting water conservation. As a 
water wholesaler, the District is obligated to implement just six 
of the fourteen BMP’s. However, the District has committed to 
implementing twelve of the fourteen. 


Imported Water Contracts 

Maintaining reliable access to high quality supplies of imported 
water is essential to meeting current water needs and to 
implementing the District’s IWRP strategy for future water 
supplies. In an average year, about 60% of the water used in Santa 
Clara County is imported from the Bay-Delta through three 
major water projects: the State Water Project (SWP), the Federal 
Central Valley Project (CVP), and San Francisco’s Hetch Hetchy 
Project. Imported water is conveyed to the County through the 
South Bay Aqueduct, which carries water from SWP; the federal 
San Felipe Division, which brings water from the CVP; and the 
Hetch Hetchy Aqueduct, which brings water from the Hetch 
Hetchy Reservoir in the Sierra Nevada Mountains. 


Through contracting with the SWP and the federal CVP, 

the Semitropic Water Storage District, and the Bureau of 
Reclamation, the District is engaged in resolution of Bay-Delta 
issues such as increased regulatory actions, degraded water quality, 
and vulnerability of delta levees; water banking which allows 
excess supplies in wet years to help alleviate the water supply 
demands in future dry years; and managing CVP and SWP issues 
such as negotiating District’s share of costs. 


Annual Groundwater Conditions Report 
The purpose of the Annual Groundwater Conditions Report is 
to describe and document conditions within the county’s three 
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groundwater sub-basins. It is intended to augment the annual 
Water Utility Enterprise Report. The collection and analysis of 
groundwater monitoring data is essential to understanding current 
groundwater conditions and provides information on groundwater 
elevation, groundwater quality and land subsidence. With this 
information, the District provides water supply management 
activities and planning. 


This report, published in July 2002, summarizes the monitoring 
performed in 2001 and presents the results and analyses. The 
report also summarizes new groundwater projects and studies 

and provides information on new groundwater legislation and 
regulations affecting Santa Clara County. The data shows that, for 
the most part, groundwater management programs achieve the 
desired end. 


Master Plans for Recycled Water 

The District Board has adopted policies to expand recycled water 
consistent with long-term water supply efforts. In Santa Clara 
County, there was approximately 8,300 acre-feet of recycled water 
used in fiscal year 2002-03. 


The District works with four local publicly owned treatment 
plants (POT Ws) to provide recycled water to Santa Clara County. 
These POT Ws include the San Jose/Santa Clara Water Pollution 
Control Plant (SJ/SC WPCP), Sunnyvale Plant, Palo Alto 
Regional Water Quality Control Plant (RWQCP), and South 
County Regional Wastewater Authority (SCRWA). Several of 
these partners in conjunction with the District have prepared and 
continue to update recycled water master plans. 


The District is currently working on the South County Recycled 
Water Master Plan” and is in the preliminary scoping phase of 

the project currently referred to as the “County Wide Recycled 
Water Master Plan.” These master planning efforts are summarized 
below. 


South County Recycled Water Master Plan This project is 

being performed in conjunction with SCRWA. The purpose of 
this study is to develop a Recycled Water Master Plan for the 
expansion of tertiary treated recycled water within the south 
county. This project has a Year-2020 planning horizon. The 
projects identified in the Master Plan will increase the reliability of 
the county’s long-term water supplies, consistent with the TWRP. 
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The Master Plan will identify, quantify, and evaluate potential 
recycled water customers. For the short-term, the Master Plan 
will evaluate customers and alternatives with immediate increases 
in recycled water demand. For the long-term, the Master Plan 
will evaluate market demands, perform planning studies, and 
recommend long-term improvement projects in conjunction with 


SCRWA build-out plans and the County’s General Plan. 


Phase I of the Master Plan will identify capital improvement 
projects needed to improve the recycled water distribution system’s 
reliability and capacity to accommodate future expansion. 


Phase II of the project will provide environmental input to ensure 
compliance with the requirements of CEQA, including initial 
environmental services and preparation, review, and approval of a 
Program/Project EIR. The first phase of the project is scheduled 
to be completed in the Spring 2004, and Phase II is currently 
scheduled to be completed in the Fall of 2005. 


County Wide Recycled Water Master Plan The project scope 
and schedule for this plan is currently being developed. The 
District anticipates the project to be a county-wide effort with a 
2020 planning horizon. The plan is expected to investigate and 
determine the distribution system improvements needed to meet 
storage, pumping, and pipeline capacity requirements to serve 
projected and long-term water supply requirements consistent 


with the Integrated Water Resources Plan (IWRP). 


Four key issues likely to be addressed in this document include: 
institutional arrangements and partnerships, external funding 
requirements, community outreach and acceptance, and water 
quality/ ground water protection. Concurrently, the District is 
also in the process of planning, designing for construction of 
recycled water treatment facilities, transmission pipelines. 


Fisheries and Aquatic Habitat Collaborative Effort 

The Fisheries and Aquatic Habitat Collaborative Effort (FAHCE) 
was initiated by the Water District and the California Department 
of Fish and Game in 1997, to respond to a complaint filed in 
1996 by the Guadalupe-Coyote Resource Conservation District, 
Trout Unlimited and the Pacific Coast Federation of Fisherman's 
Association. The complaint alleged that District operations were 
not providing adequate flows for the protection of fisheries and 
other aquatic resources in Coyote Creek, Stevens Creek and 

the Guadalupe River. Along with a comprehensive, long-term 
fisheries agreement, the FAHCE process resulted in designating 
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an estimated 2000 acre feet per year of local surface water for 

fish habitat. Adjustments in reservoir release operations and 
increased reliance on imported water provides the stream flow 
and the funding sources for habitat improvement, fish population 
increases in Coyote Creek, Stevens Creek and Guadalupe River. 


Water Use Efficiency Annual Report Fiscal Year 2001-2002 
This Annual Report for Fiscal Year 2001-2002 was the first annual 
report issued by the District’s Water Use Efficiency (WUE) unit. 
The District had been active in water conservation and recycling 
for many years. In 2001 these two related uses were combined to 
better implement the objectives of the District’s Integrated Water 


Resources Plan (TWRP) and Ends Policies. 


The conservation and recycling programs reduce demands placed 
on existing water supplies, improve water supply reliability, and 
help to defer the cost and environmental impact of developing 
additional water supplies. The annual report lists over one dozen 
residential, business, and agricultural conservation programs 

and calculates the water savings from the programs. The report 
also documents the water savings from recycled water use, the 
education and outreach efforts along with results from WUE 


Conservation, and Recycling Studies and Research. 


The District’s conservation programs are currently on-target 

to meet the Year-2020 conservation goals. Water savings from 
conservation continue to grow, and there has been a steady 
increase in recycled water use in Santa Clara County over the 

past ten years. The District will continue to expand and enhance 
both recycling and conservation programs to ensure that the 
community’s water supply and wastewater discharge systems work 
together to provide the most cost-effective use of water resources. 


D.4.1.2 Infrastructure Reliability 

‘The reliability of water supply depends on careful planning to 
ensure a sustained, regular delivery of water to customers. Several 
plans address the reliability of water acquired or imported by the 
District. 


Urban Water Management Plan 

The District has prepared an Urban Water Management Plan 
(UWMP) in accordance with the California Urban Water 
Management Planning Act. The act recognizes that planning 

for municipal water use and implementation of water supply 
projects should happen at a local level. Therefore, the act requires 
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urban water suppliers to prepare an UWMP every five years. The 
District's UWMP was first prepared in 1985, and was revised in 
1990, 1995 and 2001. 


‘The UWMP includes a District profile and describes the District's 
water supply system; water use; water supply outlook; deficiencies 
and risks; contingency plans; water recycling, banking and transfer 
opportunities; and water conservation programs. The majority of 
actions described in the UWMP are being implemented as part of 
the Integrated Water Resources Plan (TWRP) Preferred Strategy. 
This strategy will guide the District’s planning for water banking, 
long-term water transfers, recycled water, and water conservation 
through 2020. 


District staff members prepared the most recent UWMP based on 
their frequent interaction with water retailers and others involved 
in water management and conservation. The District made the 
draft document publicly available for review and then adopted it 
at a hearing on April 3, 2001. 


Water Infrastructure Reliability Project 

The District has recently launched the Water Infrastructure 
Reliability Project to determine the required system improvements 
needed to provide adequate service. The project is partially a 
response to concerns stemming from the 1989 Loma Prieta 
earthquake regarding human-made and natural hazards. The 
project will analyze the District’s storage, transmission, pumping, 
treatment, and distribution facilities and will also review 
connections between water systems. 


‘The project team is currently working to: 
* Coordinate with other District projects. 


¢ Determine critical hazard event(s) and risks for planning 
purposes. 


* Identify the critical District facilities for service after a 
hazard event. 


Prepare preliminary level of service ctiteria for evaluation 
of the baseline reliability of the existing District system. 


* Coordinate with retail customers and imported water 
suppliers for evaluation of their systems as they relate to the 
reliability of the overall regional supply picture. 
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Project workshops were held in spring of 2003, and included 
District staff, management and project stakeholders (including 
retail customers and imported water supply representatives) 
who provided technical input and participated in developing 
alternatives for facility and operation improvements. 


Emergency Reservoir Operations Plan 

The District has prepared an Emergency Reservoir Operations 
Plan (EROP) in accordance with California Department of 
Health Services (DHS) Water Permit number 02-88-005. 

DHS regulations normally prohibit body contact recreation on 
reservoirs used for potable supply. The EROP allows the District 
to use Calero and Anderson Reservoirs for potable supply under 
emergency conditions, even though boating is at times allowed at 
these reservoirs. (Swimming in these reservoirs is prohibited by the 
state Department of Health to protect the drinking water supply.) 
The EROP covers reservoir operating procedures and restrictions 
necessary to minimize health risks associated with reservoir use for 
potable supply during times when limited body contact recreation 
is occurring. 


The EROP includes a description of routine and emergency 
operating modes, a definition of raw water supply emergencies, 
the emergency declaration protocol, and the required reservoir 
inspections and water quality monitoring. 


District staff prepared the EROP with input from the Santa Clara 
County Department of Parks and Recreation and submitted it 

to the California Department of Health Services for approval. 
The EROP is periodically revised to reflect changing reporting 
structure and emerging issues. The document was first prepared in 
1992 as an appendix to the Almaden, Calero, Anderson/Coyote 
Watershed Management Plans (December 1989) and was revised 
in 1995 and 2003. The 2003 revision is currently awaiting DHS 
approval. 


D.4.1.3 Security 

Due to recent concerns regarding national security, the District 
has increased efforts to protect its water supply, storage and 
distribution systems. Although its facilities are not considered 
targets of security threats, the District has implemented a number 
of security measures at all its facilities and has completed the 


following assessment. 
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Security Vulnerability Assessment 

The District completed a water utility Security Vulnerability 
Assessment and submitted it to the EPA as required on March 28, 
2003. Prior to HR 3448 (the “Bioterrorism Bill”), the District 


initiated this assessment in anticipation of the need to: 
* provide for public safety 
* provide for employee safety 


* provide an acceptable level of security relative to cost 


Following completion of the security vulnerability assessment, 
and of a parallel effort for the Headquarters complex, the board 
was briefed in closed session on the study’s findings in July 2003. 
‘The presentation focused on the need to be able to recover from 
an inability to perform its mission, while addressing multiple 
hazards and not solely security issues. It was also emphasized 
that employee safety would be provided via an interest based 
negotiation process, 


Security improvements will be provided by: 


* Completion of the Water Utility’s budgeted Security 
Improvement Project through the normal processes 
of planning, design, and construction. This project is 
scheduled for completion by FY 2006 in the CIP. 


° Improvements to headquarter security and overall security 
processes/procedures via a collaborative process. 


D.4.1.4 Water Quality 

Maintaining high water quality for drinking is a key component 
of the work conducted by the Water Utility Division and is 
discussed in the following documents. 


Water Quality Strategies for Continued Compliance with 
Drinking Water Regulations 

This document is intended to serve as a guide to the District in 
its efforts to comply with increasingly complex water quality 
regulations. The goals of the document are to provide direction 
to staff and customers regarding water quality goals, to define 
roles and responsibilities in the area of drinking water quality,; 
to outline operational strategies for compliance with specific 
regulatory requirements, and to review water quality policy. 
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Topics discussed in the document include security measures 

to protect water quality, water quality goals for finished water 
delivered to retailers, review and analysis of drinking water 
regulations, operational strategies for compliance,; roles and 
responsibilities of the Water Utility Operations Division, source 
water quality management regarding the quality of surface water 
stored or imported for delivery to one of the District’s treatment 
plants, outreach to District retailers, developing comprehensive 
standard operating procedures, developing and implementing 
an “Event/Incident “ evaluation and tracking protocol,; and a 
comprehensive Taste and Odor Notification and Response Plan. 


The document is to be updated periodically to keep current with 
regulatory changes and any emerging challenges, with the most 
recent version updated April 3, 2002. 


2002 Annual Water Quality Report - Treated Water 

‘This report, also called the 2002 Annual Treated Water Quality 
Report, is prepared by the Laboratory Services Unit of the 
District’s Water Utility Division, which is responsible for 
providing all water quality sampling and analytical services to the 
District’s water utility. The Laboratory routinely monitors water 
quality at the District’s source water reservoirs, its water treatment 
plants, and at selected locations along the East/Snell and West 
drinking water pipelines. In 2002, Laboratory staff collected over 
16,000 samples for water quality analyses and conducted over 
121,000 tests. This report, published in March 2003, provides 
the results of the water quality analysis with tables, charts, and 
maps. The analysis conducted by the Laboratory is mandated 

by the California Department of Health Services for source and 
treated water to determine compliance with drinking water quality 
regulations. 


The four service functions of the Laboratory are compliance 
monitoring for source and treated water; analytical support for 
water utility operations, individual water quality studies, and 
methods development. The Laboratory is also responsible for 
implementing an effective Quality Assurance and Quality Control 
program. 


The annual report includes information regarding the four local 
water sources (Anderson, Calero, Almaden and Coyote Reservoirs) 
and the two imported water sources (South Bay Aqueduct, San 
Luis Reservoir — San Felipe Project), pursuant to Title 22 of the 
California Code of Regulations. 
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The Anderson/Coyote, Calero, Almaden Watershed Sanitary 
Survey 

This survey was completed in June 2001. As a requirement of 

the Surface Water Treatment Rule under the California Code of 
Regulations, the survey is updated every five years. The Sanitary 
Survey was first prepared in 1989 and updated in 1995 and 

2001. The document describes the reservoir watersheds and 
District water supply system; it identifies the potential sources of 
contamination to the reservoirs, assesses existing water quality, and 
lists existing management policies and practices. 


Comprehensive Reservoir Watershed Management Plan 
Completed in February 2002, this plan is intended to help 
identify, quantify, and if necessary, mitigate pollution sources 
affecting reservoir water quality and to serve as a tool for 
evaluating future land use in these critical watersheds. The 

report recognized District’s management strategies in dealing 
with mercury, perchlorate, and MTBE. It also points out 
working collaboratively with land owners surrounding the 
District reservoirs would be key to addressing potential future 
water quality problems. ‘The efforts identified include tracking 
development plans affecting the surrounding land owners, 
interacting with county parks to help influence land use decisions 
affecting water quality, and paying particular attention to impacts 
from new trails, increased vehicular traffic, new restroom and 
wastewater treatment facilities, swimming lagoons, equestrian 
facilities, and golf courses. 


Drinking Water Source Assessment and Protection Report for 
South Bay Aqueduct, Del Valle Reservoir, San Luis Reservoir, 

Anderson Reservoir and Calero Reservoir, 

Completed in December 2002, this report was prepared to assess 
drinking water sources and outline protection measures for South 
Bay Aqueduct, Del Valle Reservoir, San Luis Reservoir, Anderson 
Reservoir and Calero Reservoir. 


Fisheries and Aquatic Habitat Collaborative Effort 

The proposed Fish Habitat Management Plan, part of the 
Fisheries and Aquatic Habitat Collaborative Effort focuses on 
habitat improvement for steelhead trout and Chinook salmon 

in Santa Clara County’s creeks. The plan orchestrates reservoir 
releases for improved stream flow and cooler stream temperatures, 
which affects water quality. Because of these efforts, there will be 
more monitoring of streams. There will also be an evaluation of 
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the feasibility and suitability of using water that has undergone 
Advanced Recycled Water Treatment to enhance water flows. 


15-year Clean, Safe Creeks and Natural Flood Protection 
Plan 

One of the outcomes of the 15-Year Clean, Safe Creeks and 
Natural Flood Protection Plan, which is described in more detail 
in Section B1 below, is related to water quality. Outcome 2 

states that there is to be clean, safe water in local creeks and bays. 
Activities resulting from the plan include reduction of pollution 
from urban runoff, hazardous materials management and incident 
response, improvements of impaired water bodies, litter and 
grafiti clean-up along creeks, and surface water quality protection. 


Capital Improvements Plan 
The Capital Improvements Plan details capital planning for water 
supply projects. 


D.4.1.5 Cost/Water Rates 


Annual Water Utility Enterprise Report 

In accordance with Section 26.5 of the District Act, the District 
annually prepares a written report on its activities to protect and 
augment its water supplies. As required by the District Act, this 
report provides information on the present and future water 
requirements of Santa Clara County, the water supply available 
to the District, future capital improvement and maintenance and 
operating requirements, financing methods, and the water charges 
by zone for agricultural water and nonagricultural water. The 
August 2003 report is the 32nd annual report on the status of the 
District’s Water Utility Enterprise. 


Treated Water Contracts 

With eight water retailers, the District enters into long-term 
contracts to provide water from three treatment plants. Among 
other things, each contract provides definitions for key terms used, 
identifies the term the contract, outlines delivery schedule in terms 
of flow rates, delivery structures, measurements, curtailments of 
delivery during maintenance, suspension of service upon default, 
and water quality. It also specifies payment provisions in terms of 
price basis, basic water charge, delivery charges, minimum annual 
charge, surplus, non-contact water, billing, time, and method of 
payment. 
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D.4.2 Flood Protection 


The comprehensive flood protection mandate of the District is 
addressed through a number of plans and programs. The 15- 
Year Clean, Safe Creeks and Natural Flood Protection Plan 
incorporates many activities that address the District’s flood 
protection Ends Policy. There are three additional key documents 
that outline the District’s implementation of its flood protection 
Ends Policy, E-2.2, which states that there is reduced potential 
for flood damages. These documents and their hierarchy are 
illustrated in Figure D-4. 


D.4.2.1 Key Documents 


Comprehensive Flood Protection & Stream Stewardship 
Program 

Typically, flood control projects have been supported by benefit 
assessment funding previously approved by voters in 1982, 1986 
and 1990 that had an expiration date in June 2000. In response 


to community needs and board directions, the Comprehensive 
Flood Protection and Stream Stewardship Program accounts for 
the base line program that was developed to evaluate existing 
levels of service assuming no new revenue sources after the benefit 
assessments sunsets in June 2000, along with the 15-Year Clean,

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Safe Creeks and Natural Flood Protection Plan (CSC&NFP), 
approved by Santa Clara voters in November 2000. 


Baseline Program 

‘The baseline program reflected lack of service for flood protection 
and erosion controls, for trails, open space, and recreation, and 
limited service levels for water quality and stewardship, while 
CSC &NFP plan distinguished itself for specific increased levels 
of services. The Comprehensive Program allows the District 

to maintain baseline levels of service while constructing new 
flood protection projects and developing or implementing new 
programs for watershed stewardship as well as trails, open space, 
and recreation. 


15-Year Clean, Safe Creeks and Natural Flood Protection 
Plan 

The plan reflects a comprehensive stream stewardship program 
that seeks to preserve natural systems. The four outcomes of 
the plan are flood and erosion protection for homes, schools, 
businesses and highways; clean, safe water in creeks and bays; 
healthy creeks and bay ecosystems; and, trails, parks, and open 
space along creeks. Specifically related to flood protection, 
Outcome 1 includes activities such as sediment removal, 
maintenance of newly-improved creeks and a variety of flood 
protection projects. Capital projects in the new plan incorporate 
flood protection goals into a larger stream stewardship program. 


The outcomes and services called for in the plan are projected 

to cost 39 percent more than would be available without the 
special benefit assessment. This revenue shortfall will be recouped 
through a special parcel tax, which costs residents approximately 
$39 per residential household. Projects will be constructed as 
money becomes available. 


‘The plan represents more than three years of cooperative effort 
between District staff and the community to identify and balance 
the most pressing needs for Santa Clara County. 


An Independent Monitoring appointed by the Board of Directors 
ensures that the District follows through on the commitments 
outlined in the 15-Year Clean, Safe Creeks and Natural Flood 
Protection Plan. District staff is in the process of developing 


Natural Flood Protection Definition and Criteria to guide 
ce 


and provide means to measure achievement of “natural food 
protection” in District capital projects to be implemented under 
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the 15-Year Clean, Safe Creeks and Natural Flood Protection 
Program. 


Capital Improvements Plan 

The Capital Improvements Plan (CIP) serves as the District's 
long-term capital investment plan to implement the District’s 
Flood Protection and Stream Stewardship Program. The CIP is a 
tool for staff to plan and make recommendations to the board on 
key financial commitments to construct new facilities. The CIP 
also serves as the basis for the Capital Program Services Division's 
business plan. 


The CIP’s planning horizon is 15 years, and it is updated 
biannually on a rolling basis. Thus, the current CIP covers a 
period from fiscal year 2002 to fiscal year 2016. It is a staff-level 
planning document that will be continuously updated to reflect 
changes in schedule and cost projections, funding sources and 
planning assumptions. The CIP details funding for needed flood 
protection and water supply projects through planning, design, 
environmental assessment, and construction. The CIP is organized 
by fund and includes a summary section of each fund that 
describes the size of the project investments and the fund’s plan 
and assumptions to meet the investment. For each major facility, 
the plan presents the project cost and schedule for planning, 
design, and construction. 


Stream Maintenance Program 

The Stream Maintenance Program (SMP) is designed to provide 
long-term guidance to the District as it implements routine stream 
and canal maintenance projects in order to meet the District's 
flood protection and water supply mandates in a feasible, cost- 
effective, and environmentally-sensitive manner. The main goals 
of the Stream Maintenance Program are to maintain streams and 
canals to maintain their original flood protection and water supply 
capacities, to coordinate the various aspects of routine stream 
maintenance, and assist in obtaining multi-year maintenance 
permits. The Stream Maintenance Program only applies to 

those stream channels and canals covered under the program. 

‘The Stream Maintenance Program outlines specific measures, 
protocols, policies, and reporting requirements to ensure that 
routine stream maintenance projects are implemented in an 
efficient and environmentally-sensitive manner. It only applies 
where the District has land rights. 
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The program applies to all of the District’s routine stream 
maintenance activities, including the three major types of 
activities: sediment removal, vegetation management, and bank 
protection. Many of these activities are undertaken to ensure 
flood conveyance capacity is maintained in existing streams. The 
SMP includes an overview of the extent of routine maintenance 
activities; the stream maintenance planning, implementation and 
reporting process; resource protection policies; the compensatory 
mitigation that is proposed as part of the Stream Maintenance 
Program; and the relationship of the program with other District 
planning efforts. 


The SMP was developed over a four-year period, and stakeholder 
involvement was a primary element of the process. Stakeholder 
input was solicited through a variety of forums, including four 
formal meetings with over 20 organizations and representatives 
that met in 1999 and 2000. In addition, the District held a series 
of informal meetings with representatives of regulatory agencies. 
A final Environmental Impact Report was published in May 2001 
and Best Management Practices in May 2002. 


FEMA Community Rating System 

The National Flood Insurance Program’s (NFIP) Community 
Rating System (CRS) was implemented in 1990 to recognize 

and encourage community floodplain management activities that 
exceed the minimum NFIP standards. The three primary goals of 
the CRS are to reduce flood losses, facilitate accurate insurance 
ratings and promote the awareness of flood insurance. Under the 
CRS program, communities that perform specified activities to 
prevent flood losses, above and beyond the requirements of the 
NFIP regulations, can qualify for discounted flood insurance rates. 


Usually, Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) works 
directly with individual cities and towns who want to participate 
in the CRS program. However, the District initiated an innovative 
approach to the CRS in which it prepared an application for CRS 
points, following the same guidelines that apply to individual 
cities and towns. The points obtained through the District's 
documented activities apply countywide, to any city or town 

that participates in CRS. The District already performs a large 
number of CRS creditable activities and has pre-qualified all cities 
and towns in the county. The CRS gives credit points for any of

in four distinct categories: Public 


several designated activities wit 


Outreach, Mapping and Regulations, Flood Damage Reduction, 
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and Flood Preparedness. Points for each participating community 
are re-verified each year by CRS representatives. 


The CRS has resulted in reduced flood insurance premiums for 
local residents and heightened awareness of flood issues in Santa 


Clara County. 


D.4.2.2 Other Related Documents 


The following document has impacts on flood protection. 


Fisheries and Aquatic Habitat Collaborative Effort 

Flood protection projects may be affected by the Fisheries and 
Aquatic Habitat Collaborative Effort, in two ways. First, with 
respect to designing flood protection projects, the data from fish 
surveys and the analyses of geomorphic functions will be useful 
to design engineers who work to ameliorate the environmental 
impacts of flood protection projects as required by regulatory 
agencies. Second, with respect to managing potential flood flows, 
reservoir releases will need to be made for the benefit of fish 
during the winter, so the District will need to ensure that these 
winter reservoir releases will be made only when safe to do so in 
light of any potential flooding. 


D.4.3 Watershed Stewardship 

With the growing attention given to watershed planning and 
stewardship, there has been significant effort to implement the 
District’s ends policies as they relate to watersheds. Ends Policy 
E-3.1 states that watersheds, streams, and the natural resources 
therein are to be protected and, when appropriate, enhanced or 
restored. 


The District’s plans, MOUs, and efforts that address watershed 
management and healthy creeks issues are described below, and 
are illustrated Figure D-4. Key geographically-based watershed 
planning documents, such as the WMI Watershed Action Plan 
and the Coyote Watershed Stream Stewardship Plan, which 
identify specific targets in an effort to meet the Ends Policies, are 
described in more detail below in Section D.5, and illustrated in 
Figure D-5. 


D.4.3.1 Water Quality 
Water quality, as an important component of watershed 
stewardship, is addressed by the following efforts.

15-year Clean, Safe Creeks and Natural Flood Protection 
Plan 

The 15-Year Clean, Safe Creeks and Natural Flood Protection 
‘Plan affects not only flooding and water supply but watershed 
stewardship as well. 


The Plan’s Outcome 2, which states that there is to be clean, 

safe water in local creeks and bays, includes activities to reduce 
pollution from urban runoff, manage and respond to hazardous 
materials and incidents, improve impaired water bodies, clean up 
litter and graffiti along creeks, and protect surface water quality. 


Additionally, the Plan's Outcome 3 states that creek and bay 
ecosystems are to be protected, enhanced or restored. This 
outcome provides for crucial resources to protect and restore 
habitats and encourage the return of endangered species, including 
the removal of non-native plants and revegetation efforts. 


Urban Runoff Management Plan 

The National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) 
permit, which was reissued in February 2001, requires continued 
implementation of Urban Runoff Management Plans (URMPs) 
that were developed by the Santa Clara Valley Urban Runoff 
Pollution Prevention Program (SCVURPPP) and each of its 15 
co-permittees, including 13 cities, the county, and the District. 
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The plan is intended to guide continuous improvement and 
ongoing development of the SCVURPPP. The URMP was 
published September 1, 1997 and updated in October 2000. A 
compilation of URMP revisions is to be submitted to the Regional 
Board in the fall of 2004. 


The URMP details what each of the 15 agencies (co-permittees) 
will implement as urban storm water runoff pollution controls 
within its own jurisdiction to protect aquatic habitat, recreational 
water uses, and local water supply. Each co-permittee’s URMP 
includes tailored Performance Standards, Best Management 
Practices and Standard Operating Procedures. 


The URMP consists of background chapters about the program 
and regulatory context, program goals and activities, a summary of 
program features and activities, as well as the individual URMPs 
for Cupertino, Los Altos, Los Altos Hills, Milpitas, Mountain 
View, Palo Alto, San Jose, Santa Clara and Sunnyvale; the West 
Valley communities of Campbell, Los Gatos, Monte Sereno and 
Saratoga; Santa Clara County and the District. 


D.4.3.2 Habitat Restoration and Enhancement 
Documents 

Restoring and enhancing habitat areas in Santa Clara County 

watersheds are addressed by the following efforts. 


Habitat Conservation Plan MOU 

In September 2003, the District entered into a Memorandum 

of Understanding (MOU) related to participation in the Santa 
Clara Valley Habitat Conservation Plan/Natural Communities 
Conservation Plan (HCP/NCCP). Participation in this MOU 

is the first step to fulfill the District’s June 2001 commitment 

to the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service to cooperatively develop a 
Countywide HCP/NCCP. The MOU is also signed by the City of 
San Jose, the County of Santa Clara, and the Santa Clara Valley 
Transportation Authority (VTA), who are referred to as local 


partners. 


‘The primary goal of the MOU is the creation of a multi-species, 
multi-habitat HCP/NCCP that establishes an overall preserve 
system or framework that will be implemented through related 
sub-area plans. The HCP will address approximately 50 species of 
concern throughout the District’s jurisdiction in aquatic, wetland, 
riparian, and uplands habitats. 
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Participation in the MOU is consistent with Ends Policies that 
seek to avoid potential impacts to sensitive species and natural 
resources, minimize any adverse effects of District water resource 
management activities, and inform the public fully of board 
decisions. . 


The basic institutional structure for creation of the HCP/NCCP 
includes a county staff person who serves as HCP Manager, and 
involvement by the District in the management team, legal group 
and technical committee, as well as with government body liaisons 
and with data management and field studies. 


The FAHCE process resulted in a proposed Fish Habitat 
Management Plan (FHMP) for the three subject watersheds that 
would serve as the basis for a settlement between the complainants 
and the District. 


The purpose of the FHMP is to offer a balanced solution, aiming 
to improve conditions for salmonid species in balance with other 
water resource needs, including drinking water, flood protection, 
recreation and fisheries. The FHMP specifically aims to restore 
healthy populations of steelhead trout and fall-run Chinook 
salmon in the three watersheds because of the role of these fish as 
indicator species and the federal Endangered Species Act listing 
status of steelhead. 


A Consensus Committee comprised of stakeholder policy leaders 
led the project negotiations. A technical advisory committee 
performed field studies and utilized existing scientific research to 
determine how to best restore the fisheries. 


The proposed FHMP was developed in collaboration with 

state and federal resource management agencies as well as local 
environmental interests. It is now undergoing an environmental 
impact review prior to implementation. Approval by the State 
Water Resources Control Board is expected by late 2004. A 
summary report regarding the effort was published February 
26, 2003, including a summary of the four-phased Fish Habitat 
Management Plan 


D.4.4 Open Space, Trails and Recreation 
Ends Policy E-3.2 states that there are to be additional open 
spaces, trails, and parks along creeks and in the watersheds when 
reasonable and appropriate. This Ends Policy is the most recently 


added Ends Policy, and therefore, is less defined. 
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There are four key plans and programs relating to the District’s 
open space, trails and recreation Ends Policy, as described below. 


D.4.4.1 Key Documents 


15-Year Clean, Safe Creeks and Natural Flood Protection 
Plan 

The 15-Year Clean, Safe Creeks and Natural Flood Protection 
Plan provides for public access to 70 miles of open space or trails 
along creeks. Outcome 4 of this Plan also requires the District to 
incorporate trails, parks and recreational values into existing or 
new flood protection projects and thus will create many additional 
recreation opportunities in the Santa Clara basin. 


Trails, Parks, and Open Space Grant Program 

The Trails, Parks, and Open Space Grant Program implements the 
trail and open space goals of the 15-Year Clean, Safe Creeks and 
Natural Flood Protection Plan. As part of the plan’s tax structure, 
special tax funds are allocated for the development of trails, parks, 
and open space and to increase public access to, and enjoyment 
of, public areas for increased recreational opportunities. The Trails, 
Parks, and Open Space Grant Program is the vehicle used to 
allocate these funds to trail and open space projects. 


The District Board approved evaluation criteria and a request 
for proposal process for the grant program on March 18, 2002. 
Applicants eligible to receive grants for trails are cities in Santa 
Clara County, the county, park districts or other jurisdictions 
governed by California Resources Code, and local non-profits 
formed for trail, park, and open space purposes. Types of eligible 
projects include development of new trails or parks along creeks, 
procurement of open space along creeks, and restoration and/or 
enhancement of existing trails, parks, and open space. 


The District Board held a January 2003 work/study session to 
consider a process to identify, evaluate and prioritize open space 
and trails projects for funding under the special tax. At the 
workshop, District staff presented a prioritization process and 
evaluation criteria that would allow local agencies to request funds 
and allow the District to approve eligible projects through an 
objective evaluation process. A Request for Proposals (RFP) for 
proposed projects was issued on April 21, 2003, with a submittal 
deadline of May 30, 2003. Grant proposals were then reviewed by 
the interdisciplinary review team, which was comprised of senior- 
level staff from the Capital Projects Services Division and one staff 
each from the Public Affairs Office, the Office of Performance 
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Management Systems, and the Watershed Management Division. 
The District’s goal is to complete contracts for the approved 
project proposals to allow for construction and other activities to 
occur in 2004. 


Collaborative Action Plan with the City of San Jose 

The Collaborative Action Plan and Agreement (CAP) for 
Development and Operation of Joint Trails Projects establishes 

a framework for cooperative efforts between the City of San 

Jose and the District in the planning, design, construction, and 
operation of trails and related recreational features on property 
located within the city. In addition, the agreement provides for the 
development of trails projects in a manner that improves the water 
quality and the riparian habitat of creeks and waterways adjoining 
the trail. This also improves the water quality and riparian habitat 
in other portions of the creek or waterway, and ultimately protects 
the watershed. 


A list of possibilities for joint trails projects in the Coyote and 
Guadalupe Watersheds, as well as on West Valley San Tomas 
Aquino/Saratoga Creek Trail Reach 6, has been created as a 
starting point for the staff from the two agencies to work together. 
Project priorities for each agency will be communicated through 
an Oversight Committee on an on-going basis. 


This effort represents a successful partnership between the District 
and the City of San Jose and could be used as a model for District 
collaboration with other cities in the Santa Clara basin. 


The MOU that set forth the relationship, goals, and objectives of 
the parties was approved on June 18, 2002 and the Agreement was 
signed in January 2003. 


Joint Use Agreements 

‘The District routinely enters into joint use agreements with all 
other cities in the county for trails and recreational uses of open 
space and reservoirs. In general, the agreements provide the 
framework for the shared use of District property with other 
agencies for activities mutually agreed upon. 


Countywide Trails Master Plan 
Although it is not a District document, the Countywide Trails 
Master Plan (CTMP) provides guidance for construction of trails 


on District lands or using District resources. 
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The CTMP was developed as part of the County General Plan 
update process from 1991 to 1994. A Trails Plan Advisory 
Committee was established by the County Board of Supervisors 
to review and update both the planned countywide trail routes 
and trail policies. The recommendations of that committee, 
which concluded its review in mid-1995, were adopted. Relevant 
portions were incorporated within the General Plan as of 
November 14, 1995. 


‘The spirit of the Countywide Trails Master Plan Update is one of 


cooperation and respect for divergent viewpoints. 


D.4.4.2 Other Related Documents 

The following document, which is elaborated in greater detail in 
other sections of this document, has impacts on open space, trails 
and recreation. 


Fisheries and Aquatic Habitat Collaborative Effort 

The purpose underlying the Fisheries and Aquatic Habitat 
Collaborative Effort is to offer a balanced solution, aiming to 
improve conditions for salmonid species in balance with other 
water resource needs. The habitat improvements associated with 
this effort will enhance aesthetic conditions along creekside trails 
for human enjoyment. 


Through its response to questions of public concern related to 
recreational fishing, FAHCE acknowledges that recreational 
fishing within the three subject watersheds is currently permitted 
for species other than steelhead, which is protected. It also points 
out that under the Fish Habitat Management Plan, fishing may be 
curtailed during the implementation of restoration programs due 
to potential conflicts between recreation and habitat protection. 
Whether all fishing is curtailed is an issue yet to be decided by the 
National Marine Fisheries Service and the State Department of 
Fish and Game. It declared that fish from Guadalupe River system 
is not safe to eat for elevated mercury content. 


D.5 Existing Watershed-Based Plans 
The District has recently implemented or initiated several 
planning efforts addressing watershed-level management and 
planning. These efforts involve extensive collaboration among the 
District, agencies, and the public and illustrate the growing trend 
toward watershed-based planning efforts. 
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D.5.1 Watershed Management Initiative 
The Santa Clara Basin Watershed Management Initiative (WMI) 
was formed in 1996 by the US Environmental Protection Agency, 
the State Water Resources Control Board, and the San Francisco 
Bay Regional Water Quality Control Board as a collaborative 
effort comprised of various stakeholders, including the District, 
in the Santa Clara Basin. The WMI also includes representatives 
from regional and other local public agencies, environmental 
groups, professional and trade organizations, businesses, and the 
public. The WMI has completed a number of efforts, as described 
below. 


D.5.1.1 Santa Clara Basin Watershed Action Plan 

The Santa Clara Basin Watershed Action Plan is an effort by the 
WMI to protect and enhance the Santa Clara Basin Watershed. 
The Watershed Action Plan was developed to provide a vision for 
the basin’s watersheds and to describe specific objectives that are 
to be incorporated into planning documents by local agencies. 
The plan includes standards and recommendations for improving 
drainage systems; planning for floodplains and riparian corridors; 
integrating water resources planning, habitat conservation and 
expansion of wildlife refuge areas; adopting multi-objective 
planning and adaptive management; and improving water quality 
assessment systems. 


The WAP was developed in 2002 based on visioning completed 
by WMI stakeholders in 2000 and on “Action Worksheets” 
developed and refined in 2001. The WAP includes steps for 
achieving the WMI’s vision through stakeholder processes, 
bringing recommendations to decision-makers, and educating and 
involving the public. 


A WMI Core Group of stakeholders, several subgroups, and 
ad-hoc working groups were formed to provide technical advice 
and input regarding specific issues throughout the planning 
process. The completion of the WAP signaled the beginning of 
the implementation phase of the WMI. The Core Group will 
continue to work toward this implementation, which will include 
active participation in future stewardship planning efforts. The 
plan was adopted in August 2003. 


D.5.1.2 Other Watershed Management Initiative 
Documents 
In addition to the Watershed Action Plan, the WMI has 


completed the Watershed Characteristics Report, a document that 
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describes land use, natural resources, water management, and the 
cultural, organizational, and regulatory setting of the Santa Clara 
Basin. This report was completed in 2001 and recently updated in 
2003. 


The WMI has also prepared the Watershed Assessment Report, 
which describes selected beneficial uses and stakeholder interests 
based on existing data in the Guadalupe River, San Francisquito 
Creek, and Upper Penitencia Creek watersheds. It was completed 
in March 2003. These studies resulted in important data 
compilation for Santa Clara Basin watersheds, providing a 
foundation for future stewardship planning efforts. 


The Watershed Characteristics Report, the Watershed Assessment 
Report, and the Watershed Action Plan form the three volumes of 
the Watershed Management Plan. 


D.5.2 Watershed Stewardship Plans 

The District has recently worked to develop Watershed 
Stewardship Plans to foster interagency cooperation and 
collaborative planning for the Santa Clara Basin watersheds. 
Previous and on-going stewardship plans are discussed below. 


D.5.2.1 Coyote Watershed Stream Stewardship Plan 
The Coyote Watershed Stream Stewardship Plan was developed in 
February 2002 to provide a strategic approach to implementing 
the District’s Ends Policies in the Coyote Watershed, which is the 
largest watershed in the Santa Clara Basin. 


‘The plan provides a vision for the watershed that is in keeping 
with the District's Ends Policies. It describes the regulatory, 
physical, and environmental characteristics of the watershed 

and examines projects by the District and others which 

impact the Coyote Watershed. It also lists candidate projects, 
programs, guidelines, and activities in the watershed and makes 
recommendations for specific projects through a ranking system. 


The Coyote Watershed Stream Stewardship Plan also makes 
recommendations for future studies needed. One of the 
recommendations includes a watershed study that will address 

in greater detail the local environmental and habitat conditions. 
Because the recommendations and top ranked projects are 
reflective of the data available, an outcome of further studies may 
be a re-ranking or altered prioritization of the projects. 
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The project represents an important collaborative effort between 
District staff and local stakeholders, leading to the establishment 
of a key stakeholder group that continues to be active in watershed 
stewardship planning efforts. 


The Coyote Watershed Stream Stewardship Plan was completed 
in February 2002. The District has identified triggers for updating 
the Plan in the future, which include changes in watershed 
conditions, regulatory changes, budget and funding updates, or 
the selection of new decision-makers. 


D.5.2.2 Lower Peninsula, West Valley and Guadalupe 
Watershed Stewardship Plans 


. The development of Watershed Stewardship Plans for the Lower 


ates tW7, 1 


Peninsula, West Valley, and Guadalupe Watersheds are currently 
underway. The project is funded through a Calfed Watershed 
grant awarded to the District in 2002. 


The Plans will provide a vision for stewardship for the three 
watersheds, as well as specific analysis and recommendations 

for stewardship projects for three streams, each representative of 
one of the three watersheds. The plans will describe the specific 
actions, such as physical improvements or targeted studies, which 
can be implemented in the three selected streams and their sub- 
watershed areas. They will also identify possible sources of funding 
for these actions. 


Building on lessons learned from the Coyote Valley Watershed 
Stewardship Plan, the three new Stewardship Plans will be 
developed over a one and a half-year planning process involving 
multiple stakeholders, including District staff, regional and 
local agencies, non-profit groups, and members of the public. 
Public workshops will be held in each of the three watersheds, 
and stakeholder input will be solicited throughout the planning 
process. 


D.5.2.3 Uvas/Llagas Watershed Stewardship Plan 

The District is currently leading the “Stewardship for Small 
Acreages III” program, a series of workshops on land management 
for clean water. However, the Uvas/LLagas Watershed is the 

only watershed area among the District’s five major watersheds 
for which a stewardship plan has not been initiated. There are 

no current efforts to prepare such a plan for the Uvas/LLagas

watershed, and the District may consider doing so in the future.

The District has a unique framework for setting policies, 
establishing plans, programs, and implementation measures 

to fulfill its mission. The District recognizes the importance 

of working collaboratively with local land use agencies. Table 
D-1 depicts how the District’s policy-planning work relates 

to the general plan framework that most land use agencies are 
familiar with. Typical general plans have the following four major 
components: 


¢ Goal. A goal is a description of the general desired 
result that the city or county seeks to create through the 
implementation of its General Plan. 


© Objective. An objective is a specific condition or end that 
setves as a concrete step toward attaining a goal. Objectives 
are intended to be clearly achievable and, when possible, 
measurable. There are one or more objectives for each 
General Plan goal. 


¢ Policy. A policy is a specific statement that guides decision- 
making in working to achieve an objective. Such policies, 
once adopted, represent statements of city or county 
regulation and require no further implementation. 


¢ Action (Implementation Measures). An action is a 
program, implementation measure, procedure, or technique 
intended to help to achieve a specified objective. 


In addition to these components, general plans are often 
supported by area plans. These plans provide guidance for the 
development and land use for specific geographic areas. 


In comparison, the District Board’s Ends Policies communicates 
a set of specific goals for the CEO to aim for, and the CEO 
translates these goals into objectives through his interpretations. 
The CEO then establishes the management policies to guide 
staff work through a set of two county-wide plans: the Integrated 
Water Resources Management Plan to address mainly water 
supply related goals and the Comprehensive Flood Protection 
and Stream Stewardship Plans for flood protection, watershed 
stewardship, and open space, trails related goals. 


The implementation of these two comprehensive plans are 
accomplished through more detailed functional plans that 
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addresses specific resources, such as the groundwater management 
plan, Clean, Safe Creeks and Natural Flood Protection Plan. 
Similar to area plans in the general plan framework, the District 
also develops geographical-based watershed specific plans to 
provide the framework for improved coordination within each 
watershed area. For implementing capital projects/managing its 
facilities, the District develops a Capital Improvements Plan and 
more detailed facilities plans for specific facilities. Similar to the 
actions under the General Plan framework, the District devices 
a set of other tools including operational plans, agreements, 
resolutions, and ordinances to fulfill the ends. 


It is worth noting that the public has opportunities to provide 
input to District’s Board Ends Policy on an annual basis. The 
District strives to be responsive to community needs, to achieve 
excellence in its services, and to continue to improve its working 
relationships with stakeholders. Each of the comprehensive plans, 
functional plans, and area plans identified either went or will go 
through its own public engagement/outreach efforts. 
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Watershed Stewardship Plan Funding Strategies 


Available funding sources for projects do not always represent 

the projects best meeting the ranking criteria. As a result, the 
implementation of projects with available sources of funding, such 
as flood protection projects, may be accelerated at the expense 

of other types of projects. This impacts the schedules for project 
implementation at the expense of the project ranking. 


This section will describe project funding through multiple 
sources, the Lower Peninsula, Guadalupe, and West Valley 
Watershed Programs, the Clean, Safe Creeks and Natural Flood 
Protection Program, other existing district funding and external 


funding. 


E.1. Organization of This Appendix 
Appendix E describes the Watershed Stewardship Program 


funding strategies and is organized into two major sections: 


Section E.2 - District funding This section describes the 
procedures for District funding of projects, identifies funding 
opportunities within existing District funds, and identifies 
available funding. 


Section E.3 - Other Potential Funding Sources This section 
reviews potential non-District sources of funding for watershed 
projects, including federal, state, local, loans, and grants. 


E.2 District Funding 

There are two budgets, Operating and Capital, coordinated within 
each biennial District budgeting effort. The Operating Budget 

is comprised of all operations and operating projects within a 
fund and within an organizational unit and consists of budgeted 
expenditures and expenses necessary to maintain and operate the 
daily operations of the District within a fiscal year. The Capital 
Budget is comprised of all capital projects within a fund. Capital 
projects are budgeted expenditures or expenses to major facilities 
or systems having a long-term life of benefit to the District and 
are normally constructed or developed over several years. All 
capital expenditure budgets are developed through a formal 
Capital Improvement Planning (CIP) process, including review of 
impacts on the Operating Budget. Unlike the Operating Budget, 
the budgeted amount to a capital project does not expire on June 
30* of each fiscal year. The unspent and unencumbered balance is 
carried over each year until completion and closure of a project. 
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E.2.1 Budget Procedures 

The District’s budgeting practices use a goals-driven approach 
that spans the planning, development, adoption, and execution 
phases of the budget. These practices encourage developing 
organizational goals, establishing policies, and developing plans to 
achieve those goals and policies. Recommended budget practices 
for improved state and local government budgeting prepared by 
the National Advisory Council on State and Local Budgeting 
(NACSLB) and the Government Finance Officer’s Association 
(GFOA) were used to develop this formal budget process. 


The District’s budget process has both financial and technical 
dimensions. It consists of the following broad principles: 


e Establish broad goals to guide decision making; 
¢ Develop approaches to achieve goals; 


¢ Develop a budget consistent with approaches to achieve 


goals; and 


¢ Evaluate performance and make adjustments. 


‘These principles are performed concurrently, in an iterative 
process, with information obtained from one activity or function 
aiding in the achievement of another. These broad principles 

are also in keeping with the policy limitations of the District’s 
Board of Directors. Called Executive Limitations, they provide 
direction on how the budget is prepared, emphasizing results for 
the community and allowing for longer-term financial planning 
decisions. 


During preparation of the budget, revenue projections are, in 
general, taken from the District’s long-range planning documents. 
The Water Enterprise Fund’s revenue assumptions are extracted 
from the Water Utility Enterprise Report, specifically, the 10-year 
plan. The Watershed Funds’ revenue assumptions are derived from 
the Flood Control Benefit Assessments Report, and the Clean, 
Safe Creeks and Natural Flood Protection Report. Cash How 
estimates are prepared and updated for long-term projects and 
programs, such as for the Clean, Safe Creeks Fund. 


As an example how yearly fluctuations can impact watershed 
funding, the FY 2002-2003 budget included projected revenues 
of $219.4 million, a decrease of 15.3 percent from FY 2001- 
2002. This represents an anticipated decrease of 83.3 percent

in intergovernmental revenues consisting chiefly of capital 
reimbursements and a 17.8 percent decrease in interest earnings 
from the prior year offset by small increases in property taxes and 
water revenues. 


Ideas for new projects, programs or services that could be 
included in the District budget can arise from District board 
members, management, staff or members of the public. However, 
once an idea is proposed, inclusion in the adopted budget 
requires coordination with and support from the managers (e.g. 
Guadalupe Watershed Manager) who would have ownership 
responsibility for the work once it is budgeted. This is especially 
true if the proposed idea is not incorporated into an existing 
project but instead requires a new project number for inclusion in 
the District’s biennial budget. 


If the appropriate managers support a proposed idea, the next 
step is development of a draft work plan sufficient to describe 

the effort’s scope of work and schedule milestones. Resources are 
estimated and assigned to assure sufficient staff and equipment are 
available to complete the proposed work. This information is then 
inserted into official forms which are needed to acquire a District 
project number. Provided that a new project is approved by the 
District Budget Committee and given a number, it would then 

be incorporated into the budget of a specific District unit, with 
appropriate funding and resources indicated. The new project 
would be reviewed and revised during iterative rounds of the 
budget preparation process. Finally, in the event the new project 
is included in the adopted budget (board approved), it would be 
implemented and tracked according to the information in the 
budget and work plan. 


E.2.2 District Funds 


The accounts of the District are organized on the basis of 

fund types and account groups. Each fund is an independent 
accounting entity with a self-balancing set of accounts comprised 
of its assets, liabilities, fund equity, revenue, and expenditures or 
expenses, as appropriate. There are a total of eleven funds that 
support work throughout the District; however, only a handful 
of these funds directly apply to activities of the Watershed 
Stewardship Program for Guadalupe, Lower Peninsula, and West 
Valley Watershed Management Areas. The Watershed and Stream 
Stewardship (SS) Fund, and the new Clean, Safe Creeks and 
Natural Flood Protection (CSC) Fund are available for use in all

parts of the District’s countywide jurisdiction. The Guadalupe 
Watershed Fund, which uses revenue generated by Benefit 
Assessment elections for the Guadalupe Flood Zone, is a special 
revenue fund, which is limited to the geographic limits of the 
Guadalupe Creek Watershed. Similar funds exist for the West 
Valley and Lower Peninsula Watersheds as well. 


Sub-funds with an indirect relationship to watershed activities 
include the following: 


¢ General Fund — This primary operating fund is used to 
pay the District’s property taxes and facility costs. It also 
accounts for all revenues and expenditures not accounted for 
in any other District fund. 


¢ Water Enterprise Fund — This fund provides for importing 
surface water and managing local surface and groundwater 
supplies for residents of Santa Clara County. Operational 
projects related to water quality protection, recycled water, 
and maintenance of water supply reservoirs, pipelines and 
groundwater recharge ponds are also addressed under the 
Water Enterprise Fund. 


¢ Equipment Service Fund — This fund is used for operation, 
maintenance, and replacement of all District vehicles, 
construction operating equipment, services, and office 
computer systems. Replacement and maintenance costs are 
charged back to the applicable organizational unit using pre- 
established rates. 


¢ Risk Insurance Service Fund — This fund provides for 
liability, property, Workers’ Compensation Insurance, and 
self-insurance risks. Like the Equipment Service Fund, costs 
are charged back to cost centers as applicable in the form of 
internal service charges. 


With the exception of the Water Enterprise Fund, these funds 
would not be appropriate to provide revenue for Watershed 
Stewardship projects. Prioritized projects associated with water 
quality protection, recycled water use, and groundwater recharge 
facilities may be sufficiently related to water supply activities to 
be considered for funding under the Water Enterprise Fund. 
More information on the Water Enterprise activities can be 
found in the District Summary Budget. Detailed descriptions of 
the Guadalupe, Lower Peninsula and West Valley Watersheds, 
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Watershed and Stream Stewardship and Clean Safe Creeks and 


Natural Flood Protection Funds are summarized below. 


As indicated in Table E-1, projects in the Guadalupe Watershed 
Program are primarily funded by the Guadalupe Watershed, 
Stream Stewardship, and Clean Safe Creeks funds. Each of these 
funds have appropriated money to various projects that would be 
implemented through the 2015/2016 fiscal year. A brief summary 
of each fund is contained below. 


Guadalupe Watershed Fund The Guadalupe Watershed Fund 

is one of five watershed funds corresponding to the five historic 
flood control zones: Northwest, North Central, Central, East and 
South Zones. The Guadalupe Watershed Fund currently receives 
revenue from the historic 1% ad valorem property tax, benefit 
assessments, and interest from the investment of unspent funds. 
Additional watershed funding include draws on Certificates of 
Participation proceeds and state subvention reimbursements, 
Federal funding, and supplemental sources such as grants. 


Lower Peninsula Watershed Fund The Lower Peninsula 
Watershed Fund is one of five watershed funds corresponding to 
the five historic flood control zones: Northwest, North Central, 
Central, East and South Zones.

West Valley Watershed Fund The West Valley Watershed Fund 
is one of five watershed funds corresponding to the five historic 
flood control zones: Northwest, North Central, Central, East and 
South Zones. The West Valley Watershed Fund currently receives 
revenue from the historic 1% ad valorem property tax, benefit 
assessments, and interest from the investment of unspent funds. 
Additional watershed funding include draws on Certificates of 
Participation proceeds and state subvention reimbursements, 
Federal funding, and supplemental sources such as grants. 


Watershed and Stream Stewardship Fund The Watershed 

and Stream Stewardship (SS) Fund receives a portion of the 
historic water utility ad valorem property taxes and income from 
investments. It has the potential to also receive state funds, federal 
funds, and local cost sharing when available. 


‘The SS Fund pools 1% ad valorem tax allocations property taxes 
from all of the flood zones, the District fund, and the water 
utility enterprise and applies the revenue to the watershed/stream 
management activities without regard for the geographic source 
of the monies. For example, capital projects currently budgeted 
under this fund include the Pond A-4 Tidal Wetlands Mitigation, 
Alamitos Fish Ladder Public Access, and the Church Avenue 
Percolation Pond Wetlands. Mitigation activities throughout the 
district may be applied to maintenance activities in any of the 
three Watershed Areas that this document describes. 


Clean, Safe Creeks and Natural Flood Protection (CSC) Fund 
The CSC Fund receives revenue from the new county-wide special 
tax and will receive interest income from investments once tax 
dollars begin to be collected. Like the Watershed Funds and SS 
Fund, the CSC Fund also has the potential to receive state funds, 
federal funds, and local cost sharing when available. 


The program developed for the CSC Fund defined four outcomes 
with pay-as-you-go capital projects and programs identified along 
with revenue that would be available. Activities specified by the 
Clean, Safe Creeks and Natural Flood Protection plan include 
four major outcomes listed below. 


1. Homes, schools, businesses and transportation networks 
are protected from flooding. 
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2. There is clean, safe water in our creeks and bays. 


3. Creek and bay ecosystems are protected, enhanced or 
restored. 


4, There are additional open spaces, trails, and parks along 
creeks and in the watersheds. 


Since the implementation of the CSC Fund is a commitment that 
must be achieved and will be closely monitored, funds will only 
be available for listed activities. Any projects or programs that are 
not included or that deviate from that shown in the CSC program 
will either have to be funded from unspent revenue dedicated to 
the zone or will have to compete for the revenue now available 
county-wide. 


E.2.3 Reserves and Appropriations 

E.5.2.4 Reserves and appropriations are those funds which the 
District has previously set aside for specific project work but 

does not have a contract or agreement for use of the funds. 

‘These revenues are carried over from year to year until needed 
for the specified purpose. Once an agreement for services or a 
construction contract is signed between the District and another 
entity, the funds are ‘encumbered’. Reserves and appropriations 
are invested in low risk financial vehicles and produce investment 
income. 


E.2.4 Projected Funding Availability 
The District’s Capital Improvements Plan projects funding 
requirements and the anticipated future capital reserve through 


the year 2016. Table E-2 summarizes the proportion of district 
funds allocated to the applicable funds. 


It is expected that these funding amounts will change over time 
in response to Ends Policy needs and budget constraints. For 
example, November 19, 2004 it was reported that the District

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will be lacking in $51 million in property tax revenue after the 
state announced that it will take control of that money over the 
following 17 months (Flynn and DiMarco, 2004). This illustrates 
the level to which the District is impacted by budget policies from 
outside organizations. 


E.3 Other Potential Funding 


Sources 
If the District depended solely on itself to fund watershed 
projects, its ability to meet the Ends Policy would be severely 
limited. The District historically pursues external grants, loans, 
partnerships and support from a variety of external sources, 
including: 


¢ Federal; 

¢ State Subventions; 

* Partnerships with local stakeholders; 
° Loans; and 


¢ Grant Opportunities. 


Potential opportunities for funding through these avenues are 
summarized below. 


E.3.1 Federal Funding 


In addition to local funding sources, both state and federal 
programs help fund local flood protection efforts. The District 
has actively pursued these programs over the past 40 years to 
supplement local funds and provide flood protection that might 
not otherwise be accomplished. Two such projects on Uvas and 
Coyote Creeks have been successfully completed in the past 10 
years, and multiple others are currently in the planning or design 
stage. 


Federal programs are sponsored primarily through the United 
States Army Corps of Engineers (USACOE) or the Natural 
Resources Conservation Service (NRCS). Historically, the share of 
flood protection projects funded by the USACOE includes work 
associated with the stream itself and can include such things as 
excavation, stream lining, levees, revegetation, etc. The local share 
includes the responsibility to fund the local costs that include 

land rights, bridges, and relocation of utilities. The District is 
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usually responsible for maintenance of the projects once they 
are completed. The federal entity will reimburse any of the local 
costs that exceed 50 percent of the total project cost. The State 
has a program whereby it will participate in federal projects by 
contributing to the local share of the project cost. 


Federal funds are not “free” to the District. They take time and 
effort to secure. In addition to technical review and coordination, 
the federal process itself is very involved and requires an extensive 
long-term commitment on the District’s part. This process is more 
fully described in the SCVWD Status Report: Federal Projects 
for Santa Clara County, California and Federal Appropriations 
Statements of Support — Fiscal Year 2002 Report (Delegation 
Report), dated April 2001. In order for a project to be federally 
sponsored, several criteria must be met. A federal study must 
indicate the project has a benefit to cost ratio of 1.0 or better. The 
local sponsor must be willing to cost share in the project, and the 
local agency must demonstrate financial capability to fund its 
share of the project costs before the project can begin. Congress 
must authorize the project and must annually appropriate funds 
for a project study or for project implementation once it is 


approved. 


E.3.2 State Subventions 

The State of California has a program to help meet the costs 

of approved federal flood protection projects through the 
Department of Water Resources Flood Control Subventions 
Program. Under this program, the State agrees to reimburse 

local agencies for all or a portion of the local share of a federal 
project’s cost. The state’s percentage of contribution has varied 
over the years for the District. Earlier projects such as Llagas 
Creek were eligible for 100 percent reimbursement, while more 
recent projects such as Lower Silver Creek were eligible to receive 
up to 70 percent reimbursement. Pursuant to Assembly Bill 2784 
that became law January 1, 1999, Congress must approve state 
participation in a federal project prior to their approval. The 
percentage of state contribution will be negotiated on a case-by- 
case basis. 


The state subventions program has been a significant source of 
revenue for federally supported projects. The amount received 
through FY 2000/2001 from the state is about $50 million and 
there is approximately $42 million in outstanding reimbursement 
requests that have not been paid. The District has been persistent 
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in encouraging state legislators to meet the state commitments for 
subventions. 


E.3.3 Partnerships 

In addition to partnering with federal and state agencies for flood 
control projects, the District has occasionally partnered with local 
cities and Santa Clara County on construction projects. This 
source of funding has had relatively limited application in the 
past. However, with broadening of the District’s mission, new 
opportunities for cost-sharing with local cities, the county, various 
open space and recreational agencies, and non-profit organizations 
have emerged. 


One example of local cost sharing is the District’s participation 
on the Palassou Ridge Management and Restoration Project. This 
9,010-acre property, known as the Lakeview Meadows Ranch, 
was purchased by the Nature Conservancy and the Open Space 
Authority on the watershed lands (Palassou Ridge) above Coyote 
and Anderson Reservoirs. In February 2001, the Board approved a 
cost sharing agreement with the Santa Clara County Open Space 
Authority for development of a wetland management project for 
Palassou Ridge. The District has not initiated a program-level 
effort to investigate its numerous partnership opportunities, but 
continues to assess partnership opportunities on a case-by-case 
basis. 


E.3.4 Loans 

The District, with its AA credit rating, has the ability to borrow 
money for its projects and programs. The District may pursue 
low-interest loans from the State Revolving Fund for planned 
improvements to its three treated water plants. Generally, 
however, in keeping with board-adopted policies listed under 
Executive Limitations, it maintains a balanced budget. Additional 
budget policies include not risking financial jeopardy, credible 
revenue and expenditure projects, and adequate cash flows to meet 
operational and capital needs. 


In the past, there have been some loans between flood zones, 

but this is now avoided. The District does have authorization to 
borrow up to $6 million for emergency needs. In this event, it 
would more likely use its own reserves, however, since that would 
be in keeping with District policies related to budget expenditures.. 
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E.3.5 Grant Opportunities 

The District has a long history of vigorously pursuing state and 
federal grants for its flood protection and water supply activities. 
Since 1999, it has recognized the opportunity to pursue a 
broader range of supplemental revenues to fund water quality 
improvement, habitat protection, education, and other District 
activities in addition to flood protection and water supply. Most 
supplemental funding opportunities involve grants that the 
District would compete for are managed by the Supplemental 
Fund Development (SFD) Program in the Government Relations 
Unit. SFD Program staff report to the Chief of Public Affairs 
for all fund development programs including public relations 
activities. 


In order to keep information current, the SFD Program created a 
Prospect Management System database on the District’s intranet. 
The system, still under development, will allow staff to: 


1. Add a new grant proposal entry; 

2. View or update current grant proposals; 
3. Add a new project; 

4, View or update projects; 

5. Match grants to projects; and 


6. Provide grant application status report. 


The District’s supplemental funding process is probably best 
described by using an example project. If the project manager 
of the Lower Silver Creek project (District Project No. 402603) 
wanted to investigate additional funding, he/she would first 
examine the database. Based on the project’s description, the 
database shows there are nine potential funding sources, listed as 
numbers 6, 13, 15, 16, 17, 23 and 24. These numbers are linked 
to a grant proposal database table and eventually to hyperlinks 
with websites of potential grants. For example, potential 

grant number 6 indicates the Partners for Fish and Wildlife 
Habitat Restoration Program. A complete list of potential grant 
opportunities in the database as of November 1st is summarized 
in Table E-3, which is located at the end of this chapter.

The application would be prepared by the project manager 
working with in-house staff or consultants staff familiar with the 
project components and grant proposals. The SFD staff would 
provide coordination, oversight, and review prior to the grant 
application submittal. 


In addition to the SFD, California State University, Chico has 
released a database of all watershed grant funding opportunities 
for the state. This database can be searched by detailed program 
area and the results vary between federal, state, and private 
funding sources. Example funding opportunities posted on 
February 14, 2005 include: 


¢ The Small Watershed Protection Program provided by 
the USDA Natural Resources Conservation Service: 
The maximum/typical Award is $2,000,000 for watershed 
surveys and investigations, structural and land treatment 
measures for watershed protection and flood prevention

The Partners for Fish and Wildlife provided by The U.S. 
Fish & Wildlife Service: For projects improving habitat for 
migratory bird species; anadromous fish species of special 
concern to the Service; endangered, threatened, or candidate 
species; species proposed for listing; and other declining or 
imperiled species . 


° The Integrated Regional Water Management provided 
by the Department of Water Resources: The maximum/ 
typical award is $50,000,000 for projects to protect 
communities from drought, protect and improve water 
quality, and reduce dependence on imported water. 


° The San Francisco Bay Area Conservancy Program 
Grants provided by the Coastal Conservancy: For projects 
that protect, restore or enhance natural habitats and other 
open-space resources; provide public access through regional 
trail systems; and provide open space for recreational and 
educational purposes.
